In 1968, the authori 
was founded to ance 
and maintain watershed 
and reforestation projects 
Over 2,121 square 
kilometers of the lower 
Trent River area. 

According to Vilneff, 
water managment is the 
authority’s main job. 
Flood warning, flood risk 
mapping, floodplain reduc- 
tion projects and erosion 
control are also major com- 
ponents of LTRCA respon- 
sibilities. 

LTRCA plans on 95,000 
trees to be planted in the 
1990 season in a large 
reforestation project that 
will include 30 private lan- 
downers with the excess to 
be planted on LTRCA pro- 
perties. The trees are sold 
to the landowners at 7.5 
cents each and are planted 
by hand or machine by con- 
servation authority field 
crews in areas from 0.4 to 4 
hectares. As well as pro- 
viding direct benefits to 
the landowner, reforesta- 
tion reduces overland 
runoff and soil erosion, 
Vilneff says. 

It’s the LTRCA’s 16 con- 
servation areas that get 
the most local exposure, 
however. The areas serve & 
multitude of purposes from 
hiking and canoeing to 
natural heritage preserva- 
tion to education. Field 
days and outings for local 
school children will in- 
troduce them to the many 
natural elements in the 
parks they might be in- 
terested in — and there's a 
lot of nature to see. ; 

LTRCA conservation 
areas range in size from 0.5 
to 320 hectares and most 
have recreational facilities 
and are open seven days & 
week. Among the most 
popular, according to 
Vilneff, are the Goodrich- 
Loomis Conservation Area 
just off County Road 28, 
the Procter Conservation 
Area at Brighton and the 
Sager Conservation Area 
just south of Stirling.

Pair defrauded stores from here to Perth 


Quinte Crime Stoppers 
in co-operation with area 
Police Forces are seeking 
your assistance in solving 
several crimes in the area. 

On Tuesday, 
Aug.15,1989, a man open- 
ed an account at the Bank 
of Montreal located in the 
Quinte Mall in Belleville. 
Using the name Carlos 
Vieira, he deposited $20. 
and received some counter 
cheques. He talked to a 
couple of female employees 
of a store in the mall and 
one of the girls gave him 
some cigarettes. 

Shortly after this, he 
visited a jewellery store 
and purchased items totall- 
ing $193.25, writing a che- 
que for this amount. He 
then went to a clothing 
store and negotiated two 
transactions, issuing che- 





ques totalling $54.58. The 
suspect attempted to make 
a purchase at a second 
jewellery store but was 
thwarted by the employee 
when they refused to take 
his cheque. 


It appears that the 
suspect and another male 


went to Napanee and the 
second suspect attempted 
transactions at two 
jewellery stores on the 
main street but were not 
successful. 

Their next stop was the 
Regency Jewellers II 
business in the Napanee 
Mall. At approximately 


2:30 pm subject no. 2 pur- 
chased a gold ring and a 22 
inch gold chain issuing a 
cheque for $759.19. He 
showed the employee a 
driver’s licence with the 
name Carlos Vieira on it. 
Just after the suspect left 
with his purchase, another 
unknown male approached 
the employee and advised 
him to contact the bank in 
regards to the transaction 
which had just taken place. 
This was done and the 
employee was informed of 
the situation in regards to 
the account. 

It has been learned that 
two businesses in Perth 
were defrauded by the 
same subjects two days 
later on Aug. 17th, 1989.

RIDE works, area police forces say

RIDE is working, say 
area police forces after a 
summer of RIDE checks, 
especially over the sum- 
mer’s long weekends. 

According to Sgt. Clare 
Dainard of the Trenton 
Police, 2,737 people have 
been stopped by RIDE in 


the Trenton area since 
May. Only one was charg- 
ed with impaired operation 
of a motor vehicle and two 
others were issued 12 hour 
suspensions, says Dainard, 
which indicates that the 
message of RIDE is get- 
ting out to the public. 
Routine patrols, on the

other hand, have produced 
24 drivers charged with im- 
paired since May. “Routine 
patrols are still a good 
source, we can’t do away 
with those,” says Dainard. 

In 1988 the Trenton 
RIDE program stopped 
6,352 drivers and 14 of

Air show tragedy 


The tragic crash of two Snowbirds during an air 
show in Toronto raises questions about the future of 
air shows: is it morally right to mount such exhibi- 
tions of thrills and chills, knowing that every so 
often someone is going to die? 

The Snowbird crash in Toronto is not an isolated 
incident. Four years ago, a Hercules crash at Ed- 
monton killed ten before the horrified eyes of 
thousands of spectators. Last year, 70 people, most 
of them spectators, died in an air show crash in 
West Germany. 

And these crashes don’t just happen “‘somewhere 
else.’ A fatal crash happened at the CFB Trenton 
air show a number of years ago, too. 

Air shows can be a lot of fun, no doubt about it. 
The thunder of Phantoms, the precision formations 
of the Snowbirds at high speed, acrobatics and 
wing-walking are a real thrill. But the fun ends when 
something goes wrong, when a plane goes out of con- 
trol and a life ends in an explosion. We are left then 
with the sick feeling that our fun killed someone.

For the second consecutive year the heaviest salmon to 
hit the scales of the Great Salmon Hunt was wrestled 
from the chinook inhabiting depths of Brighton waters. 

Trenton resident Danny Patrick boated the 42.44 
pound giant on a green and silver Northern King spoon 
ayy. 23rd when trolling in 70 foot depths over 120 feet of 
water.

Hamilton’s Ron Steeves took top rainbow trout 
honours with 19.92 pounder while Pam Harvey of 
Downsview boated an amazing 25.66 pound brown trout, 
her first fish ever. Both anglers net some $30,000 in 
prizes for their endeavours. 

Well, for the rest of us there's alwa, > 
renewed high hopes of landing that big one. 

Mother Nature has turned on her annual magnetic 
forces to draw the chinook salmon back to the streams of 
which they were planted. 

Unfortunately it is mainly the angling citizens of new 
York State who will benefit from the salmons’ yearly 
migrational movement due to the heavy stocking there. 

Salmon seekers in our area can take heart from the fact 
that 40,000 chinook were planted off Wellington this year 
and will return to that basin of Lake Ontario in two years, 


next year and 
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giving us a formidable fall salmon fishery. 

Some fair fishing for that species still remains here un- 
til late September as strays of immature salmon remain 
in our area. Even the moira River holds a few spawners in 

,the fall fish that may have lost their sense of direction or 
are filled with an uncontrollable urgency to commit their 
final spawning movement before their death that makes 
them choose a foreign waterway 

Some younger salmon, those that have not reached sex 
ual maturity, will remain in the lake while the older 
chinook migrate inland. 

While some anglers take joy in fishing salmon while 
upstream, others find it repulsive as the salmon are close 
to death. Their near black skin is tainted with white 
blothes as their lifespan nears its end. 

The fall, with its spectacular colour, sends forth some 
fine trout angling for landlubbers who ply their trade on 
the smooth stone laden beaches of lake Ontario. As the 
waters of the big lake cool, the brown and action heats up 

The rainbows make what is called a false spawning run 
as they stage off or in some cases flowing feeder streams 
and river. Browns can be found patroling shorelines and 
even occasionally seen porpoising to the surface as I have 
witnessed off West Point, near the Outlet on occasion. 

So don’t put that gear away just yet. 

The folks at Outdoor Heritage report that some fair 
walleye angling is to be had. Anderson’s Shoal. west of 
the bay bridge and Massassauga Point have been produc- 
tive when using bait tipped chartreuse or white jigs 

Bass enthusiasts have found the bronzebacks 
somewhat elusive. Cooler water temperatures should 
soon turn them on.

Sublimnos dream becomes a reality

“The world is built by 
dreamers and for years 
we've been told we were 
dreamers. I’m proud to say 
one of those dreamers is 
speaking to you today 
from the raft. We’ve done 
it... Sublimnos has become 
areality.”’ 


With those words the 
self-proclaimed ‘‘dreamer’’ 
of Deep Quest 2, Kenn 
Feigelman, stepped into 


reality, unveiling the 
world’s only fresh water 
underwater habitat, 
Sublimnos, during a press 
conference Aug. 25 off 
Point Traverse. 


Sitting 45 feet beneath 
the water's surface just off 
Point Traverse on Lake 
Ontario, the 10 feet wide 
and eight feet high Sublim- 
nos — which means “under 
fresh water’’ in Latin — 
will be home for research 


scientists and divers for up 
to three days. 

Air pumped from the 
surface will enable the 
research team to live in 
Sublimnos without 
breathing apparatus. 
Divers will also be able to 
use such conveniences as a 
microwave oven, a porto 
potty, a radio, a cellular 
telephone and bottled 
water.

Deep Quest will create 
“non-natural shoal and 
reefs’ along the lake floor 


made of tires, cinder 
blocks, piping and a 
sunken cabin cruiser 
vessel. These, says 


Feigelman, will provide a 
place for marine life to con- 
gregate, describing the 
reefs as a condominun com- 
plex for fish. 


Crayfish will be placed 
on the reefs to attract fish. 
Feigelman explains that 
once the fish come for the 
food, bigger fish will be at- 
tracted and will eat the 
smaller fish, creating a 
food chain. 

Feigelman stresses that

IT WILL HELP LOW INCOME CANADIANS. 


Once the GST is in place, families earning less than $30,000 a year will be better 
off. This will be achieved through a combination of income tax changes. First, low 
income Canadians will receive the new GST Credit. Second, the middle personal 
income tax rate will be reduced from 26 per cent to 25 per cent. 

The GST Credit will be paid every three months and in advance of expenses. 
Eligible Canadian households will receive their first credit cheque in December 
1990, before the January 1, 1991 GST start-up date. About 9 million Canadians will 
receive Credit cheques. The GST Credit will be calculated on the basis of income 
tax returns. Every income tax return will contain a one-page form showing Canadians 
how to apply for the GST Credit.

From the’shadows of a cathedral, he approached 
Liette from behind. He raised his knife just as 
Liette turned. The young girl grabbed her attacker's 
arm, twisted it and sent him flying through the air, 
landing flush on his face. He had no way of knowing 
Liette Sauteret had achieved black belt status in 
judo. Even Liette stared in amazement at what she 
had done 

Unfortunately, by the time she came to her 
senses and turned to run, the knife wielding assail- 
ant was on his feet. He plunged the knife into her 
back. Liette screamed, bringing pedestrians on the 
run. The man disappeared into the shadows. 

Liette survived to tell police that her attacker 
was a tall thin man. A concerted effort was made to 
establish a link between the two victims, but none 
could be found. It was obvious that a psychopath 
had picked his victims at random. One fact stood 
out; both girls had blonde hair and wore jeans and 
tennis shoes. Maybe a coincidence, but maybe not. 

On March 29, only five days after the second 
attack, the Amiens madman struck again. Jacque- 
line Croiset, 20, had recently been married and 
was living with her husband, Hercule, at 8 rue de 
la Contrescarpe. She had read of the attacks on 
women in her section of the city, noting that the two 
victims wore their blonde hair short and had been 
dressed in jeans and tennis shoes. Jacqueline also 
had short blonde hair and usually wore jeans and 
tennis shoes when she went out shopping.

Such foolishness to be poipenee. thought Jacque- 
line, as she fumbled for her key after returning 
home from shopping. Inside, her husband was 
watching TV. A sharp pain coursed through her 
back. She fell on her groceries and screamed as the 
knife blade tore into her body. Hercule opened the 
front door and the man ran away. 

Jacqueline was by far the most seriously injured 
of the three victims..An emergency operation saved 
her life. It would be three days before she could 
talk to detectives. She was able to add little to what 
was already known. 

Police consulted with doctors, who assured them 
that the attacker would not stop of his own volition. 
He would continue his war on women until he died 
or was apprehended 

Every day, Dominique Crete, 16, took the train 
the five miles from her home in Fouencamps to 
Amiens to attend school. When she didn’t return 
home as usual, her parents immediately notified 
police, who were extremely concerned as soon as 
they heard Dominique’s description. She was blonde 
and had been wearing jeans and tennis shoes. 

Dominique’s body was found two hours after she 
was reported missing. She had been driven to 
Fouencamps by someone who had dumped her bod 
only a quarter of a mile from her home. The earch 
went out for anyone who had seen Dominique in a 
vehicle around 5 o'clock that afternoon. 

Police inquiries turned up several witnesses who 
had noticed a young blonde girl in a Volkswagon 
with a tall thin man who wore an earring in his 
right ear. They appealed to blonde girls who often 
wore jeans and tennis shoes to come forward with 
names of male acquaintances. Only one response 
was received from this appeal and it was from a 
man. 

An employee of a fast food restaurant called J.J. 
LaFrite told police that one of his customers fit the 
description. She was blonde, wore jeans and ten- 
nis shoes and was usually accompanied by a tall 
thin man who wore an earring in his right ear. The 
girl’s name was Brigitte Pacque and the man was 
her husband, Philippe Pacque. 

A check of Philippe’s record revealed that two 
years previously he had picked up a hitch-hiker and 
had attempted to molest her. The girl had jumped 
from his vehicle and sustained serious injuries. For 
this offence, Philippe received a suspended sen- 
tence of 18 months. It was the only blemish on his 
record and was quite unlike the attacks on the three 
women and the murder of Dominique Crete. In all

City woman risks life for peace 


By Jeff McIntosh 
Barbara MacQuarrie is a 
dedicated individual who, 
since 1984, has been living 
and working in Central 
America, often risking her 
life as an international 
witness seeking to prevent 
murders and assassinations. 
MacQuarrie, who grew up 
in Belleville and attended 
BCI, first got interested in 
Central America in the early 
1980s and in 1984 decided 
to visit the area to see 
conditions for herself. 
She flew to Guatemala for 
a short visit and was so 
impressed by the people of

that country and how they 
could go on living in such 
oppression that she returned 
in 1985 to stay for a month. 
A month stretched into six 
months and she hasn’t 
looked back since. 

Of the six months, 
Macquarrie says “it was 
long enough to know what 
was happening but not long 
enough to get seriously 
involved.” 

While in Guatemala she 
Started working with GAM, 
an association that assists 
families of people who have 
disappeared, shortly after 
two of its members had 


Skateboard solution sought

Streets were made for 
driving and sidewalks

According to Belleville

“We are going to help 
them (skateboarders) 
organize an association 
and will give them a hand 
until they get off the 
ground, but it isn’t cut and 
dry like we will build them 
ne (a facility),”’ she 
said. 


In attendence at the 
meeting was Marcel Car- 
ron, the father of an avid 
17-year-old skateboarder 
and the writer of a letter to 
the Belleville Intelligencer, 
In his letter Carron asked

This is a good time of year to talk about tomatoes. First, 
because problems are obvious and more ¢casily diagnosed. 
Secondly, because there is a sull time to make changes and 
improve cropping. 

One of the most common problems this season is 
tomatoes with blackened, rotting bottoms, a fungal disease 
resulting from our near drought in early summer. It can 
occur al any stage of development and at any time of the 
year but happens most frequently when tomatoes are 
growing rapidly and are hit by a prolonged, hot dry spell. 

The problem can reduced considcrably if the moisture 
content of the soil is kept up during such periods rather 
than letting it dry down and then watering it heavily.

The people resisted the 
military and became known 
as militants and in 1987 
were threatened by death 
squads when MacQuarrie 
arrived. Her being there 
helped to prevent any 
further violence against the 
villagers during a very tense 
period, she says. 

MacQuarrie returned 
from El Salvador in June of 
this year and is now on a 
two-month tour of Ontario, 
telling people of her 
experiences and about 
Peace Brigades. Her first 


stop was in Peterborough on 
Sunday and then it was 
Belleville on Monday at the 
Belleville Public Library. 

After the tour she plans to 
take it easy until her first 
child is born in December 
and then plans to start work 
on a project to help the 
native Indians of El 
Salvador. She will 
eventually go back, she 
says, adding that there are a 
lot of things that have to be 
done here before she 
retums, 

MacQuarrie draws her 
motivation to do this type of 


work from personal contact 


with the people of Central 


America and seeing how 
they have been robbed of 
basic human rights and 
freedoms. She says she will 
never be able to separate 
those experiences from her 
life and will have to leam to 
deal with it, but it will 
always inspire her to help in 
any way she can. 

The tour she says is a big 
responsibility to the people 
she has helped and she can 
only hope it will inspire 
more people to get involved 
in any way they can.

Authorities await cost cutting report 


By Gavin Fletcher 

Area conservation 
authorities are on 
somewhat shaky ground as 
they await the results of a 
cost-cutting report in- 
itiated by the Ministry of 
Natural Resources. 

However, MNR Minister 
Lyn McLeod will have to 
give her approval of the 
report, produced by the of- 
fice of former MNR 
Minister Vince _ Kerrio, 
before it can be ad- 
ministered to conservation 
authorities. 

“At this point there is 
not a whole lot we can say 
about it,’”’ Helena Mon- 
crieff, the minister’s press 
secretary said, adding that 
McLeod is adjusting to a 
position she has held for 
only a few weeks. 

Moncrieff says Mcleod 


with it as soon as she can. 

According to Dave King 
of the Moira River Coser- 
vation Authority the 
report includes the follow- 
ing proposals: 

© A need to define pro- 
gram _ responsibility 
between conservation 
authority programs and 
similar programs run by 
other organizations in the 
same area.

Closer 
to home is a proposal to 


Prince Edward, Moira 
River and Lower Trent) in- 
to one large governing 
authority. 

While King is skeptical 
of some of the proposals, 
he thinks there could be 
some changes to the way 
authorities are operated. 
He says his view is shared 
by other authority of- 
ficials. Coservation 
authorities had an oppor- 
tunity to see the MNR’s 
first report. 

“We realize there is a 


need for change, but not 


necessarily the change 
tecommended in the 
report,” he says. 

For instance, King 


thinks giving coservation 
authorities a better defini- 
tion of the work they do 
would be an improvement. 
“This is an opportunity for 
authorities to be leaders in 
local resource manage- 
ment,” he explains. 

But King doesn’t like the 
idea of a grant reduction or 
a membership reduction 


and he is especially skep- 
tical of an authority 
amalgamation. 

A memebrship reduc- 
tion, where some 
municipalities may become 
exempt from providing 
money through taxes, 
would cripple authorities 
that don’t have a strong 
tax base from which to 
draw, he said. 

King says the Moira 
River Conservation 
Authority is already 
somewhat limited because 


it doesn’t “have a great tax 
base.” 

Of course, he continues, 
the amalgamation of the 
four area authorites would 
broaden the tax base in 


theory, but it wouldn’t 
make a difference. 
“In theory it can be 


done, but if you have four 
agencies unable to deliver 
current programs to the 
level we want now, how will 
we develop additional pro- 
grams?” he asks. ‘‘Finan- 
cially I have some doubts.”

Living history is about 
to happen this fall. 

During the first weekend 
in October the Hasting and 
Prince Edward Regiment 
will Troop the Colour for 
the first time since 1976 as 
part of the regiment’s 
125th/50th anniversary 
and reunion. Oct. 7 and 8 
will be the regiment’s 
125th birthday and its 
50th anniversary of 
mobilization for Second 
World War. 

Colours have been used 
for centuries by armies and 
serve two main purposes: 
as a mark of distinction 
and as a rallying point dur- 
ing battle. Though the lat- 
ter is no longer practiced, it 
is the tradition that carries 
on. Since 1751 regiments 
have been limited to two 
colours: the Sovereign, a 
symbol of the Crown, and 
the Regimental, represen- 
ting the unit itself. The col- 
ours are emblazoned with 
names of battles in which 
the unit has distinguished 
itself, reminding the regi- 
ment of its history and 
traditions and is the unit’s 
most prized possession. 

The Hasty P’s as they 
are affectionately known, 
will Troop the Colour on 
Saturday, Oct. 7, at 2 pm 
at the Belleville 





The colours 
will be ‘‘trooped’’ across

Unit traces 
history to 
early militias 


The Hasty P’s are actual- 
ly an amalgamation of two 
militia units from Hastings 
and Prince Edward Coun- 
ties which can trace their 
roots back to the beginning 
of the 19th century. 

The 1st Regiment of the 
Prince Edward Militia was 
formed under Col. Ar- 
chibald MacDonald in 1800 
while the 1st Regiment of 
the Hastings Militia was 
formed under the com- 
mand of Col. John 
Fergusonin1801._ , 

Both units took part in 
the War of 1812 against 
the U.S. and contributed 
detachments during the 
McKenzie Rebellion in 
1837. 

The modern-day 
Hastings and Prince Ed- 
ward Regiment dates its 
history, however, to 1863 
when the Prince Edward 
Militia was redesigned 
under the Militia Act as 
the 16th Battalion 
Volunteer Militia Unit for 
Canada. The Hastings unit 
was redesignated three 
years later as the 19th 
Regiment or-the Hastings 
Rifles 


Both units contributed 
towards the North-West 
Expedition in 1885, which 
put down the Riel 
Rebellion, and the Boer 
War in 1898. 

In the First World War, 
the two units earned nine 
battle honours from such 
famous battles as the 
Somme, Amiens, Ypres 
and the Hindenburg Line. 

In 1920, the two units

the first time. In 1934, the 


unit was presented with 
colours by Lt. Gen. Sir Ar- 
chibald McDonnell. The 
colours were consecrated 
by the Right Rev. John 
Lyons, then Lord Bishop of 
Ontario. 

With the outbreak of war 
in 1939, the Hasty P’s were 
mobilized and on Dec. 17, 
1939 were sent over seas to 
England where they pro- 
ceeded to France on June 
13, 1940. After being forc- 
ed back to England, the 
regiment made an assault 
landing on Sicily in July of 
1943, followed two months 
later by an assault landing 
on Italy. 

In the ensuing battles 
the Hasty P’s earned 31 of 
their 41 battle honours, the 
highest number ever 
awarded to a Canadian 
regiment. 

In 1951 the Hasty P’s 
raised a company of 
soldiers for NATO service 
in Germany. From 1961 to 
1962 the regiment trained 
1,400 men in Belleville and 
Picton as part of a special 
militia training program, 
and in 1964, colours were 
presented to the regiment 
by the Hon. Earl Rowe, 
then Lt. Gov. of Ontario. 
The Freedom of the City of 
Belleville was granted in 
1964 as part of the presen- 
tation ceremony. 

His Excellency Roland 
Michener, then Gov. 
General of Canada, 
presented the Hasty P’s 
with the Queen’s Colour in 
1971. The following year 
the regiment was granted

Beepball: Keep your ear on the ball

It may not be baseball, 
but to both the blind and the 
secing who participated in 
the Northern Telecom 
tourney over the weekend, 
beepball was a hit. 


The beepball tournament 
was organized by the 


Northern Telecom 
Telephone Pioneers in 
conjunction with the 


Canadian National Institute 
for the Blind. 


Beepball uses much the 
same equipment as baseball 
— bats, balls and bases — 
but the players use their 
ears rather than their eyes. 

The large softball-like 
ball emits a piercing 
beeping sound, letting the 
batter, who kneels over 
home plate, know when the 
ball is getting nearer. The 
batter swings at ground 
level since the pitcher rolls 
the ball. 


The infield kneels as well, 
waiting to pounce on a hit 
ball. To get the batter out 
the infielders must find the 
ball, lifting it head high and 
shouting “ball caught." 

Base runners, who run the 
bases with the help of a 
sighted guide, must be 
stationed on a base when 
the fielder traps the ball or 
else the runner is Out. 

“Blind teams have sighted 
players on their teams to 
run with the baserunners 
and pitch to their batters," 
tournament organizer Andre 
Cyr says, adding that 
pitchers roll the ball to their 
own batters. 

Cyr says he isn’t sure 
how old the sport of 
beepball is, but guesses 
somewhere around the 15- 
20 year mark. “Northern 
began its tournaments six 





years ago,” he adds. 

“We organize it basically 
to get the blind out and 
socializing,’’ Cyr says. 
“The idea is to have fun, 
meet people and reduce the 
fear people have dealing 
with the blind.’ 

The Young Liberals, a 
team of sighted players — 
they cover their eyes with 
masks, won the “A” 
division of the tournament 
while the “B" crown went 
to the Trent Valley 
Distributors. The Ottawa 
Capital Eyes, a blind team, 
won the blind team 
championship and placed 
second in the “A” division.

Marlene Lowry, 
supervisor of public health

Zegouras welcomed 
almost 300 employees and 
families of the three Sears 
catalogue centres in the 
Toronto. area who were 
bused to the “historic 
occasion.” 

“IT know you will be 
happy with our way of life 
here, and that you will find 
the city provides the quality 
of life one needs to raise a 
family,” he said. 

While the centre is

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Plan for change 


Sears broke ground in Belleville last Friday not just 
for a new warehouse facility but for a new era in this 
city. 

Things are going to change because of Sears. 

Some of the changes will be for the good: more 
jobs means more opportunities for local workers,

But growth can also tum cancerous. The definition 
of a cancer is simply unctonrolled growth, growth

Some people have predicted that Belleville is going 
to become the next Barrie, which almost exploded 
with growth over the last eight or ten years. We 
should profit from their experience so that we don’t 
repeat their mistakes. 

Sears is going to change Belleville — and we had 
better plan for those changes. 


Support United Way 


The United Way campaign is underway with a 
target of $350,000. 

The annual campaign raises funds for 23 local 
service agencies, relieving them of some of the 
burden of fundraising and allowing them to 
concentrate on the job of delivering services to the 
community. The agencies involved are too many to 
list, but to give you an idea of their diversity, include 
everything from addiction counselling to minor 
sports. 

This year’s campaign includes an interesting 
residential fundraising program. Called Give-a-Bit, it 
calls on city residents to give a quarter each day 
during the campaign for a total of $7.75. That’s little 
enough to ask for, but if every one of the 18,000 
affected households were to give a quarter per day, 
around $150,000 would be raised — more than triple 
the residential target.

Volunteers will come to your door to 
collect them, or you can bring them to Quinte Weekly 
News or the United Way office at 240 William St., 
Belleville. 

The United Way and the agencies it helps fund are 
worth supporting, so as the United Way says: “Let’s 
keep it working for all of us...”

Toronto pickets urge 
boycott of company 


While most onlookers 
attending last Friday’s Sears 
ground-breaking 
ceremonies were happy 
with Sears, approximately 
30 pickets suggested that 
Sears’ officials should pack 
up and go home. Another 
90 pickets from the city’s 
striking parks and 
recreation strike joined in. 

Former workers of Photo 
Engravers and Electrotypers 
Limited in Toronto, locked 
out by their employer since 
Feb. 20 after rejecting a 
contract that increased work 
hours, froze wages and 
reduced overtime wages, 
spoke harshly and warned 
passers-by about Sears. The 
new cut-contracts were 
offered so the Canadian 
company could compete 
with cheaper U.S.-based 
printing companies, the 
pickets said. 

“Boycott Sears, Yankee 
go home and shop at the 
Bay, have a nice day,” were 
just a few of: messages 
relayed by the vocal but 
peaceful demonstrators. 

The former engravers 
became upset with Sears, 
which owns 44.5 per cent

Between the tine Jean breathed her last and her 
funeral on Wednesday, Willie spent every free 
moment with Margaret Robertson. One has to won- 
der at Willie’s bravado or, if you will, stupidity. The 
deceased's sister, Helen Glass, was furious. She 
insisted to one and all that something was drasti- 
cally Hut By the time of the funeral, Helen’s 
suspicions had spread throughout the community. 
Willie was heartbroken to learn that he was 
suspected of hastening his wife’s demise. 

Helen succeeded in having Jean’s body exhumed 
and a post mortem performed. Willie was beside 
himself. That’s when he acted out of Wespecalion. 

Willie called on MacDonald’s Apothecary. He 
spoke to Mr. MacDonald, who knew nothing of his 
purchase of arsenic. Willie explained his position 
and asked MacDonald to deny that he had ever pur- 
chased arsenic at his shop. MacDonald refused to 
co-operate. Willie shouted at the startled pharma- 
cist, “They may find it, but I declare to God that I 
am innocent.” y 

On Saturday, five days after her death, Jean's 

ly was exhumed. Willie, tears in his eyes, identi- 
fied the corpse. “It's my dear Jean,”’ he said. Dear 
Jean was found to be chock full of arsenic. : 

Willie was arrested and charged with his wife's 
murder. Neighbors swore that there were no rats in 
his residence.

Willie continued to profess innocence while he 
awaited his date with death. However, as his execu- 
tion date grew near, he confessed in detail, hoping 
against hope that if he told all, he might be spared. 
It didn't work. The Home Secretary rejected his 
appeal. 

On Aug. 16, 1850, Willie Bennison was hanged for 
the murder of his wife, Jean.

Greg Davis at Outdoor Heritage reports that a few of his 
clientele are picking up walleye, yet the bass angling 
continues to be very slow here. One angler who has had 
some good success has been jigging the waters of Big Bay. 

Further evidence of our reputation for our walleye 
fishery here is a British Columbia angler who recently 
ventured here and purchased a fishing licence at the South 
Front Street store. 

The Deseronto area continues to be a hotspot for 
walleye. Anglers plying their trade at Telegraph Narrows 
report very good catches, although not large fish. Spinner 
baits trailed with minnows are the chosen bait there. 

Some good musky action continues to be displayed at 
the Plainfield area of.the Moira River. Black Suicks and 
Buzz Baits are the choice of the musky maniacs in those 
productive waters. 

Catches of salmon in the local waters of Lake Ontario 
have been infrequent although some fair-size rainbows and 
browns are being downrigged. Steadily declining water 
temperatures will soon bring those species closer to shore 
within reach of surf anglers and those utilizing planer 
boards. 

Those who do a little exploring will find an excellent 
near-shore brown fishery in the County. There is a 
multitude of spawning browns in those waters and also 
lightly fished. Try small spoons such as cleo’s or dime- 
sized spawn sacks. On occasion we have witnessed pairs of 
browns surfacing there along the shoreline at West Point. 
Although they are an extremely wary species they can be 
enticed to bite when using light line and properly presented 
bait. Take along the family and a lunch for an enjoyable 
autumn day.

We have to realize we are 
living with a death-oriented 
society,” Dr. Rosalie Bertell 
told more than 200 peace 
followers and curious 
onlookers at the Ontario 
Peace Conference ‘89. 

Dr. Bertel, director of 
research at the International 
Institute of Concern for 
Public Health in Toronto, 
was the introductory 
speaker at the conference 
held at  Belleville’s 
Centennial Secondary 
School on-Saturday. It was 
organized by the World 
Without War Research and 
Education Network. 

Dr. Bertel told the 
audience that the world 
must learn to live in 
harmony. 

“If we don’t put our 
money towards creating an 
earth we can all live in, we 
will create an earth we will 
all die in,” Bertell warned. 

The tenor of Bertell’s 
address dealt with the 
responsiblity citizens have 
for bringing military action 
into the open during these 
“so-called times of peace.” 

“The governments (U.S 
and Canada) tell us we’ve 
had peace since 1945,” says 
Bertell, who was an expert 
witness for both the U.S. 
Nuclear _Regulatory 
Commission and the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency. “Yet we’ve never 
had such outward 
demonstrations where 
people go to the streets and 
ask for peace,” she 
continued, pointing to a 
recent demonstration in 
New York. 

She said the military, 
particularly that ofthe 
United States, have been 
hiding in the background 
since the end of the Second 
World War. Unfortunately, 
she said, it is up to the 
people to keep an eye open 
for the sake of peace and 
the environment. 

“Let’s say it out loud,” 
she said, encouraging the 
onlookers to ask questions. 
“It’s an armed truce, but 
what have the military been

doing?”

“They wanted us to go 
home and promote the 
Strategic Arms Limitation 
Treaty. We listened to one 
person after another tell us 
what they've got and what 
we've got.

Near the end of the 
meeting Bertell stood and 
asked U.S. officials how 
many people were killed for 
each one of the bombs and 
nuclear systems the U.S. 
manufactured. She said she 
will never forgetthe 
Secretary of State’s reply. 

“Well, it’s a good 
question, but it’s not our 
department,” he said. 

Bertell later discovered 
that it took somewhere in 
the neighborhood of a 
“mind-boggling” 520 lives 
to manufacture one system. 

“We have to begin to 
make our military more 
transparent,” she urged. 

But it is not just the 
people involved in the 
manufacturing end of war 
that get hurt. She explains 
the problems are as far 
reaching as someone 
shopping for meat in a 
grocery store: 

“How do you know

or religious reasons or if 
their parents don’t believe 
in it, have to leave school 
for a couple of weeks if 
there is a reported case,” 
Lowry explains. 

According to Lowry, 
schools are required by 
Ontario legislation to report 
all they know of their 
Students’ imunization 
records. Also, children new 
to the area are required to 
‘visit the health unit with 
proof that they’ve been 
immunized before they can 
enter school. 

While many think of 
measles as a childhood 
affliction, Lowry says it 
couldn’t be further from the 
truth, although some 
children seem to be more at 


risk. 
_She says measles are just 
like any other 


communicable disease and 
are particularly dangerous 
for pregnant women who 
have not had their Rubella 
vacine (immunization). 

And like any 
‘communicable disease it is 
‘passed on through sneezing 
and sharing food and is 
more likely to hit those who 
are weaker, 


“If you keep yourself 
healthy, eat plenty of good 
foods and get plenty of 
sleep you'll be better off,” 
she explains. 
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_ How to improve your late season tomato crop 


There are few sadder sights in the vegetable garden at 
this time of the year than a tomato plant with small, bright 
red fruit showing a cascade of wispy brown leaves on a 
plant that looks like it has collapsed. This is the result of 
two of the deadliest tomato diseases, the equivalent of 
black spot in roses - verticillium or fusarium wilt. Before 1 
talk about ways to prevent that problem next year, I want 
to talk about improving the cropping of this year’s fruit. 

Right now you probably have tomatoes on the vines that 
range from marble-sized green, mid-sized bright green, or 
larger yellow, pink and red fruit. And there are probably 
some new blossoms hanging around. 

To ensure maximum cropping before freeze-up, take 
your pruning shears and remove all blossoms and marble- 
sized fruit. This will ensure that the plants energy will be 
directed into the ripening of the larger fruit rather than 
setting new fruit or wasting nutrients on the tiny fruit that 
couldn’t possibly ripen before fall. 

And now a word about verticillium and fusarium.

VERTICILLIUM WILT: The first thing you would 
notice is a yellowing of the lower leaves on your vines 
together with a drooping on their tips. Gradually they 
would wither and drop until the bottom half of the plant 
was defoliated. While this was going on, the leaves at the 
top would have lost their rich green look and started to curl 


upwards. Finally, only the leaves at the ups of the stems 
would be alive.

resistant to verticillium wilt. 

FUSARIUM WILT: This is the tomato’s worst enemy, a 
deadly fungus disease that may show up this year because 
it thrives in long periods of 80 to 90 F weather. It begins 
much the same as verticillium with yellowing and wilting 
lower leaves but if the temperatures are high, the process 
spreads rather quickly up the plant until all the foliage is 
killed followed by death of the stems. The cure: buy 
varieties that are resistant to fusarium wilt 

Probably the most difficult change of mind you will have 

to make is to give up the variety of tomatoes you’ve been 
buying for so many years. The “Beefsteaks” and the 
“Bonnie Bests” had their place on the calendar, but then so 
did the “Model T”. Because these old-timers and dozens 
like them have no resistance whatsoever to Verticillium, 
Fusarium or Nematodes. Fortunately, the marketplace, both 
the seed houses and the nurseries, have seeds or plants for 
sale that are resistant to “V”, “F”, “N”. And next week 
we'll talk about three of them.

OPP warn 
of fraud

The Ontario Provincial 
Police are warning local 

idents to be on the look 
out for false and misleading 
advertising that promises 
major prizes” but doesn’t 
Jeliver them This 
advertising offers the 
recipient one of three 
prizes’: a new 1989 
Chevrolet Blazer, a trip for 
two to Mexico or $2,500 
cash. The company is based 
Out of Vancouver and 
requires the “winner” to 
call their office and confirm 
receipt of the letter. The 
“winner” is then asked to 


insurance and provincial 
sales tax on their “prize”, 
which the OPP Say never 
arrives 

People stand the potential 
to lose a lot of money to 
this scheme, says Constable 
David Craig of the 
Belleville OPP. 

“When you see something 
that looks to good to be true 


it probably is,” Craig 
warmed. 

Police don’t always hear 
about these schemes, says 
Craig: “people are too 
embarassed to tell us about 
them.” 

He also warned that this 
type of fraud is common 
and people should be on 
gaurd. 

The OPP recently found 
Out about this scheme from 
some local businesses in the 
North Bay area and have 
circulated a warning to ail 
detachments. A number of 
area businesses have 
received the circular, 

including the Quinte 
Weekly News, and have 
been warned to disregaurd 
its claims. 

According to Craig a 
similiar scheme came to the 
area a while ago offering 
similar prizes. Although 
some of these types of 
advertising are legitimate, 
they all have hidden costs, 
he said.

No more Bull(s) 


Is Dr. Robert Vaughan, principal owner of the 
Belleville Bulls Junior A hockey team, serous when 
he says the Bulls are for sale? Or is he putting 
forward a bargaining ploy, and incidentally, applying 
pressure to bring about a settlement in the strike by 
city parks and recreation workers that has closed the 
Quinte Sports Centre, home to the Bulls? 

This is not the first time Dr. Vaughan has threatened 
to sell the team to outside interests during one of his 
penodic confrontations with'the city. But we have the 
feeling this could be the last, especially if there isn ta 
quick strike settlement, allowing the ice to be put in 
for the OHL season. 

We have some sympathy for the beleagured owner. 
The strike has certainly cost him money while saving 
him none, and that’s money that can’t be recovered. 
Meanwhile, the city seems less than interested in 
upgrading the sports centre to the OHL requirement 
of 3,500 seats, and that, too, costs the good doctor 
money, especially at playoff ime. This may be a 
good hockey town, but the city certainly doesn’t seem 
intent on proving it, and one can hardly blame Dr. 
Vaughan for deciding to look elsewhere. 

We would hate to see the Bulls leave the city. The 
team. offers Belleville an intangible publicity value 
and a recreational asset. But let’s keep things in 
perspective. They are just a hockey team. And they 
are just a business. 

Dr. Vaughan is a businessman. He can and does 
trade his high school age athletes. He can and 
apparently does seek to sell the business to outside 
interests. And he can try to bargain for the best deal 
possible for his team, if he decides to continue in 
Belleville. 

But the Bulls are a business like any other business 
— and should be treated the same way. 

Dr. Vaughan has some legitimate complaints. An 
OHL team ought to have an OHL-standard facility. If 
we can't afford one, very well, then we can’t afford 
the team. 

City council has to decide how much value the 
Bulls hockey team has for Belleville and how much 
they are willing to pay. And then Dr. Vaughan will 
have to decide if he wants to seek a better deal 


elsewhere.

Wade says that allowing 
the child to help in such 
simple tasks as tears 
lettuce for a salad or

Wade warns parents to be 
aware that they often teach 
youngsters bad habits of 
“emotional eating”.

Though killer Hurricane 
Hugo may now be as dead 
as last week’s news, Quinte 
residents are once again 
aware of the fact that 


Atlantic weather 
disturbances can affect 
them. 

Few if any will recall the 
Blizzard of ‘88, 
which killed over 400 
people in the last century, 
half of them in New York 
City, but its effects were felt 
as far inland as Hastings 
County. 

All who lived through 
the Blizzard of ‘88 talked 
about it till the day _they 
died, and more recently, few 
who experienced the night 
of Oct. 15, 1954, even in 
the Quinte area, have 
Stopped talking about 
Hurricane Hazel. 

Spawned in roughly the 
same part of the Eastern 
Carribean, Hazel and Hugo 
both slashed through the 
Greater Antilles with deadly 
fury, assaulted roughly the 
same southeastern coastline 
with renewed strength, then 
went on to batter the New 
York City area. 

-Hazel was drawn from 
New York up the Hudson 
Valley by a low pressure 
system centered around 
Lake Ontario, part of a cold 
front. slowly moving 
eastward across Canada as 
the hurricane came up the 
seaboard. 

Eventually Hazel petered 
Out over James Bay, a 


‘Strange deathbed for a 


tropical storm, but on the 
way through Ontario it 
killed more than 80 people, 
most of them in Toronto.

When its tropical fever 
collided with the stern chill 
of the Canadian low 
pressure front that had 
attracted it, disastrous rains 
resulted, producing flash 
floods, mudslides .and 
washouts throughout 
southern Ontario, including 
the Quinte region. 

A Toronto-to-Belleville 
CN freight train pulled by a 
powerful 6200 class 
mountain engine was 
virtually blown to a stop 
near Cobourg by the wind 
and driving sheets of rain. 
A passenger train Belleville 
bound via the old 
Campbelliford substation 
derailed at a bridge washout 
near Markham. 

Trenton weather monitors 
explained to Quinte Weekly 
that major weather 
disturbances are sometimes 
unpredictable, “greatly 
influenced by land forms 
and changing atmospheric 
conditions like frontal 
patterns, jet streams, etc.” 

‘As a low pressure cold 
front entered Ontario early 
last Friday, meteorologist 
Don Clark added, 
“Sometimes I wonder if 
weather is a fascination or 
an endless puzzle. Hugo 
will definitely bring some 
rain to Quinte. I am 
concerned that these two 
systems could meet. That 
would bring us a lot more 
rain than we’re expecting.” 

The chances of exact 
conditions ever repreating 
themselves to produce 
another Hazel are rare; 
nonetheless, whenever a 
hurricane does come up the 
Atlantic coast, we are likely 
to feel the effects.

hat’s when Vince moved out and 
in — out of wife Anne’s bed and into 
Carol's comfortable apartment on 
Harrison St. His family and friends 
were aghast. This was no way to act. 
Despite the pressure, Vince stayed 
on with Carol long enough to become 
the father of her child 


Things changed after the baby’s arrival. Vince 
took a look at the dirty diapers and bottles. The 
scene was beginning to’ resemble life with Anne 
What the heck, it was time for a reconciliation. 
Vince had a meeting with Anne and her brother, 
Michael Turco. Both were ecstatic at his change of 
heart. To sweeten the pie, Turco sold Vince a 
grocery store complete with stock for nothing down 
and easy monthly payments. Vince, Anne, and the 
kids could live cheaply in the three room apartment 
at the back of the store. 

All that summer and into the winter, both Anne 
and Vince worked diligently in the store. Then it 
happened. 


Early on the morning of Dec. 5, 1953, a terrible 
fire broke out, completely engulfing the Ciucci store 
and living quarters. Vince broke the glass of a door 
separating the living quarters from the store and 
collapsed. He suffered extensive second-degree 
burns and deep cuts to his chest and arm, but 
survived. His family was not as fortunate. Anne and 
the three children perished in the fire. 


Initially, there was a great deal of sympathy for 
Vince. He told investigators that he was the last 
member of his family to retire that night. He lay in 
bed reading and smoking until the wee hours of the 
morning. Shortly after falling asleep, Vince awoke, 
choking and coughing. He heard a loud report and 
attempted to get through to the other bedroom 
where his entire family was sleeping, but couldn’t 
get through the smoke and flames. Vince said he 
made it to the door, broke the glass, opened the 
door and evidently collapsed before he was rescued 

When the fire cooled and an autopsy performed 
on the bodies, it was discovered that each had been 
shot in the head. Bullets taken from the skulls of 
the victims had been fired from a .22 calibre rifle 
borrowed by Vince from a friend that afternoon 
When he borrowed the rifle, he had told his friend

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At his trial, the evidence indicating guilt was very 
strong. Vince had been alone with his Faratly in the 
Store from closing time at 9:30 p.m. until the 
moment he collapsed, burned and bleeding. The

borrowed by Vince on the afternoon of the deaths: 
It was also proven that the cause of the fire was 
due to arson. The first fireman at the scene 
detected the smell of chloroform, and although the 
use of chloroform was never proven, the evidence of 
its possible use was a factor at the trial. 
Prosecution lawyers theorized that Vince did not 
want any members of his family to awaken at the 
sound of the first shot. They felt he might have 
chloroformed his entire family. 

Naturally, Vince's past history of womanizing and 
gambling was extensively reviewed It was 
established that he had been seeing Carol since his 
reconciliation with his wife Anne. This established 
an obvious motive. 

Vince's lawyers claimed that Vince was not a 
stupid man. Would a guilty man admit that both 
doors were locked from the inside? Would a guilty 
man admit that he was the last person, to his 
knowledge, to handle the rifle? Would a guilty man 
incur second-degree burns and deep cuts to his 
chest and arm when he could just as easily have 
left the doors unlocked when he went to bed? 

asn't it just possible that if 
chloroform was used, it was also 
used on Vince, explaining why 
he had slept through the first 
three shots, only waking up at 
the report of the fourth and last 
shot? If Vince was the slayer of 
his entire family, would he be cool and heartless 
enough to calmly dismantle the rifle and place it in 
the closet? If he was guilty, why didn’t he attempt 
to get rid of the rifle altogether? Had someone 
framed Vince by dismantling and placing the 
murder weapon back in the closet? 

The defense also claimed that when Vince was 
being questioned about having accidentally lit the 
fire while he smoked in bed, he had responded by 
denying that careless smoking had caused the fire. 
He told his interrogators that he distinctly 
remembered putting out his last cigarette. If he 
were guilty, wouldn’t it be more logical for him to 
grasp at this cause for the fire? 

The prosecution summed up by asking the 
question, If Vince didn’t commit the murders, then 
who did and why? No one seemed to be able to 
provide the answer. 

Vince maintained his innocence throughout his 
trial. He said, “I admit I’m a gambler and | like to 
fool around with women, but I wouldn’t kill my own 
family.’ Many believed him. 

What do you think? A verdict of not guilty meant 
freedom; guilty meant death.

Anglers report 


good walleye 
season 


The bite’s on! 

Reports from all around the Bay of Quinte indicate 
anglers here are in for yet another fine autumn walleye 
season. 

Trident Point has been productive for well-seasoned 
angler Frank Donavan, who has been retuming to shore 
with walleye in the four to seven pound range that have put 
the bite on Panther Martins. 


THE NET RESULT 
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By Bruce Elliott Shi ee 

The Trent River, which as been hot and cold of late, is 
again showing it’s prominence as a superb fall walleye 
location. Jigs and minnows have been working well at the 
mouth, while those trolling past the swing bridge have 
been using worm or minnow trailed spinners. 

Not to be overlooked are the waters behind Belleville 
General Hospital and the channel below the Bay Bridge. 

Lure colour choice has been green or chartreuse for most 
anglers. 

Shore anglers can try Meyer’s Pier after dark. 

Trout anglers may soon want to wet their lines in the 
Brighton to Cobourg area. A local chap from Grafton 
related to me he has been picking up a few’bows from 
shore during the last week. The resident angler also 
witnessed_a fair-sized brown taken from the same area 
west of Colborne. Look to early October for the action to 
heat up for surf anglers there. 

The warm water discharge at the generating plant near 
Bath is building a reputation as an excellent brown fishery. 
Football sized brown trout are common place catches in 
the mid to late fall months for anglers using shinners 
rigged below a properly weighted float. 

If you choose to fish that locale, wear a boot or shoe 
with a good gripping sole as the rocks there can be slippery 
and downright treacherous. Note that the generators there 
are not always in operation and you may want to check 
with the personel before heading up that way as the fishing 
tails off considerably when they are shut down.

Ontario’s new Minister of 
Culture and 


Communications sees “the 
important role culture plays 
in a community,” and says 
she has “lots of ideas 
but(that) it would be 
presumptuous to start 
steamrolling” before getting 
out of Toronto and meeting 
people like the members 
and directors of the Quinte 
Arts Council. 

After her first official tour 
of Trenton and Belleville 
last Tuesday,Christine Hart, 
appointed to the cabinet 
Aug. 2, attended classes at 
the Quinte School of Dance, 
then addressed volunteers 
of the Arts Council at its 
Queen Mary School 
quarters on Isabel Street. 

At the same time, an Arts 
Council press release 
announced that Jaqueline 
Raaflaub will assume the 
position of Arts 
Administration Intern 
effective Oct. 15, bringing 
to the council her 
experience in museum 
management and 
fundraising for the non- 
profit sectors. 

Raaflaub’s internship is 
made possible by a $14,500 
from the Ministry of 
’ Culture - and 
Communications, one of 30 
such grants recently 
awarded the 
“province. '” 

The new minister told the 
Quinte Weekly that her 
current budget is $317 
million, most of which 
comes from the province’s 
general revenue while only 
$19 million are-derived 
from lottery sources. 

She said one of her 
biggest jobs every year will 
be to “fight for an annual 
budget” sufficient to make 
her ministry effective.

four-speed automatic 
transmission as well. The 
five-speed tended to be a 
little heavy at first, but as 
one became acquainted 
with the shifting, it seemed 
to lighten up. 

Since the Thunderbird is 
a totally new design, 
naturally, so is the 
suspension. computer-aided 
design has opened up great 
new strides in automotive 
design and the thunderbird's 
suspension is a product of 
that design. 

All 1989 T-Birds come 
equipped with fully 
independent front and rear 
suspensions. Both front and 
rear use a short/long arm 
setup, which gives great 
handling. The rear 
suspension is equipped with 
a toe control link, which 
reduced toe-out during 
breaking and cornering, 
thus giving the car a very 
sure footing on the road. 

During my short time 
with the car I was 
impressed with its fine road 
manners, equal to any of 
the much higher-priced 
European cars. A former 
BMW owner commented 
that he felt the handling 
characteristics of the bird 
were similar if not better 
than many BMW'S. One 
must remember that the T- 
Bird is less than half the 
cost of the new five Series 
BMW's. 

One side benefit to the 
long arm/short arm 
suspension in the rear is 
that its smaller size gives 
better trunk room. 

This bonus makes owning 
a Thunderbird a lot more 
practical when a family 
must share the car. Since 
we are on the topic of trunk 
room, let me point out that 
the Bird comes with a 
folding rear seat, which 
allows longer items to be 
carried with ease.

Before I talk (as promised) about disease-resistant 
varieties of tomatoes, I would first like to review eer 
plants by type because that has a great deal to do wi 
extending your cropping season from mid to late summer, 
rather than having baskets of fruit arrive at the kitchen door

ae there are three types: determinate, 
indeterminate and semi-determinate. 

You know the determinate tomato as the bush or patio 
tomato. Being determinate simply means that they grow to 
a set length - about 30 inches - then quit. As a result they 
set fruit early and have a short harvest period, usually a 
week to ten days. 

By contrast, an indeterminate tomato would grow to 25 
feet if the season were long enough. Since it is not self- 
topping, the vine will have fruit at all development stages 
from mpe to green marble nght to season's end.

And now, to further maximize cropping, just before the 
first threat of frost, harvest everything from shiny green to 
red (forget about the dull green fruit, they are a lost cause. 
Forget too about a sunny windowsill. Sunshine has 
nothing to do with ripening tomatoes off the vine. Instead, 
find a cool dark place in the cellar and set the tomatoes out 
with about an inch of space between them. Do not wrap - 
this just encourages rot. And harvest them at your 
pleasure. 

A caller to one of my phone-in gardening shows told 
how he stores tomatoes so that he picks red, ripe tomatoes 
well into December. Before the first frost, he Strips his 
vines of everything but shiny-skinned, mature green or 
pink tomatoes. 

Then he digs vines, cleans the roots of earth and hangs 
the vines upside down in his basement on a block wall. 
The tomatoes, still attached to the vines ripen slowly and 
evenly and he claims they are still harvesting tomatoes in 
December. 

If he has broken stems with tomatoes attached, he hangs 
those as well. And the loose tomatoes he sits on a 
basement shelf, unwrapped and basking in temperatures 
from 60 to 70° F. But he claims that the tomatoes that 
ripen on the hung-up vines or stems have a superior taste 
over loose tomatoes stored on a shelf, but was quick to 
add,"...the taste of both beats the taste of the store tomato,

numbers will continue to 
grow. However, as the 
percentage of seniors in the 
two counties grow, so to 
will the mandate of the 
Council on Aging -- to 
enhance the quality of life 
of the older adult. 7 

Schofield says that by 
year 2010 over 20 per cent 
of the population will be 
over 65. As well, notes 
Schofield, a trend towards 
early retire-ments will 
increase the number of 
people making the most of 
their later years. 

It is important to have 
more senior citizens on the 
board than community 
representatives, he says, 
since it gives the senior a 
chance to get what they 
want rather than be told 
what they want. 

"We're telling the services 
what we need rather than 
the government and them 
telling us what we need,” 
he says. 

The Hastings and Prince 
Edward Council on aging 
holds a meeting on the third 
Wednesday of each month 


to discuss problems and 
search for solutions. 
Schofield says once the 
council discovers a solution 
it indicates to various 
services what the need is. 
"It acts as an advocacy of 
the seniors,” he says. 

Council facilities 

At the moment, says 
Schofield, the council 
doesn't have a permanent 
headquarters and is forced 
to hold meetings at the 
homes of members, but 
this, he hopes, will change 
as a result of a possible 
federal grant from the 
Seniors Independence 
Program. 

‘We hope to hear 
favourably in the next 
month or so,” he says. 

But, he says, the council 
is trying to prepare itself 
for that boom now, as well 
as looking out for problems 
the senior citizen 
population is currently 
facing. 

To find out what the local 
needs of seniors are, and 
will be, a local consulting 
firm has been contracted

and is in the process of 
conducting a needs study 
for the council. 

The study funded by the 
Ministry of Community 
and Social Services, is 
looking at a full range of 
senior needs, including 
health, housing, 
transportation, recreation, 
education and community 
living. 

Schofield says that by the 
time the study is terminated 
in mid-January, more than 
600 area seniors will have 
had input through 
interviews. 

Educate Seniors 

But that's not all the 
Council on Aging is doing 
for seniors. Schofield says 
it is important for seniors to 
take advantage of programs 
available to them, adding 
that the council tries hard to 
educate seniors about them. 

"We want to get it known 
throughout the population 
that services are available 
and if they are not 
available, how do we get 
them to be available?" he 
asked. 

Schofield explains that 
the local Council on Aging 
is made up of 25 members 
who sit on the board of 
directors. Of those, 13 are 
senior citizens and 12 are 
representatives of different 
services in the community. 


Schofield explains that 
the council is not that well 
known throughout the two 
counties since it has only 
been active for just over a 
year, but hopes the needs 
study will gain attention for 
the council. 

"Were just beginning to 
get to be known. Because 
we're in the process of 
organizing, not too many 
people know about us 
unless they belong to a 
senior citizens' club," he

Bay needs 
a clean up

There is something rotten 
in the Bay of Quinte. 

In fact, according to the 
recently-released Bay of 
Quinte Remedial Action 
Plan there is more than just 
something rotten — there 
are many things. 

For instance, excess algae 
caused poor water 
quality and impairment of 
several bay uses. The algae 
is a direct result of an over- 
abundance of nutrients in 
the bay, particularly the 
nutrient phosphorus. 

The excess algae is also 
the result of an unbalanced 
food chain that does not 
produce enough aquatic 
animals to consume the

Next on the list, 
according to the paper, are 
bacterial contaminants that 
come from human, 
domestic pet and farm 
animal wastes. 

These wastes, called fecal 
coliform, force the closure 
of many bay beaches when 
bacteria counts get too 
high. A high fecal coliform 
count also indicates that 
other more dangerous 
bacteria which cause ear 
eye, stomach and nose 
infections may be present. 

The third major problem 


in the bay is toxic 
contamination, the RAP 
plan tells.

The vigil against speeders 
is already evident in the 
Quinte area, particularly on 


Highway. 401, and 
Belleville city police began 
a campaign on Monday of 
this week to encourage the 
use of seat belts. 

Drunk drivers will face 
more severe sanctions in 
stiff demerit points, heavier 
fines and jail sentences, as 
well as substantially higher 
premiums. They will also 
be ineligible for income 
replacement benefits if 
injured, and _ repeat 
offenders will be required to 
seek treatment before 
driving again. 

Hitchlock says the 
percentage of total 
insurance dollars now paid 
out for legal fees, court 
costs and adjustment costs 
is second only to that paid 
out for replacement auto 
parts, so the new plan 
should relieve the heavy 


pressure for premium rate 
hikes of 30-35 percent once 
current controls are lifted. 
During the plans first 
year of operation, the 
government forecasts that 
premiums will rise no more 
than eight per cent on 
average in urban areas, and 
not at all for motorists in 


Tural areas. 

Hitchlock expects 
changes will be made to the 
plan while it’s in 


committee, and he thinks 
the $450 cap on income 
protection is too low, but in 
principle he has strong 
feelings for the proposed no 
fault plan and little 
sympathy with its critics.

Officially takes off

Pierre H. Cadieux, 
Minister of Indian Affairs, 
was on hand at the First 
Nations Technical Institute 
on Thursday to officially 
open their new aerospace 
technology program. 

In a speech to the 
Students and teachers 
Cadieux called the program 
an “excellent Indian success 
story.” He added: “FNTI is 
showing most importantly 
to other Indian 
communities just what can 
be achieved through 
foresight, determination 
and hard work.” : 

The new 
program has been 
developed to prepare 
students for flying careers 
in the field and will 
eventually produce 
graduates who are licenced 


aerospace 


private pilots, commercial 
pilots and aircraft 
mechanics. - 


The program, “the first of 
its kind in Ontario and 
perhaps all of Canada,” said 
Cadieux, is the only one 
offered to native peoples. 
All ten natives enrolled in 


the program are expected to 
get jobs in the feild. 


During the opening 
ceremonies Cadieux granted 
permission for an aircraft, 
piloted by an instructor and 
Student, to land at the 
Desoronto Airfield, which 
has been readied for use by 
the students and will serve 
as a base for their flight 
training. Classes will be 
held at the FNTI facilities 
and at Moira Secondary 
School from September to 
June. The summers will be 
taken up with an intensive 
program of flight training 
and practical work, which 
will prove to be a very busy 
two years for these first ten 
Students. 

The Ministry of Indian 
Affairs and Northern 
Development has donated 
$250,000 to the program, 
said Cadieux, and added 
“we encourage self 
government and self 
sufficency ... we must meet 
the needs.” 

When asked if there were 
any Caps on post secondary 
education for natives, 
Cadieux said there has 
“been no cap and will not 
be no cap on post secondary 
education.” 


Man threatened 
to kill woman 


Quinte Crime Stoppers, in 
co-operation with Trenton 
Police Force, is seeking 
your assistance in solving 
an assault which occurred 
on Tuesday, April 18th, of 
this year. 





A 19-year-old female 
from Hamilton was working 
in Trenton and was staying 
at a local motel~ with 
another female co-worker. 
The victim had gone t6 the 
laundry area, put some 
clothes in the coin operated 
machines to be washed and 
returned to her room. 

Shortly after midnight she 
left the room and went to 
the laundry room to retrieve 
her clothes. The victim told 
police that when she was 
entering the laundry room 
she saw a brown station 
wagon parked near by with 
a single male occupant in it. 

When the girl attempted 
to leave the laundry room 
she was confronted by a 
man who pushed her back 
inside and closed the door. 
He told her to shut up or he 
would kill her and then he 
started to attack her. The 
victim struggled with the 
male and eventually got out 
of the room. The man 
pursued the victim and 
threatened to kill her again. 
The victim began screaming 
and the male beat the victim 
‘with his fists and knees and

began to choke her using a 
head hook type hold. The 
victim tried pleading with 
her attacker but he kept 
choking her until she could 
barely breathe. 

The victim’s co-worker 
came out of the motel, saw 
what was happening and 
ran tO a garbage pail. 
Picking it up she struck the 
asSailant several times in 
the area of his head. The 
Suspect released his victim, 
ran to his car and sped 
away. He was last observed 
heading east on Dundas 
Street in Trenton. The girl 
received cuts, scrapes and 
bruising to her neck, throat, 
shoulders and ears. 

The suspect is described 
as being in his early to mid 
20s, 5°10” tall, 165 Ibs., 
dark straight hair and clean 
shaven. He was wearing a 
dark jacket, and possibly a 
white shirt. The suspect had 
been drinking quite heavy 
prior to the attack. 

The vehicle is mid size 
brown, station wagon 
between 1984 and 1987 and 
may possibly have dark 
tinted windows.

including natural sources 
and the atmosphere. More 
importantly, they also come 
from industries, agriculture 
and several urban sources. 

Testing has been carried 
out to determine accepatble 
toxic levels for fish 
consumption in the Bay of 
Quinte. Consumption 
guidelines are exceeded for 
Mirex, PCB and mercury. 
As well, dredging in the bay 
is restricted because of 
unacceptably high levels of 
heavy metals and some 
pesticides or organic 
compounds in the sediment.

In additon to revealing the 
bay’s three major problems, 
the paper also deals with 
solutions, or as the paper 
terms it - “potential 
remedial actions.” It is up to 
the public, through a series 
of open house information 
sessions followed by a 
meeting to determine which 
solution or solutions should 
be used. 

For some of the remedial 
actions, preliminary cost 
and feasibility studies have 
been completed. An 
ecosystem simulation model 
has also been developed to 
make some quantative 
predictions of anticipated 
ecosystem benefits for most 
of the options. The options 
include: 

Q Maintaining the 
current level of ecosystem 
managemnent by “doing 
nothing more.” 

This will allow more time 
for the bay’s ecosystem to 
adjust to the large, already 
acheived, reductions in 
phosphorus loadings. 

Q Tertiary treatment at 
sewage treatment plants. 

All sewage plants 
bordering the Bay of Quinte 
provide secondary treatment 
and phosphorus removal, 
however it is possible to 
decrease the phosphorus 
concentration further by 
providing tertiary treament. 

The capital cost of 
providing tertiary treatment 
at all sewage treatment 
plants was estimated in 
1987 at $10 million. Annual 
operating costs associated 
with additional phosphorus 
















removal would be 
$125,000.

A discussion paper aimed 
at determining the fate of 
the Bay of Quinte

Maybe if he found a local 
businessmen to share the 
costs of the club, Vaughan 
suggests, they could go to 
city council togther and 
urge the city to increase the 
seating capacity. 

“Maybe it’s time more 
than just one person went to 
see them,” he said.

in schools and act as a 
sink, picking up any gases 
that might be present in the 
air and holding those gases. 
This poses a major problem 
to a child, whose immune 
system is much smaller than 
an adult's. Children can be 
very sensitive to small 
amounts Of gases that may 
be held in the carpet. 

Some students are even 
allergic. to a teacher’s 
perfume, says Koski. She 
added that one student she 
knew did well in all of his 
classes — except in one 
where the teacher wore a 
perfume that gave him an 
allergic reaction. His grades 
in that class fell as a result 
and his parents were called 
in. They discovered the 
problem and the child’s 
grades soared after the 
problem was corrected. 

A child’s sensitivity can 
also be caused by the food 
he orsheeats. Many children 
become hyperactive after 
eating sugar, said Koski, 
which can pose a problem 
for teachers when children 
return from lunch and 
become unruly. 

Allergies are not just 
limited to young children. 
Teenagers and adults can 
also be affected, though 
often not as strongly as 
younger children, said 
Koski. A teacher for 27 
years, she has suffered from 
allergies all her life and had 
numerous Operations to 
correct problems that she 
thought were illnesses but 


tured out to be allergies. 
Koski recommends 
parents of children 


with hyper sensitivities to 
approach their schools and 
let the staff know of the 
problem by stating the facts 
and not getting emotional. 
Schools are usually more 
than willing to co-operate 
and are thankful for the 
information, said Koski. 
Signs of allergies can be 
easily overlooked and are 
sometimes hard to spot. 
Things to watch for are 
puffy eyes and constant 
sniffling Breathing through 
the mouth can also indicate

These Problems are 
usually very €asy to correct 
and can make the difference 
between £00d and bad 
grades, added Koski. 

The Allergy 
Environmental Health 
Association of Ontario 
(AEHAO) is a division of 
the Human Ecology 
Foundation of Canada and 
was founded by Dr. A. 
MacLennan, an allergy 
specialist. 

Dr. MacLennan was not 
having any success in 
treating patients who 
suffered from allergies and 
decided to go to the USS. to 
learn more. After Studying 
the techniques in the States 
Dr. MacLennan returned to 
Canada and founded the 
Human Ecology 
Foundation to help allergy 
sufferers. 

From there the AEHAO 
was formed as an Ontario 
branch and now has seven 
sub-branches thruoghout 
Ontario, including 
Belleville. They now have 
over 1,300 members and 
are sponsored by the 
Trillium Foundation.

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RAP report 
important 
for Quinte 


The recently-released report of the Bay of Quinte 
Remedial Action Plan is a significant document and 
one that deserves — no, requires — public attention. 

It is an important report for this region, since it 
deals with what is probably the region’s most 
important resource, indeed the shaping geographical 
fact of this area — the Bay of Quinte. 

It is no secret that the bay has problems. Those 
problems may be obscured, however, by the fact that 
the bay looks fine, and in fact, has improved since the 
early ‘seventies. Further recovery, however, has 
slowed or stopped — and problems remain. 

Despite reductions in phosphorus inputs, algae 
growth continues to be a problem, accelerating the 
aging process of the bay. Quality of drinking water, 
though better than two decades ago, isn’t what it 
should be. Walleye may have bounced back but other 
fish populations haven't. Toxins have resulted in 
restrictions on consumption of fish over a certain 
size. Beaches are routinely closed because of fecal 
coliforms. Fish and wildlife habitats continue to 
dwindle. 

And we can expect these problems to grow rather 
than diminish as the area faces a period of accelerated 
growth and development in the wake of Goodyear 
and Sears. 

The Remedial Action Plan has set out a 
straightforward goal for the bay: “the total intent is to 
repair the bay and restore the water quality, and 
having done so, maintain the ecosystem’s integrity 
for future generations while allowing the region to 
achieve its goals for economic growth and 
development.” 

Solving the bay’s problems will require money, in 
some Cases, substantial amounts of money. The 
commitment to spend money won’t come from the 
various levels of government, industries and 
businesses or the general public unless there is 
agreement, first, that a problem exists. and second, 
agreement on the solutions. 

Thus, over the next few weeks, Quinte Weekly will 
take a look at various aspects of the report.

Pet owners could pay up 
to $5,000 in fines if they 
aren’t willing to pay the 
minimal $8.00 vaccination 
fee charged by the Hastings 
Prince Edward Counties 
Health Unit at a series of 
low-cost vaccination clinics 
later in October. 

Rabies is a contagious 
and fatal disease transmitted 
by infected dogs, cats, 
livestock and wildlife. Any 

-warm-blooded animal can 
get rabies and pass it on to 
other animals or humans. 
Once an animal becomes 
infected, the disease has an 
incubation period of 
anywhere from ten days up 
to one year in which no 
symptoms show. However, 
the infected animal can be 
contagious up to five days 
before any symptoms show. 

Symptoms vary form 
animal to animal. Dogs go 
throughashort period of 
excitability and alteration in 
temperament. The dog may 
wander aimlessly and bite 
with no apparent reason. 
From this point the animal 
deteriorates rapidly. The 
limbs become paralyzed 
and, because of the 
paralysis of the lower jaw, 
there is a free flow of 
saliva. Finally the dog goes 
into a coma and dies.

Now that he had dissolved all three 
members of the McSwan family, George 
went about equipping himself with 
forged power of attorney documents and 
proceeded to liquidate and transfer all 
the McSwans’ assets to himself. They 
had two properties, a bank account and 
some stocks.

The Adult Resource 
Centre was previously 
known as ARC Industries 
and on March 31 of this 
year was incorporated as 
ARC (Quinte) Inc. 

The centre offers day 
programs to adults who are 
vocationally handicapped 
and gives them assement 
and training in the areas of 
work behaviour, attitude 
and skills. Persons coming 
into the program follow a 
pattern that takes them 
through an orientation 
program up to four weeks in 


length followed by a 
training course that can last 
p to 12 weeks, says

Woods, but it all depends on 
the individual’s needs 
UVuring training 
period he or she chooses

Work in 
this area consists of 
packaging, assembly and 
quality control, as well as 
laminating for local 
printing shops and the 
public. In operation for less 
than half a year, ARC/CON 
has surpassed expectations, 
says Woods. Another 
popular product is woven 
lawnchairs that the centre 
sells all over Eastern 
Ontario. ARC/CON also 
offers restringing services, 
which has proven to be 
very much in demand. 

Last week the centre 
celebrated Community 
Interaction Week. Local 
residents and perspective 
employers were encouraged 
to visit the centre to see the 





serve 61 people and is 
always at full capacity, said 
Woods. They also employ 
four previous clients who 
help out with the daily 
running of the facility, and 
have a staff of 10 fulltime 
people who are in charge of 
managment and production 
in the specific work areas. 

“"When people are ready 
they succeed,” said Woods 
of the eventual goal of the 
program, which is the 
employment of the worker. 
The program has met with 
good success and the 
average stay of a client is 
three and a half to four 
years.

An adventure in learning

Geoventure is a new high 
school course beginning in 
February that intertwines 
three subjects, senior 
geography, physical 
education and co-operative 
education, to give students 
an exciting new outlook on 
their environment.

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Basic Principles 


When assessing various options outlined in the 
recently-released report of the Bay of Quinte 
Remedial Action Plan (RAP), a good place to start 1s 
with the basic principle of medicine: treat root causes 
of a problem, not the symptoms. And as a corollary, 
use the least intervention necessary to correct 2 

problem to minimize the possibility of unwanted side 

effects. 

eee take a look at one aspect of the report to see 

ow these two principles apply. : 

ae of the sah Sacer about the Bay of Quinte 
is that of excessive nutrient enrichment. Specifically, 
phosphorus in our waste products causes He 
proliferation of algae, which alters fish and wildlife 
patterns as well as causing significant aesthetic 
problems with drinking water and recreational use of 
the bay. 

The RAP report offers a wide variety of options as 
well as combinations of options. 

Some violate both principles. For example, one 
option is to pump Lake Ontano water into the bay 
through the Murray Canal, cssentially diluting the 
bay water and thus the phosphorus level. Another is 
to inject the bay with loads of alum to neutralize the 
phosphorus and thus control algae growth. 

Both options deal only with symptoms — algae 
growth — rather than the real problem — the fact 
that we create waste with phosphorus in it just by the 
way we live and work. 

And worse, both options are technocratic 
interventions that hold the promise of unforeseen but 
undesirable side effects. Alum, for example, is a 
potential toxin that could adversely affect fish 
populations. And pumping Lake Ontario water into 
the bay could create unforeseen changes to the 
delicate balance of the bay ecosystem. 

Clearly, these are not desirable solutions to the 
problems of the bay. 


Less talk, more action 


A major report on the Great Lakes concludes that 
both wildlife and people living near the lakes are at 
nsk because of the accumulation of toxic substances 
in the food chain. 

Prepared by Canada’s Institute for Research on 
Public Policy and the U.S. Conservation Foundation, 
the report found that people living near the Great 
Lakes risk cancer, birth defects or brain damage 
because of pollution. Despite more than 20 years of 
talking about it, the lakes are in what the report calls 
an “environmental crisis.” The time to act, the report 
concludes, is at hand. 

So what does the federal govemment do? Federal 
Health and Welfare Minister Perrin Beatty wrings his 
hands and says he finds it distressing that there’s so 
‘ttle information available about the effects of 
pollution on human health and he earmarks $20 
million of a $125 million five-year cleanup program 
to more study 

Come on! The govemment cannot possibly ignore 
this new report. What’s needed is less political 
rhetoric action.

fertilizer based on the theory that the nitrogen will be taken 
up by the grass plants and stored over the winter ready for 
instant release and faster green-up next spring. 

This is a position taken by some fertilizer manufactures 
but when you ask if this means that a spring feeding will 
not be necessary they start to waffle. So I turned to a turf 
expert whom I consider to be one of the best in the land 
and has no commercial axe to grind. 

She (who wishes to remain anonymous) stresses the 
importance of a feeding between now and the end of 
October and then next spring - forget it with the next 
feeding, it is not required until late May or early June. 
Whether you use a low or high nitrogen formulation is 
your choice but this season, make it a fall feeding, forget 
about early spring and you'll be quite happy with the 
results. I know, I tried it last season and found it worked 
very well. 

Fall is also the season to plant, split and move 
perennials. In fact, there are some perennials that prefer to 
be propagated in the fall, such as the peony and the lily. 
Now the lily prevents few problems but the peony can be 
another matter. 

The root systems of the peony are enormous. If your 
peony clump has been in its present location for three years 
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or more expect some laborious digging. Forget about a 
garden fork and instead arm yourself with a round-nosed 
shovel and be prepared to be ruthless. Sink the shovel in a 
circle around the plant about eight inches from the foliage 
and be prepared to be stopped cold two or three times. 
That's when your garden snips come into play. Without 
hesitation, cut through those roots as you go, and finally 
you will be able to lever the clump free. Trim all roots to a 
length of six inches and if the clump is enormous be 
prepared to split. 

Set the clump on the lawn and with a sharpened garden 
spade cut right through the clump splitting it in half or in 
three or four sections making sure there will be bud eyes 
left in each section because they represent next year’s 
flowers. These are small white or pinkish buds around the 
crown of the plant and the depth of those eyes below 
ground level in the new location is very important. 

Dig the new holes and test by setting the root in place 
making sure that those bud eyes will be no deeper than two 
inches below finished grade. Shallower is OK but deeper is 
a no-no and will result in a “fini” to the flow ering process 
and after all that work who wants a peony that refuses to 
flower.

Alone? Phone a friend at Telecare

Imagine not having 
anyone to talk with, to share 
problems with. Imagine 
being alone. 

Telecare, a telephone 
organization dedicated to 
listening to  people’s 
problems, knows that it 
doesn’t take much 
imagination to realize there 
are lonely people in the 
Belleville area. 

But not every lonely or 
troubled person is a 
candidate for the Telecare 
line. That’s why Telecare 
developed two other phone 
lines:a reassurance line for 
the elderly and Phone 
Friend line for school 
children. 

The reassurance line is “a 
service we saw the need 
for,” Helen Klein, Telecare 
Belleville’s coordinator, 
explains. 

The service is “basically 
for elderly people who 
don’t make contact with 
people on a daily basis,” 
she says. 

The callers are mostly 
people who have no 
relatives in the city. Many 


of them are borderline — at 
the point where they can 
still take care of themselves, 
but are almost ready to 
attend a nursing home, 
Klein explains. “It just 
enables them to stay in their 
home a little bit longer.” 

Klein says the callers 
“call us to have a little 
chat,” while the reassurance 
service workers make sure 
everything is all right. 
Before conversation’s end 
the Telecare workers pre- 
arrange another calling time 
so if they don’t receive the 
call they are alerted to a 
potenital problem.

Klein says it is important 
for the reassurance line 
users to have two 
“backups” who can be 
called on if Telecare 
workers suspect a problem. 

Phone Friend 

The Phone friend line is 
used mainly by elementary 
school aged-children who 
have no one to greet them 
when they arrive home 
from school. 

“It’s for young children 
who are alone and become 
frightened for one reason or 
another,” Klein says. 

The phone friend line is a 
joint cooperation between 
Telecare and the Plainfield 
Childrens’ Home. The 
Telecare organization takes 
the calls and Plainfield is 
responsible for advertising. 

The Phone Friend started 


last October, but it hasn’t 
had the success Klein was 
hoping for. “It hasn’t been 
used as much as we 
anticipated. I think it’s 
partly because not enough 
people know it is there,” 
Klein says. 

A Phone Friend 
spokesperson tours area 
elementary schools letting 
children know there is 
someone for them to call 
when they are alone, but 
Klein says children have 
been taught not to pay 
attention to strangers so 
response isn’t that good. 

Klein says Telecare is 
hoping to acquire a 
friendly-animal costume so 
children have “something to 
picture in their mind. They 
will relate better to 
someone in a costume.”

Detectives questioned the cottagers along the 
river, No one had heard or seen anything unusual, 
One cottage was locked.

Under the floorboards of the cottage they discov- 
ered a makeshift grave. Someone had attempted to 
encase the corpse in cement, but had not done a 
very good job. The cement had been poorly mixed 
and hadn’t set right. It had a tendency to crumble. 
Someone had buried the body, but the poor cement 
job must have preyed on his or her mind. A year 
later, what was left of the body had been dumped in 
the Connecticut River, where it was almost imme- 
diately found by the two girls. 

In the poorly constructed tomb, police came upon

All the physical evidence was transferred to the 
State Forensic Laboratory.

Meanwhile, police had no difficulty locating the 
owner of the cottage, Francis Heywood, a respected 
citizen of the community. He informed them that he 
had allowed the son of friend of his to use the cot- 
tage the past two years in return for keeping it in 
repair. The recipient of his generosity was John 
Bathelt. 

Detectives delved into Bathelt’s past. They 
learned of his marriage to Margo and his move to 
New York City. More importantly, they found out 
that a year earlier Bathelt had taken Charlie Mor- 
ris’ Jeep into a car wash in Holyoke. car wash 
rps had noted blood on the upholstery and a 
bullet hole in the back seat of the Jeep. 

Following the history of the Jeep, police learned 
that Bathelt had sold it for $600 around the time 
Charlie apparently left the area. We know he didn’t 
go that far. 

Evidentally, John Bathelt didn’t believe in squan- 
dering any of Charlie’s belongings. You remember 
the Doberman pinscher, Norbert? John sold the dog 
for $500. He even secured a default judgment 
against Charlie for a debt. Charlie never appeared 
in court. He couldn't. He was encased in cement, 
resting comfortably under the floorboards of 
Francis Heywood’s cottage. Charlie’s bank account 
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of $765 was awarded to John by the court 

Detectives picked up Batheit at his plush apart- 
ment on Park Ave. At the time, Margo was indis- 
posed with a broken leg incurred in a recent auto 
accident. It wasn't a good day for John all around, 
what with the wife in a cast and his being charged 
with murder. Ironically, it was June 27, 1938, his 
first wedding anniversary. 

You have to give Margo some credit. Despite the 
broken leg and the knowledge that her husband had 
made inroads into that portion of her fortune her 
previous husbands and booze had not dissipated, she 
stuck by him in his hour of need. 


argo hired lawyer Vincent 
Impelliteri, who later became 
mayor of New York City, as 
chief counsel for her John 
Impelliteri looked at the over- 
whelming case against his client 
and suggested he plead guilty. 
John agreed. He admitted that he had committed 
the murder. He had shot his friend Charlie Morris 
in a dispute over money. He realized that the tomb 
under the cottage would be discovered if Mr 
Heywood ever decided to reoccupy his cottage. 
That’s why he moved the corpse to the river. He 
figured it would sink 
John Bathelt was sentenced to life imprisonment 
for the murder of Charlie Morris Wife Margo took 
to the booze with a vengeance and died in March. 
1939 
Margo left her husband an income of $15 a month 
“for life or for as long as he remains in prison 
whichever term shall be the shortest” 
John Bathelt has long since been paroled. We can 
only assume he misses that $15

guns one at a time so as not 
to be without total 
protection and took the 
barrels to the cook’s galley 
and boiled them out with 
boiling water. 

Sometime later there was 
gunfire from the rear of the 
ship. Looking back, we 
could see a _ plane 
approaching low over the 
water. As everyone was 
firing at it, it had to be 
German. I told Bus and 
Mike: as soon as it was 
clear, open up on it. 

He passed us and was no 
more than 50 feet away. We 
could see the pilot and he 
was looking at us. I guess 
he thought he had hit a 
hornet’s nest. 

Previously, when we 
cleaned the ammo, I had the 
boys use one to one tracers 
to ammo instead of one to 
five. That way they could 
follow the fire the same as 
using a water hose. They 
got off nearly two drums 
each, and their line of fire 
was dead on the front of the 
plane. 

About a hundred yards 
after he passed by, a stream 
of black smoke broke out 
and as he turned up over the 
escarpment, he was on fire. 
He crashed a few seconds 
later. 

Sometime that night, we 
pulled out of Brest. I was 
never so seasick in my life, 
What previous meals we 
had had was hardtack and 
canned tomatoes. On 


reaching Plymouth, it was 
plain to see that I had not 
been the only one sick that 
night, as most of the side of 
the ship was covered with 
tomatoes and hard tack.

Eons of the California earthquake 


Ironic, isn’t it, that the first World Series to ever feature 
the two Bay teams, Oakland and San Francisco, will 
become known as the earthquake series. Earthquakes 
happen when they will, but this one came as much of 
North America’s attention was already focused on the area. 

When I came home last 
Monday night, I flipped on 
the TV figuring to catch the 
final innings of the third 
game of the series. I knew I 
had the right channel, but 
all I could see was a huge 
fire blazing in the distance 
and a line on the TV that 
this was coming live from San Francisco. 

Not having heard of the earthquake, I thought it was the 
stadium on fire, a horrifying thought considering the 
60,000 people that would have been packed in there. But I 
just couldn’t imagine what kind of disaster would have 
destroyed the stadium — unless it was a terrorist attack. 
Which would make a kind of kooky sense. I don’t know 
why terrorists haven't attacked a World Series yet — 
probably because they don’t understand the importance of 
baseball to Americans. 

Attacks on airlines are one thing, but can you imagine 
the outrage of Americans if they attacked the World

Whether the Giants can come 
back from a two-game deficit, whether they can stop Ricky 
Henderson, whether Canseco will break his long string of 
hitless at-bats just doesn’t seem very important.

OBSESSIVE 

I continued to watch the earthquake coverage 
obsessively for hours, flipping from channel to channel to 
see what pictures they had and find out what was 
happening. I imagine many others did the same. 

Certain images stick in the mind. A leg sucking out of a 
car beneath rubble. The huge blaze in the night. A section 
of the Bay Bridge dropped down like a lid on a car. The 
crazy pancaked highway and the gradually dawning 
realization that there was another highway underneath that. 
Watching shaken broadcasters talk about the earthquake 
and wondering what they were thinking, if they had 
relatives or friends that they hadn't heard ‘from as they 

continued professionally doing their job. 

The night of the earthquake reminded me of the day I 
watched Robert Kennedy die over and over again. I was in 
eighth grade and was biking home from school exams. We 


didn’t have a television, so I hadn’t seen it the night before, 
but that morning, I stopped at each friend’s house on the 
way home, watching him shaking hands and smiling, 
hearing the shot, seeing him collapse in blood to the floor 
over and over and over and over again. 

Television gives impact to such an event in a way that no 
other media can. The recent earthquake in the Soviet 
Union was as powerful as this earthquake and killed more 
people, but we didn’t see television footage of the quake 
on the night it occurred. It didn’t have the same impact. 

Teleivison gives it to us live and we obsessively watch it, 
reliving the impact, knowing that we are seeing the world 
change as we waich it.

Spa on that principle, some of the options 

outlined in the Bay of Quinte Remedial Action Plan 

(RAP) report are clearly unacceptable, notably the 

options of injecting alum into the bay to acest 

phosphates or of pumping in massive amounts 0 

Lake Ontario water to dilute phosphate levels. 

Other solutions are more acceptable. These include 
lertiary treatment at sewage treatment plants, 
treatment of water treatment plant wastewater, 
removal of phosphorus from industrial discharges and 
more treatment to remove phosphorus at towns on 
tnibutaries that empty into the bay. 

None of these solutions should create unwanted 
side effects, but we should also note that none of 
these deal with the root causes of the problem either. 
While desirable options and ones that should 
probably be implemented, we need to back up a step 
or two as well. 

And the report does when it recommends that 
farmers convert from conventional to conservation 
ullage to minimize erosion. Changing this traditional 
farming practice could reduce tributary loadings of 
phosphorus by about 10 per cent, the report estimates. 

Now this is starting to hit us where we live — and 
that’s as it should be. Our lifestyles, after all — the 
way we live and work and play — are the root cause 
of the bay’s problems. 

The report also notes but does not recommend a 
Step taken in 1988 by the state of Ohio, which banned 
the use of high phosphate detergents in counties 
bordenng the Great Lakes. 

Although not recommending a legislative ban, we 
would like to bring this to the attention of our readers. 
By purchasing low phosphate detergents, you can 
make an impact on the quality of the bay. It’s as 
practical as your next tnp to the grocery store 

And don’t just dismiss the step as too small to make 
a difference. The reason the bay has begun to 
rebound in the last two decades is because of federal 
legislation to reduce the phosphorus content in 
laundry detergents. This coupled with improved 
treatment of sewage was the basic reason the bay has 
improved. 

In other words, let’s not just enact technological 
solutions such as better waste treatment. Although 
important, it is also important to change the way we 
live and work. Then we will be dealing with the root 
causes Of our environmental problems.

Ay favourite: 
the lily 


Last week in talking about plants that should be 
propagated in the fall, we covered the peony. Today it is 
my favourite - second only to the rose - the true lily. 

Each season from early to mid-summer, one of my 
gardens is bright with bells, trumpets and stars in single 
colours, two-tones, some with Spots and some with stripes, 
soaring On two to four-foot stems and they put on their 
display each year summer after summer.

Fall. is the ideal time to plant lilies. The ones sold in 
colourful packages in spring are OK but are rather small so 
don’t expect too much from them for a year or two. By 
contrast, the large bulbs sold in the fall by mail-order 
companies that specialize in bulbs (admittedly ata 
premium price) are well worth the investment. The only 
problem is they are sometimes delivered after freeze-up 
when the ground is like concrete but there is an easy way 
around that. 

Plant lilies deep, three to four times their height and 
make sure 

the site is in full sun at least five to six hours a day and 
that the 

soil drains well. A sloping full-sun garden is ideal. 

May I suggest you dig the hole two inches deeper than 
the recommended depth and fill the two inches with sand. 
To ensure porosity, mix the dug soil half and half with peat 
and vermiculite mixed on a 50/50 basis or soiless mix just 
as it comes from the bag. Set the bulbs on the sand base,

Catalogues list dozens of attractive lilies but here are a 
few varieties to look for: Aurelian hybrids, Davidii, Henri, 
Regale, Speciosum, Superbum, Imperial Pink, Harlequin 


hybrids and Oriental hybrids. 


To allow for late delivery of the bulbs, simply dig your 
holes in advance, line them with sand, mix the soil with the 
peat and vermiculite and peat or the soiless mix, pile it into 
containers and store it in the basement. Then it doesn’t 


really matter how late the bulbs are delivered. 


When I was talking last week about lawns, I should have 
dealt with a question that is frequently asked about fall 


lawns - to cut or not to cut. 


Once the trees and shrubs have packed it in, the 
temptation is strong to pack in your power mower as well - 
but don’t. Long after most garden plants have nodded off, 
your lawn, under the urging of the fall rains and cooler 
temperatures, is still undergoing a surge of growth. If you 


don’t keep cutting, your lawn could be in trouble. 


Long grass emerges from winter as a smothering mat 
that blocks the spring sun from grass crowns, resulting in 
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much later and more irregular green-up. It also acts as a 
haven for rodents and fungus spores. So keep your lawn 
mower active and in fact, in that final cutting, give your 
lawn a brush cut with your mower at the second to lowest 
setting. 

Of course, there is no better time to seed than in fall, 
even late fall. Don’t waste your time and money seeding 
the whole lawn, just the bare patches. The methodology is 
simple. 

Rake the patches heavily than lay down a combination of 
peat moss and medium-grade vermiculite mixed on a three 
to one basis to a depth of about a half an inch. Seed 
according to directions, then add enough of the peat 
vermiculite mixture just to cover. 

And by the way, don’t go cheap on your grass seed. 
Bargain-priced seed is rarely a bargain. First of all, it 
probably doesn’t contain the better varieties of grasses and 
secondly, it may even contain weed seed. 

Stick to the name brands, especially those that list the 
contents which for most applications should be 60 per cent 
blue grass, 20 per cent fescue and 20 per cent perennial 
rye. Your lawn is going to be with you a long time and it 
all begins with quality seed.

rter called Bennett, who caught the 
irst train back to London. 

That same erate Mary Bennett's 
body was found on beach. Initially, 
police found nothing on the body to iden- 
tify the victim. However, when Mrs. 
Rudrum heard of the murder and realized 
that one of her roomers had been out all 
night, she visited the mortuary to view 
the body. She immediately identified the 
dead woman as her lodger, Mrs. Hood. 

Mrs. Rudrum told police that all the 
woman's rings were intact, but a gold 
chain was missing. She told police that 
Mrs. Hood had been wearing the distinc- 
tive chain when she had gone out the 
night before. As a matter of fact, there 
was a picture of Mrs. Hood wearing the 
chain on a night table in her room. 

A search of the dead woman's room 
recovered not only the photograph, but 
also some linen marked with the code 
number 599. When Mrs. Rudrum told 
police of the letter with the Woolwich 
postal mark, they decided to canvas 
every laundry in Woolwich. Nothing 
turned up, but six weeks later, a laundry 
manageress in Bexley Heath saw a photo- 
graph of the laundry mark in the newspa- 
pers. She recognized it as the handywork 
of her own establishment. Number 599 
was the number given to Mrs. Bennett. 

It didn’t take long to trace Herbie Ben- 
nett. He attempted to weasel out of his 
insidious web of lies, but everywhere he 
turned, he faced a stone wall. He said he 
had never been to Yarmouth in his life 
Police produced several witnesses who 
had seen him there during his weekend

with Alice Meadows. That poor girl was 
devastated at the turn of events. She told 
police Herbie had been with her over the 
Bank holiday. 
he one piece of evidence 
which cooked Herbie’s 
goose was the gold chain. A 
search of the lodgings pro- 
duced the incriminating 
chain and sealed his fate. 
One wonders why Herbie 
took the chain and why he didn’t dispose 
of it. Many believe that Mary Bennett 
prized the chain to such an extent that 
when she was invited to lie on the sand, 
she took off the chain and gave it to her 
husband for safekeeping. When police 
didn’t seem to be close to solving the case 
after weeks had passed, Herbie figured he 
was in the clear and simply didn’t bother 
to get rid of the chain 
Herbie Bennett proclaimed his inno 
cence to the very end. On March 21, 1901 
he was hanged at Norwich Jail 
Two strange footnotes are worthy of 
relating in the Bennett case. At the time 
of his execution, while the traditional 
black flag was being hoisted, the flagstaff 
broke. To some, this was an indication 
that Bennett was innocent. On July 14, 
1912, at precisely the same spot where 
Mary Bennett's body was found, another 
murder victim, Dora May Gray, was 
found dead. She had been strangled with

Richard Matthie, pres- 
ident of the Quinte Apple 
Growers’ Assoc-iation, 
reports Quinte apple 
farmers have had a mixed 
season. He and others have 
done well, while some have 
had mediocre crops, and 
sull others poor ones.

“Spraying of every 
kind is expensive, so 
growers do want to curtail it 
as much as possible to keep 
their crops commercially 
competitive,” he said. The 
apple industry is “...down to 
using a minimal amount of 
sprays, and what we do use 
is very specific to each 
problem. When we 
absolutely must spray, we

No cure is known for PB

If you have PBC (Primary 
Biliary Cirrhosis) and know 
it, reading this article will 
pring you a great deal of 
comfort. If you have PBC 
and don’t know it, reading 
this article could save you a 
great deal of misery. 

The mean age of people 
with PBC, an incurable 
liver disease of unknown 
cause, is almost 60 years of 
age. It is not related to 
alcohol consumption. There 
are a few patients in their 
upper 20s but PBC is 
generally considered a 
disease of maturity. 

PBC has no cure or 
treatment but as it 
progresses inexorably 
towards liver failure a 
transplant becomes a viable 
therapy for most. Early 
diagnosis will lead to help 
in managing symptoms. 

In January 1980 Kathleen 
Dawson was told she had 
PBC with a life expectancy 
of between six months and 
six years. Two years later 
she and her husband formed 
a PBC patient support 
network to _ provide 
emotional support and 
information to patients, 
families and friends. 

Kathleen is now looking 
for readers of The Quinte 
Weekly News’ who, 
knowingly or unknowingly, 
have PBC or wish to help 
someone who may have this 
condition. 

Dr. Jenny Heathcote of 
Toronto Western Hospital, 
one of Canada’s leading 
liver specialists, has turned 
up some _ interesting 
information in her recent 
demographic study of PBC 
in Ontario. Factual numbers 
quoted with her permission 
are extracted from her 
study. Anecdotal comments 
come from the cross 
Canada experience of the 
PBC support network. 

Over 71 per cent of PBC 
patients have symptoms, 
less than 29 per cent have 
none. No doubt there are 
many Canadians who would 
be identified as having 
PBC, either symptomatic or 
asymptomatic, if their 
family doctor took a blood 
sample and ordered a liver 
function test. 

To be fair most general 
Practitioners will never find 
a single case of PBC ina 
life time of practice. That 
generality does not help the 
Patient who is misdiagnosed 
Or waits too long for the 
correct diagnosis. 

The median time from 
Symptom onset to diagnosis 
is 18 months. If a patient 
knew enough of the 
Symptoms to request a liver 
function test this time could 
be reduced from a year and 
a half to a few weeks. 

Fatigue effects over 80 
Per cent of patients. 
Because the mean age of 
Patients is 59.3 years it is 
easy for doctors to believe 
and patients to be wrongly 
Convinced that their fatigue 
is a fuction of age. Even a 
patient in their early 20s 
might be persuaded fatigue 
is a function of lifestyle. 

Pruritus (itching) effects 
Over 65 per cent of patients, 
and it is not difficult to

understand why a patient 
might be referred to a 
dermatologist. A derma- 
tologist can do nothing to 
relieve the itching caused 
by PBC. One PBC patient 
was treated for seven years 
before the correct diagnosis 
resulted in referral to a 
gastroenterologist who was 


quickly able to bring relief. 

Abdominal pain occurs in 
35 per cent PBC patients 
but like other symptoms it 
may be difficult for a doctor 
to assess this as a liver 
problem. 

Jaundice, a very definite 
Symptom of liver disease, 


cent of PBC patients, so if 
you wait for that to occur, 
you are going to miss over 
75 per cent of all cases. 
PBC has a negative effect 
of jobs, family life, physical 
activity, sleep, sexual 
function as well as other 
aspects of a normal life.

QUAKE PREDICTION 

Every so often there is a new prediction that California ts

Santa Clara County, California, geologist predicts there 
will be a quake measuring about 5.5 on the Richter scare in 
northern California between Nov. 11 and 18.

on letter deserves an editorial response, however. 

First, though, let’s clear up the misconception that 
the public ought to be able to decide for itself without 
“persuasion” from the press. The purpose we 
editorials is two fold: to set out a newspaper's 
position on important issues and to make its readers 
think. This is an important issue, and with no 
apologies, this newspaper takes the position that 
some options are less desirable than others. If the 
editorials also make people think, then we ve 
accomplished our job. The public will still make its 
own decision. 

The authors of the letter didn’t like the way we 
dismissed two options as clearly undesirable. They 
have a point when they discuss the option of pumping 
Lake Ontario water into the bay. In a point that we 
don’t believe was made in the action plan report, they 
note that water flows into the bay from the Trent 
River have been diminished by the creation of the 
Trent canal system. Their argument is that what man 
has stolen, let man put back. 

A fair point of view, but one on which we would 
like an environmental assessment before endorsing. 
And to be fair, the report calls for such an assessment. 

They don’t have a point, however, when they 
defend the injection of alum by Saying it could be 
defended but without offering any reasons why. And 
as they also note, the injection of alum would not 
bring as many of the desired benefits that pumping 
would. 

None of this, however, deals with the main point of 
the editorial: that it is always better to correct 
problems at the source rather than concentrate on 
symptoms 

The options of pumping water into the bay to dilute 
phosphate levels and injecting alum to neutralize the 
phosphate both concentrate on Symptoms — the 
excessive nutrient enrichment of the bay due to 
phosphate inputs. Clearly it is more desirable to cut 
phosphate inputs. These two options may prove to be 
worthwhile, but they remain in our mind second 
choice options that should only be used in connection 
with options that deal with the real problem. 

Although the arguments made on behalf of 
pumping Lake Ontario water into the bay are 
attractive, we remain somewhat dubious because it is 
reminiscent of the usual North American response to 
environmental problems — flush it away and forget 
about it. That’s what happened to our Great Lakes in 
the first place — and eventually, even those large 
bodies of water couldn’t dilute the pollutants 
anymore. 

And as for alum, we remain adamantly opposed. 
We haven't seen any arguments strong enough to 
persuade us to support injecting a potential toxin into 
the bay. 

But let’s not Stop here with our Opinion or the 
opinion of the members of the Bay of Quinte 
Remedial Action Plan. As the authors of the letter 
note, the options outlined in the report are for the 
public to decide. What is your opinion? 
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Editorial fact or fiction? 


The Editor: 

Your article “Back to 
Basics” in the Tuesday, Oct. 
24 edition of the Quinte 
Weekly News is well 
intended but radically 
misleading. Your bald 
condemnation of some of 
the alternative options set 
forth in the discussion paper 
“Time to Decide” which 
you blatantly dismiss as 
“clearly unacceptable” is 
very disturbing. 

All of the options set out 
in the discussion paper were 
developed by the best 
scientific and technical 
expertise available and 
accepted by the Remedial 
Action Plan committees as 
viable options which should 
be considered. If you have 
other suggestions for the 
resolution of the problems 
of the Bay of Quinte, please 
Submit your brief at our 


” 


“Options Discussion 
meeting to be held in 
November, which will be 
announced soon. 

The purpose of “Time to 
Decide” is to place all 
options before the people in 
the Bay of Quinte 
ecosystem and let them 
decide, (without the 
persuasion of the press), 
what they think is the best 
course to follow, including 
any other additional options 
they may prefer. The two 
options which you dismiss 
Out of hand, - flow 
adjustment and chemical 
treatment of bay sediments, 
could assist materially in 
the remediation of the Bay’s 
problems. 

For example, you 
Statement “pumping mass- 
ive amounts of Lake 
Ontario water to dilute 
Phosphate levels” is an 
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inaccurate half truth 
destined to dissuade 
selection of that option. You 
neglect to say that 
introducing modest 
amounts of Lake Ontario 
water to replace that which 
would normally come from 
the Trent River system - if 
man had not diverted it for 
hydro-electric plants and 
locks to support the Trent- 
Severn boating system - 
would be a positive Step 
towards restoring natural 
conditions. Water which 
man has stolen to support 
other enterprises must be 
replaced to resurrect the 
Bay of Quinte ecosystem. 
An increase in flow 
through the Murray Canal 
will help to reduce the 
nutrient concentration in the 
Bay (by dilution) - resulting

The name “Halloween”comes from All Hallows Eve, the

Compost leaves 
for better lawns 


Last week I talked about the fall conditioning of lawns, 
together with the necessity of cutting lawns well into late 
fall, so they will not be sent long into winter to emerge 
next spring as a smothering mat. What you may not be 
aware of its the Opportunity to combine those operations 
and at the same time, save yourself a lot of work as well as 


giving a boost to your local ecology. It;s all centred on 
fallen leaves.

One of the saddest sights of all are those king-size 
yellow garbage bags at the roadside, stuffed with Nature’s 
harvest. Not only is it a total waste of good organic 
material, it is a burden on our landfill sites. And in case 
you think it is a minor burden, I have seen estimated 
figures that during the month of October, 25 to 35 per cent 
of materials collected consist of garden waste. And what a 
waste it is. 

If you have any doubt about the value of leaves in lawn 
conditioning take a walk through a woodlot and grab a 
handful of soil. Look at it, squeeze it and compare it 
mentally with the soil in your gardens. That black, crumbly 
richness is the result of one thing, the annual fall cascade 
of leaves that compost naturally over a season. And you 
can create a similar organic-based soil for your lawns by 
replacing your rake with your power mower. 

Instead of raking those leaves and sending them to stuff 
our landfill areas, simply pulverize them with you power 
mower. In areas where leaf fall is heavy, simply pulverize 
them with you power mower, running the mower over the 
area two or three times. And next spring after the lawn’s 
first surge of growth, there will be no sign of them. But 
down at the crowns of your lawn grasses, as much as a 
quarter of an inch of organic material will have been added 
in the form of an organic mulch that over a course of four 
of five-years can result in your lawn being built from the 
ground up as much as two or three inches. 

About the only other thing in the garden still growing 
actively (although at a greatly-reduced rate) are the roses, 
still blooming sporadically and still quite a way from 
dormancy, but already people are asking about how and 
when to prune back and how and when to mound against 
the ravages of winter. 

There is no need to prune roses in the fall except cutting 
down the tall canes in order to reduce the chances of their 
being broken by the winds of winter. It can be done 
anytime after dormancy, but mounding is another matter. It 
should not even be contemplated until the ground is 
Starting to freeze. 

The point of mounding roses in late fall is to protect the 
grafting point where the canes originate, but not against 
freezing. That’s not what does the damage. Rather it’s 
alternate periods of freezing and thawing that does the 
damage, e.g. last January’s prolonged thaw followed by 
February’s bitter cold. But if you wait until the ground is 
frozen around the base of each shrub before you mound, 
there is far less chance of the ground thawing under the 
mounding material and becoming vulnerable to a 
subsequence freeze. 

As far as mounding material is concerned, don’t use 
leaves. Like long grass in the lawn they can become a 
smothering mat. And the jury is still out on peat moss. 

As far as I am concerned, nothing replaces good old 
garden soil, only make sure your don’t dig it from the rose 
bed or you could create depressions that will trap water 
and make roses more vulnerable. Mound to a minimum of 
one foot, piling the first two shovelfulls in the centre of the 
shrub and packing the rest around the sides. And if you 
wait until freeze-up and then be generous in the mounding 
process you will have an excellent chance of bringing your 
roses through Winter, healthy and with a minimum of 
winter kill.

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Ed Burtt of Ocean Scan Systems called me on 
Wednesday. “Yes,” he said, “everything is fine for 
Saturday.” This was to be my entry to the underwater world 
of the Bay of Quinte, thanks to some high tech equipment 
developed by the local entrepreneur. 

The week before Ed had offered to take me out on the 
Bay of Quinte to show me some of the equipment his 
company uses to search for and locate shipwrecks, planes 
or anything underwater. 

I could hardly wait to go out with Burtt, Ocean Scan 
Systems head diver Terry Coons and boat operator Gary 
MacDonald. Burtt had told me what Ocean Scan Systems 
could do and I looked forward to seeing them at work. 

Three weeks earlier the team was requested by Canadian 
Forces Base Trenton to locate what the base thought was a 
Lancaster bomber. Burtt and company located the plane, 
now believed to be a Handley Page, just off Brighton. The 
next day they brought a bomb from the plane to the 
surface. 

Burtt says it doesn’t usually take them long to find what 
they are looking for. He explains the equipment Ocean 
Scan uses is high-tech. To locate the plane Burtt used what 
is called a side scan sonar sub-bottom profiler.

imagery printout. We got a remote-controlled sub that took 
a colored videotape. It showed landing gear, wheels and an 
engine with cooling fins,” Burtt explained. 

When I arrived at Burtt’s place on Saturday, Coons was 
already there. Burtt called McDonald and told him we 
would drop by and pick him up before heading to the 
harbour and to MacDonalds’ boat, the Glen Rover. 

With Burtt’s remote operated vehicle on board, 
MacDonald guided his craft out of the harbour. Burtt asked 
MacDonald to stop the boat just east of Massassaga Point. 
Coons squeezed into his dry suit, while Burtt started the 
generator and hooked the ROV to the onboard television 
screen before lowering into the water. 

Coons explained he would be warmer in his dry suit in 
the 38 degree Fahrenheit water, than I was shivering in my 
sweaters with the 44 degree Fahrenheit air temperature. By 
filling his suit with air through a nozzle located near his 
chest, Coons becomes insulated as his body heats the air 
trapped in the suit. 

Coons slipped into the water while Burtt and I looked 
into the television screen monitoring the ROV’s progress. 
All I could see was cloud. I asked Burtt about it and he said 
it was a combination of algae and silt. 

The whole bay is like that 20 feet from shore, he said, but 
added that I would be able to see the bottom once the algae 
Cont.

After half an hour Burtt 
brought the ROV back to 
the boat and Coons 
clambered aboard. 
MacDonald brought the 
engines to life and we 
Started back to Belleville. 

Burtt doesn’t expect to get 
any “hits” during a trip out 
on the bay unless Ocean 
Scan is looking for 
something specific. Most of 
their time on the bay is 
spent practicing with the 
equipment and getting used 
to it. Coons says people 
think equipment makes it 
simple to locate things, but 
without knowing how to use 
it the equipment is useless. 

“It’s the same as buying 
yourself a Lear Jet. If you 
don’t know how to fly it, 
what good is it to you?” 
Burtt asks. 

“The more you do it the 
better you get,” Coons 
added. 

Although Burtt operates 
an aluminum manufacturing 
plant and manages a 
consulting firm as well as 
Ocean Scan Systems, he 
doesn’t mind jaunts on the 
water to practice or search 
for a sunken vessel. 

“This stuff is fun you see. 
You go out on a job in the 
sunshine and it’s fun — and 
always adventurous. It’s like 
a holiday every time you get 
out.” 

He says there is nothing to 
compare with finding a 
shipwreck. 

“It’s just like the day it 
went down, it’s just sitting 
there. You’re stepping back 
in time,” he said. 

“There is no other place 
you can see that sort of 
thing. There’s stuff like dust 
on top of your dresser. You 

just sweep it off and there it 
is,” Burtt says. Coons says 
he enjoys diving in the 
Great Lakes where the water

is colder and clearer, as 
Opposed to the murky bay. 
“The Great Lakes are good 
because they are cold,” he 
Says. “The cold preserves 
everything.” 

Coons remembers when 
he and Burtt began in the 
search and locating business 
15 years ago. Since then 
things have snow-balled, he 
says. 

Burtt says “it started out 
as a part-time deal, but 
tumed serious rather fast.” 
He explains that the 
company is relatively 
unknown in the area. Apart 
from finding the plane for 
the Trenton air base,they 
have kept a low profile. 
Most of their work is done 
out of the area, often in the 
United States, where they 
search and locate sunken 
boats for insurance 
Purposes. 

Searching for insurance 
companies is a good way to 
tone their searching skills, 
Burtt says, recalling a 
search for a sunken 40-foot 
Pacemaker craft in Lake 
Huron. 

“We found it one day and 
lifted it (using air bags) up 
the next. It was four-and-a- 
half miles from where it had 
supposedly sunk. 

“You have to be 
somewhat shrewd in 
calculating to find out where 
boats have gone down,” he 
explains. Burtt says small 
simple clues such as “foam 
on a beach, or small oil 
slicks on the water” can lead 
them to a sunken vessel. “It 
can be as a simple as 
that,”he says. 

Ocean Scan also does 
work for the Ministry of the 
Environment, Hydro or 
anybody who needs 
underwater work done. “A 
lot of work we do is just 
outside the scope of a diver

Nobody can acccuse 
Trenton Mayor Neil 
Robertson of lack of vision. 

Boundary realignment, a 
hot issue at recent Trenton 
council meetings, has most 
Trentonians looking east or 
west at Murray or Sidney 
Townships, but at the Oct. 
30 council meeting Mayor 
Neil Robertson reminded 
everyone Trenton could go 
anywhere, even across the 
bay to Ameliasburgh. 

Councillors passed a 
bylaw paving the way for 
an application to the 
Ontario Minister of 
Municipal Affairs for the 
initiation of procedures to 
resolve boundary issues that 
have arisen as a result of 
Trenton’s need to expand 
and accommodate projected 
growth. 

In answer to the question 
of direction, Robertson said, 
“At this stage we don’t have 
to say where we are going. 
We have yet to negotiate 
with Murray and Sidney 
Townships. We might even 
jump the bay and move into 
Ameliasburgh. We may as 
well get everyone stirred 
up.” 

After the meeting he

Living deaf in a hearing world

Jessica Cano-Jauregui, 
who has been hearing- 
impaired since she was 
three, isn’t finding it 
difficult to communicate as 
a deaf person in a hearing 
world 

In fact she’s finding it 
easy. She says she enjoys 
he communication she has 
with Loyalist students as an 
office administrator in the 


college Students 
Administrative Council 
(SAC) office. She is one ¢ f 
four part-time w ork “rs at 
the college in dina 
program designe; di to help 
the “employment disad- 
vaniaged” under the 


Canadian Job Strategy 
Program. 

But the communication 
she enjoys there is not what 
brings the shine to her eyes, 
the glow to her face. One 
month ago, Cano-Jauregui, 
now flashing a beautiful 
diamond ring on her left 
hand, became engaged. 

Her engagement capped a 
series Of events she 
encountered since she left a 
United States university and 
returned to Canada to “look 
tor something more.” 

Apart from her fiance Joe 
Gravel, a Loyalist adver- 
lising graduate, she has 
found “ something more” 
an _ €nvironment at the 


college where she says she 
can confront hearing people 
both in school and the work 
environment. 

Of course she is no 
Stranger to hearing people 
since Gravel, also 22, is not 
deaf. In fact Gravel, who 
works as a kitchen designer 
at Brownstone Kitchen and 
Bath, says there is no 
communication gap 
between him and Cano- 
Jauregui 

“I don’t really think it 
(communication) IS 
different for me. I don’t 
really think about it,” he 
ays. 

Gravel says learning to 
communicate with Jessica 


using sign language was not 
difficult. 

“At first I didn’t know 
any signing and I just had to 
talk clearly and form my 
words well, but I decided to 
improve the communication 
and learn sign language,” he 
says. Gravel says that when 
he first started to learn, he 
leamed “really fast but then 
I started to slow down.” He 
looked through books at 
first to match hand signals 
with words. 

“I can sign at people, but 
if people sign at me I need 


help,” he continues. 
Like Gravel, Cano- 
Jauregui, who listens to 


people at the college by 


watching lips, also has 
problems understanding 
when people talk quickly. “I 
sometimes find it difficult 
to. communicate with 
hearing people. Sometimes, 
if a person talks too fast, I’ll 
ask them to write on paper,” 
she says. 

But Cano-Jauregui says 
students are getting to know 
her and will come and talk 
with her. Others, she says, 
are taking advantage of the 
finger spelling and sign 
language she teaches them. 
“Every time they come I 
give them a small alphabet 
spelling card,” she says. 
The card shows different

symbols for the letters of 
the alphabet. 

She also encourages SAC 
members to learn finger 
spelling and sign language. 
“They are really excited 
and learning fast. I am very 
happy they are taking their 
time to learn it and try to 
use it when I don’t 
understand them.” 

She says. she is 
“especially excited” when 
she sees SAC members 
trying to communicate with 
other hearing-impaired 
people by using the sign 
language she taught them. 

“I hope that students and 
staff learn finger and sign 
language just for fun and 
their interest in case they 
would like to communicate 
with deaf people,” she says. 

“Just remember that not 
all hearing-impaired people 


can’t talk. There are some 
who can speak well like 
myself,” Cano-Jauregui, 
who is trilingual, says. “I 
speak Spanish, _ sign 
language and English.” 


Apart from her brief stint 
in the U.S., Cano-Jauregui 
has lived in Belleville since 
she graduated from Sir 
James Whitney School for 
the Deaf in 1986. 


“Belleville is not a bad 
place to live,” she says, 
although she adds there is 
not much awareness of the 
deaf in Belleville despite 
the school for the deaf in 


the city.”"Most of the 
students there (Sir James 
Whitney) are residential 
from out of town,” she says. 

Gravel agrees. “I went to 
Centennial (Secondary 
School), which is right next 


to Sir James Whitney and 
there wasn’t much 
interaction. I didn’t even 
know it (the school for the 
deaf) was there,” he says. 
Cano-Jauregui says the 
deaf community in 


Belleville, like those in any 
other cities, stay close. 
“Here we live more like a 
family.” 


She can call her friends, 
hearing or _hearing- 
impaired, by using her 
special teletype phone. 
Instead of talking, a 
keyboard allows her to type 
her message. She receives 
incoming calls an a small, 
built-in monitor. For her 
hearing friends that don’t 
have a monitor she can call 
Bell’s Relay Service in 
Ottawa and they will pick 
up her messages and relay 
them for her.

Despite the public attention paid to big a 
bigger isn’t always better for the United Way. hile 
the United Way will cheerfully accept large donations

No room for 
compromise 


Prime Minister Brian Mulroney calls his 
government's proposed abortion legislation 
“moderate,” which may explain the outcry that has 
arisen from both sides of the issue. 

In essence, the new legislation doesn’t change much 
that was in the old legislation struck down by the 
Supreme Court of Canada. Securing an abortion 
remains based upon the criteria of the health and 
welfare of the mother and the legislation remains 
rooted in the Criminal Code. 

Neither side is satisfied by this attempt to 
compromise, pro lifers because it would appear that 
abortions will continue unabated and pro choicers 
because it would appear that women still need a 
medical opinion and risk criminal charges if it is 
decided they shouldn’t have had an abortion. 

The art of politics, someone once said, is to find the 
middle ground, and that is Prime Minister Mulroney’s 
instinct, not only as a politician but as a former labour 
relations negotiator. But what if there is no middle 
ground? 

In fact, there is no middle ground on the abortion 
issue because it is an argument over fundamental 
principles. The pro life movement can’t compromise 
because it sees the fetus as alive and any compromise 
is 4 compromise with murder. The pro choice 
movement does not see the issue as one of murder 
because it does not see the fetus as alive. Although 
this might mean the pro choice movement could 
compromise, it can’t because it is adamant on the 
issue Of a woman’s right to control over what they see 
as part of her body rather than life in its own nght. 

This is not an issue for negotiation 
because both sides have a fundamental disagreement 
over what direction society Ought to take. The federal 
govemment is going to have to make a choice. It is 
going to have to set out its own vision for Canada and 
then decide whether that vision includes or excludes 

abortion. Moderation, as desirable as it is in a 
democratic society, won’t answer on this issue.

The case for the unborn child 


The Editor: 

This letter is addressed to 
Thorold S. Dupre (Oct. 3) 
and to any other pro-choice 
person who has the audacity 
to suggest that Pro-Life 
people need to lie to present 
a case for the fetus. The 
word “fetus” means “little 
one” in Latin. 

I wish to present the case 
for the unborn child as I see 
it from my experience and 
knowledge. My credentials 
are that I carried ten unborn 
babies who moved very 
much on their own for 
months before their birth; I 
am a registered nurse who 
worked on a maternity 
floor, and I counselled at a 
Pregnancy Centre for six 
years. Also I make no 
apology for the fact that I 
am Catholic because this 


fact has given me insight 
and I am proud of it. 

First of all modern 
technology has proven that 
at the moment of 
conception a_ separate 
human cell starts to live. In 
the genes of this cell the 
colour of hair and eyes, the 
height and complexion, the 
sex and the intelligence and 
personality are determined. 

I saw the tiny almost 
perfectly - formed bodies of 
babies I miscarried and the 
patients I looked after. 

The heart of a pre-born 
child beats by 18-24 days. 
Brain waves have been 
recorded at 40 days. 

By 11-12 weeks all body 
Systems are working. The 
child weighs 1 oz. and is 2 
1/2 - 3” long. He could fit 
comfortably in the palm of 


your hand. The child 
squints, swallows and 
makes a fist. He or she has 
fingerprints and can kick. 
The child is sensitive to 
heat, touch, light and noise. 

At birth the child starts to 
receive his oxygen and 
nourishment from outside 
his mother. This fact does 
not constitute the beginning 
of a human being. 

The man who decided to 
call the unborn child a 
“potential human being” 
and did not give the unborn 
child protection in the

This is the time of the year when gardeners, with some 
reluctance, are turning most of their attention from the 
outdoors to the indoors, which is unfortunate in a way. 
Because it is also the time of the year, as light values start 
to fall, when house plants are beginning to need less 
attention, when flowering becomes sporadic, foliar growth 
slows down and plants are beginning to enter a period of 
semi-dormancy. 


ARDENING 
AND GROWING

The best thing you can do for your house plants at this 
time of the year is “let go with love.” Not let go 
completely, but at least back off from treating them as 
though it was the middle of July. Reduce watering and 
forget about feeding until next spring. This is particularly 
true for succulent plants, those that store water in fleshy 
leaves and stems. The only exception might be if your 
plants are growing in an unobstructed full-sun south 
window and are flowering freely, putting on new growth. 

Of course if you specialize in the type of plants I am 
going to talk about today then you won’t have to be 
worried about extra care and attention. In fact, the less 
attention they get, the better they like it. 

I stopped long ago in the attempt to culture plants that 


Open up access

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were never intended for the average home, plants such as: 
Aeschynanthus, Bletia, Bougainvillea, Camellia, 
Cleodendron, Gardenia, Jasmine, Jersey Lily, Natal Plum, 
Nerium (Oleander) and Stephanotis. Today, my plants must 
fit my lifestyle rather then having me cater to theirs. 

In my work, I travel a great deal — to TV shoots, to 
meetings with publishers and every week to do a radio 
show in Toronto. As a result, I have filled my house with 
plants that don’t even know I’m away. 

For some strange reason, ease-of-care has become 
associated with dullness. Not so. Some of the most 
beautiful of the flowering plants, e.g. the Phalenopsis 
orchid, prosper with a minimum of care. If you are still in 
the experimental stage and are determined to try some of 
the exotics, good for you. Everyone should take a crack at 
it. But someday you will realize that house plants are meant 
to be a joy rather than a burden and then this list will be of 
some use to you. 

Not only am I going to detail their cultural requirements 
but also provide you with a little of their romance, because 
after all, that’s what house plants are all about. 

Aglaonema - Volumes have been written about this 
prolific foliage plant, second in hardiness to the rather 
pedestrian Aspidistra. The most attractive variety, Silver 
Queen is overflowing a stool set in a north-west window in 
my living room and its lushness commands instant 
attention the moment anyone enters the room. 

A profusion of lance-shaped, silver-grey leaves splashed 
with a darker green. Hard to believe that three years ago it 
began as three small plants in four-inch pots, triangularly 
planted in a 10-inch pot. 

It is a forest plant that grows in the shade of trees and 
shrubs in light that ranges from mottled to deep shade. It 
likes to be kept damp but will tolerate a lot of dryness. 
Don’t worry about humidity. In spite of being a woodland 
plant it will do nicely as long as you have a humidifier on 
your furnace. And lots are grown successfully in apartment 
where the humidity levels are about as low as the Sahara 
desert. Feed once a month with a 20-20-20 fertilizer diluted 
half strength and only from March to October. 

If you plan to take a month's vacation, no worry. Simply 
soak it thoroughly the day of departure and forget about it 
It will greet you happily upon your return.

Approximately 25 
Loyalist College students 
milled around outside 

Century Place in 
downtown Belleville on 
Saturday morning, hoping 
to make the community 
aware of harm the Ontario- 
wide teachers’ strike has 
afflicted on Belleville. 
“We're trying to let the 
population of Belleville 
know that the college is a 
major contributor to 
Belleville’s economy,” 
Loyalist College’s Students’ 
administrative Council 
President, Ken Brooks said. 

The strike, he continued, 
is hurting the economy. It’s 
not just the students who 
spend money in Belleville 
— Brooks figures they 
spend up to $8,000 each 
while attending school here 
— but the teachers aren’t 
spending money either. 

Brooks Says two 
Belleville Transit 
Commission drivers were 
laid-off because there has 
been an 80 per cent drop in 
the number of students who 
need transportation to the 
college. Think how much 
money the BTC must be 
losing, he asks. 

As well, he continues, 
workers at the college’s 
cafeteria were laid-off 
because there aren’t enough 
people using those 
facilities. During the strike, 
which had been in affect 
since Oct. 18, a day 
students are calling “Black 
Wednesday”, many students 


sts cit 
have gone home to find 
jobs. 


Brooks figures, “80 per 
cent of students have gone 
(home), if not higher.” 
Brooks Further calculates 
that because of economic 
reasons 20 per cent of 
students won’t be able to 
continue their studies once 
the strike has ended and 
classes resume. 

“Every day the strike 
goes on we lose another 
student,” he says. 

During the picket in front 
of Century Place, the 
Students asked passers-by to 
Sign a petition that Brooks 
intends to present to Quinte 
MPP Hugh O’Neil. The 
Students hope O’Neil will 
use his influence to help get 


the teachers and the 
Students back in the 
classroom. 

On Friday evening 


Brooks went to a Liberal 
Riding association meeting 
in Peterborough, hoping to 
get an opportunity to speak 
with Ontario Premier David 
Peterson. 

Brooks was granted 
permission to speak with 
Peterson and asked him if 
the government would 
administer additional 
Student grants if the 
Students had to remain at 
school in order to make up 
lost ime. 

“I was encouraged by the 
fact that I was able to talk to 
the Premier,” Brooks said 
“In true political style he 
said he was going to check 
into the issue.”

Dr. Kenneth McAIll, 
British surgeon, psychia- 
trist, and Christian advocate 
of healing through family 
tree research and Eucha- 
ristic prayer, arrived in 
Belleville Friday to conduct 
what he called a weekend 
“generational healing” 
conference, co-sponsored 
by the Quinte Chapter of 
the ecumenical Order of St. 
Luke and St. Thomas 
Anglican Church. 

Elaine Preston, an Order 
of St. Luke organizer, 
estimated at least 75 Quinte 
residents would attend a 
Friday evening lecture, 
discussion, and fellowship 
hour at St. Thomas’ 
Church, and that more than 
70 had already registered 
for a Saturday afternoon in- 
depth question and answer 
session. 

Dr. McAII has authored 
several books on gen- 
erational healing, including 
Healing the Haunted and 
Healing the Family Tree. 
He said “Most professionals 
regard me as quite mad,” 
but he claims his methods 
show an 83 per cent success 
rate treating over 500 
victims of diseases like 
schizophrenia, anorexia and 
epilepsy, while traditional 
treatments boast about 30 
per cent. 

This was about his 
twentieth visit to Canada. 
He said he’s been com- 
pletely around the world 
twice, visiting about 20 
different countries, and that 
he spends about one third of 
his time traveling to carry 
his message. 

The rest of the time, he 
and his wife, a general 
practitioner herself, run a 
clinic devoted to gen- 
erational healing’ in 
England. 

With all patients, Dr. 
McAII first resorts to his

qualifications as a surgeon 
to determine whether a 
problem is purely physical. 
His next step, as a 
psychiatrist, is to look for 
psychosomatic indications 
of physical illness caused 
by mental stress or bottled 
up feelings. 

Generational healing, his 
third step, is used on 
patients whose words and 
deeds clearly imitate those 
of an ancestor’s. “Some 
victims complain of sounds 
and voices,” said Dr. 
McAII.”Their disease, 
whatever, may be resulting 
from an ancestor not yet 
freed and visiting later 
generations of his family. 

He quotes passages from 
Exodus and Leviticus 
asserting that the sins of 
fathers are visited on their 
children, and he documents 
his case with histories. 

A man diagnosed for 30 
years as a schizophrenic 
and on drugs for as long, 
claimed the drugs simply 
put him to sleep, but that 
every moment he was 
awake he clearly heard 
shouts and the sounds of a 
sea battle raging about him. 
Family tree investigations 
revealed this man was a 
direct descendant of English 
sea adventurer John 
Hawkins, who died in battle 
Nov. 11, 1599. 


‘Generational healing' 
Doctor reaches back to 


After a bishop agreed to 
praying aloud at an open 
Eucharist (Communion) 
service, asking God to 
release the dead Hawkins 
from his sins, guilts or 
fears, the troubled patient 
recovered fully himself and 
went on to become a 
college lecturer. 

Another case related was 
of a doctor who suffered so 
badly from asthma he had 
to resort several times a day 
to wearing an oxygen mask. 
Research uncovered an 
ancestor who was an 
Australian bandit and 
murderer, and who ulti- 
mately died violently still 
wearing his mask. His guilt 
and fears had come down to 
one of his “sons,” the 
doctor suffering from 
asthma. 

Dr. McAIl explained, “We 
asked in Eucharistic prayer 
That God finally free the 
dead bandit from his 
obvious guilt. The patient’s 
asthma disappeared, and he 
has never had to wear a 
mask since.” 

Touching on matters like 
divorce, abortions and 
miscarriages, Dr. McAIl 
Stated there is often a great 
deal of personal and family 
guilt involved. He said 51 
per cent of all women who 
exercise abortion feel guilt, 
38 per cent suffer sleep- 
lessness, and 20 per cent 
regularly see doctors. 

When asked if patients 
had to be Christians to hope 
for success through gen- 
erafional healing, Dr. McAll 
stated, “We never give them 
a hurdle like that. I just ask 
that they come and see me, 
and I’ll tell them what to 
say.” 

Because little exploration 
is being done anywhere but 
in certain sects of the 
Christian church, he says he 
has had to work with people 
of other beliefs — Jews, 




















Hindus, Buddhists, even 
atheists and that they, too 
have been cured. 
Professional skeptics in 
medicine, religion, and 


other disciplines will 
obviously have trouble 
coping with Dr. McAII’s 
message. But there’s little 
doubt many people of faith

government can't do

Dick Baker told those 
present at the annual United 
Way fundraising dinner last 
Thursday night at the 
Ramada Inn that Canada 
has to steer away from 
government-run agencies 
and provide more services 
through operations like the 
United Way. 

Baker, president of the 
Canada Transport Group 
and the evening’s guest 
speaker, says it costs 
taxpayers too much to have 
the government working at 
programs that could 
otherwise be handled by 
organizations funded by the 
United Way. 

He pointed to the 
$350,000 the United Way 
hopes to raise. He assumes 
that 100,000 manhours will 
go into the campaign. If you 
had to pay workers $7 hour 
- what Baker considers a 
reasonable wage - it would 
cost $700,000 to raise 
$350,000. 

“If the job belongs to the 


government,” he continued, 
“it would cost them $1.5 
million to raise $350,000.” 
Baker Stressed the 
importance of the United 
Way. “I’m sure everybody’s 
life, somewhere down the 
road, is touched by the 
United Way agency, but it’s 
hard to convince people of 
that. I guarantee you that, 
sometime, United Way will 
help.” 

He pointed to the 
agency’s volunteer workers. 
Collecting for the United 
Way can bea tough a 
thankless job, but it is made 
Casier if there are more 
volunteers. sttivs

nations in a state of siege. Who can for- 
get Peter Sutcliffe, England's Yorkshire 
Ripper, who murdered prostitutes year 
after year or Los Angeles’ Hillside Stran- 
glers Buono and Bianchi, whose torture 
killings held the City of Angels in a vice- 
like grip of fear : 

Mass murderers and serial killers, by their feroc 
ity and number of victims, boggle the imagination. It 
is a much rarer phenomenon when the death of one 
individual shocks an entire country 

The abuse and death of six-year-old Lisa Stein- 
berg was such a case. Her fate riveted the nation’s 
attention on the lifestyle of Joel Steinberg, Hedda 
Nussbaum, and 16-month-old Mitchell Steinberg 

Joel Steinberg had a privileged youth. The only 
son of a New York attorney, he was brought up in 
a garden apartment in Yonkers. Always a good stu 
dent, Joel won a scholarship to Fordham Univer 
sity. After receiving a degree in political science, 
he pursued a law degree at New York University. 

Law school proved to be Joel’s first setback. He 
had trouble in his second year and was forced to drop 
out. With nothing better to do, he enlisted in the Air 
Force and served in Vietnam as an intelligence officer. 

Back on civvie street in 1968, Joel again entered New 
York University to obtain his law degree. This time, he 
was successful, graduating in 1970. 

Joel lived in an apartment on West 10th St. and was one 
of the thousands of smart young professionals sipping red 
wine in the Village each evening. He even bought a Great 
Dane to complete what some would call the “in” picture. 

Joel's law practice consisted of dope peddlers and 
assorted hoods. He also specialized in illegal adoptions. 
While his ability as a lawyer has always been suspect, 
there is no question that he prospered. By the mid 
seventies he was a millionaire. His fees were 
astronomical. He often charged drug kingpins $200,000 
for their defense. Adoptions brought $10,000 to $25,000 
each.

To Joel Steinberg's way of thinking he had everything - 
everything except a wife and children. but that would 
soon be remedied. 

Hedda Nussbaum was bor on Aug. 8, 1942 in New York 
City. Her Polish immigrant parents were strict 
disciplinarians. Hedda grew up to be a shy, introverted 
girl with a deep sense of worthlessness. Despite this 
drawback, she was a bright student, who sailed through 
George Washington High School and later obtained a 
degree in English from Hunter College. 

Hedda accepted a position as a Grade Three teacher in 
Manhattan, but left the profession to take a job as editor of 

juvenile books at a division of Random House. She was 
well liked by superiors and fellow employees. When she 
moved to her new position, she was a 5-foot-5, 130- 
pound, attractive young woman. 


Socially, Hedda didn’t mix much with other mem- 
bers of Random House, nor did she have outside 
interests. Shy Hedda kept to herself. 

Then she met Joel Steinberg. 

Hedda had been coerced into attending a house 
party on Long Island. It was here she met bombas- 
tic, confident Joel. She was immediately overwhelmed 
by the attention he showered on her. No one had ever 
treated her in quite the same manner. His conversation 
was far different from that of the other young men she 
knew. Joel was on a first name basis with Mafia king- 
pins, notorious men whose exploits could be read in the 
newspapers each day He was bright, articulate, and 
even of the same religious faith. Truly, Hedda figured 
God had smiled down upon her. At Random House she 
talked of little else but her Joel.

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There was one thing. Joel insisted that Hedda 
improve herself. Psychiatric consultations might help. 
Then, there was her, hair. At Joel’s insistence, she 
changed hairstyles. Joel thought that, at 130 pounds, 
Hedda was a bit heavy. She went on a diet. By 1975, 
Joel and Hedda were talking marriage. In January of 
1976, she moyed into Joel’s apartment, number 3W at 
14 West 10th St. 

Once ensconced in the apartment, it seemed as if 
nothing Hedda did pleased Joel. One day, in a tem- 
er tantrum, he let her know that it was he who 
had improved her appearance, he who had brought her 
out of her shell. For two years, Hedda endured what 
amounted to psychological abuse. Then, in the winter 
of 1978, for the first time, Joel punched Hedda in the 
face. The force of the blow affected Hedda’s eyesight. 
It was necessary for her to see a doctor. When she 
showed up at Random House with a black eye, she told 
co-workers she had been mugged. 

A couple of weeks later, Hedda again showed up with 
bruises around her eyes. This time she told friends she 
had walked into a door. There followed a long string of 
inventive excuses for bruises to her body. She wasn’t 
fooling anyone. Her colleagues knew she was abused. 
Summer and winter, Hedda wore sunglasses. Neigh- 
bors grew accustomed to her screams. 

To ease her pain, Hedda tried cocaine. It wasn’t 
hard to come by. After all, the drug was the stock 
in trade of Joel’s clients. By 1980, Joel too was 
addicted to the drug. The pair often got high together. 
In fact, Joel became a freebase freak. When he was 
high, he punched out Hedda. 

During the day, Hedda dragged her dissipated bod 
down to Random House, where she immersed herself 
in her work. At night, she returned to her apartment 
and the living hell which she chose to endure. 

In the winter of 1981, Hedda received such a heavy 
pounding from Joel that her spleen was ruptured. She 
crawled out of the apartment and hailed a cab to St.

At 41 years of age, grey-haired Hedda Nussbaum looked 
60. The beatings didn't stop. To vent his insane anger, 
Joel choked Hedda, burned her legs and stomped on her 
knees. She developed a permanent limp. 

In 1986, when Lisa was five, Joel brought home another 
baby, Mitchell. 

To those who knew her, Lisa was a happy, pleasant child. 
In public, her father doted on her. Inside apartment 3W, 
Hedda, Lisa and Mitchell lived in squalor. The baby lay 
in urine soaked clothing all day. Bits of food lay 
scattered about the house. Joel had accumulated over one 
million dollars, but was constantly hounded by the 
superintendent for back rent. 


In 1987, Lisa's condition deteriorated. She attended 
school in dirty clothing. A year earlier, she had been a 
punctual, attentive pupil. She now either came late or 
missed school altogether. Lisa wore long-sleeved shirts 
and heavy socks. She had to. Her arms were covered with 
bruises. Joel Steinberg was abusing Lisa as well as 
Hedda. 


On Nov. 2, 1987, Hedda Nussbaum called the police. Her 
daughter, Lisa, had stopped breathing. Hedda opened the 
door to apartment 3W and let the police inside. The 
officers reeled at the stench of urine. It was cold. The 
wind whistled through a missing window. Rotting food 
lay around the apartment. Walls were blood splattered. 
Mitchell, 16 months old, played on the floor, tied to a 
playpen with a piece of rope. He sucked on a milk bottle 
filled with curdled milk. 

Lisa, weighing only 43 pounds, was black and blue with 
bruises. She lay in Joel's arms, perfectly still. 
Paramedics detected a pulse and rushed her to St. 
Vincent's Hospital. 


Three days later, she died of her injuries. 

Both Joel and Hedda were arrested and charged 
with the murder of their daughter. Charges against 
Hedda Nussbaum were dropped when it was ascer- 
tained that she was ‘“‘so physically and mentally inca- 
pacitated on the night of the murder that she was not 
criminally responsible for Lisa’s death. 

Joel Steinberg was convicted of second degree man- 
Slaughter. He was sentenced to the maximum term of 
eight to 25 years in jail.

BELLEVILLE - The 
water you drink, could 
affect your health, Dr. 
Virginia Salares, an 
environmental health 
consultant, told the Allergy 
and Environmental Health 
Association’s meeting 
Thursday. She also 
discussed the use of home 
filtration systems, distillers 
and reverse osmosis, three 
approaches to home water 
treatment. 

According to Salares, 
water is a life support 
system. Without water life 
would end, she said. 

Ten per cent of the 
pesticide intake for people 
living in Ontario comes 
from water, 85 per cent 
from food and five from the 
air. According to Salares, 
the pesticide is neutralized 
by the bulk of the food, but 
with water there is no bulk 
to absorb the contaminant. 
The body will hold the 
contaminants. 

Only by drinking the 
purest water available can 
people flush the system of 
these unwanted intruders, 
Salares said. 

Salares also explained 
how city water is treated 
and how fluoridated 
drinking water can lead to 
the softening of bones, 
mottling of teeth and

Speaking of the Evil Empire, how suddenly it has started 
unraveling. The winds of perestroika are sweeping across 
Eastern Europe. Even in East Germany, the hardliner 
among hardliners, the Iron Curtain is falling, the wall is

No doubt there will be setbacks, but who can avoid the 
feeling we're living in historic times? 
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Although the Bay of Quinte RAP report emphasizes 
nutrient enrichment, it also deals with three other 
problem areas: bacteriological contamination, toxic 
contaminants and habitat destruction. : 

The first has perhaps the most obviously practical 
consequences for Quinte residences when beaches 
close regularly each summer because of fecal 
coliform levels. The goal of the RAP report is to 
reduce beach closures to zero, and we would certainly 
support that goal. 

When it eens to toxic contaminants, the report 
starts to hem and haw. 

The report notes that there are hundreds of 
contaminants of potential concern, it notes the 
existence of persistent toxics, it notes the presence of 
toxics in sediments and accumulations in fish from 
the bay. Mostly, though, it concludes that more study 
is needed. 

Probably they are right. We don’t know enough 
about the toxic contaminants in the bay, not to 
mention the Great Lakes. We don’t know enough 
about the potential health hazards. But we do have 
grave grounds for concem with the recent release of a 
major study of toxic chemicals in the Great Lakes and 
the possible impact on public health in populations 
drawing drinking water from the Great Lakes. 

We would suggest that studies are probably 
important but that the virtual elimination of all toxic 
inputs, the RAP report’s recommended goal, is a goal 
to be addressed immediately. And we'd take it a step 
further — why add the weasel word “virtual” when 
discussing elimination? Why not take steps to totally 
eliminate the inputs of persistent toxics? Granted, 
nothing is perfect in this world, but why allow for 
persistent toxics as part of your starting premise? 

Finally, the RAP report deals with habitat 
destruction. We tend to look at wetlands as waste 
land. But they aren’t. They provide recreational 
opportunities, they are home and breeding grounds to 
plants, fish and wildlife, they filter water from land 
runoff and regulate local water levels, they are a 
natural buffer and protect shorelines from erosion. 
They are also in danger. 

In a suggestion that developers won't like but that 
we would endorse, the report sets a goal of no net loss 
of wetlands and fish habitat to be incorporated into 
the zoning bylaws of Bay of Quinte municipalities, 
We've already lost almost two thirds of the wetlands 
we started this century with. 


Who will pay? 


But who is going to implement the various parts of 
the Bay of Quinte RAP report? 

This is where, to coin a phrase, the rubber hits the 
road. Especially when you’re talking about money — 
and implementation of the RAP report will cost 
money. 

The RAP report is a very significant document for 
this area and one that deserves more than just lip 
service. But it also addresses a very complex problem 
that will require complex solutions. 

All levels of government will have to make a 
commitment to clean up the bay and commit 
themselves to sustainable development for the future. 
That may require more co-ordination of policies and 
funding than the egos of politicians and bureaucrats 
can handle. 

And, as several RAP members noted in a recent 
letter to the editor, governments tend to wait until 
“hell freezes over” before acting. 

We've talked for most of this century about 
cleaning up the Great Lakes, of which the Bay of 
Quinte is part. Perhaps now the time for action is 
finally at hand, but the only way to ensure that action 


is taken is for the public to pressure their own elected 
representatives. It’s up to you.

Maintenance is the major

School expands to other Ontario centres

BELLEVILLE - Mike 
Maloney of the Quinte 
Learning Centre doesn’t get 
to teach as often as he used 
to since he opened three 
more learning centres in 
other cities this summer, but 
he says he doesn’t mind. 

“I’ve become more of a 
manager than a teacher, but 
it doesn’t (matter) because 
developing these centres is 
also exciting. Developing 
centres to widen the range 
of kids is a rewarding 
challenge,” he says. 

This summer Maloney 
opened centres in Peter- 
borough, Kingston and 
Oshawa. Originally his plan 
was to open one in Ottawa 
as well, but Maloney says 


Ottawa Learning Centre 
plans have been relegated to 
the back-burner. 

“Opening three centres at 
once has been difficult,” 
Maloney admits, adding it 
takes “a lot of co- 
ordination. But now they 
are established and 
running,” he explains, “it’s 
a lot easier.” Each of the 
centres has a manager — 
trained by Maloney — who 
acts as the centre’s teacher. 

Like the Quinte Learning 
Centre, Maloney’s other 


centres. offer the same. 


learning programs, all 
dealing with reading, 
writing and arithmetic, 
using the latest in software 
development. 

Maloney says an after- 


school tutorial program is 
beneficial for students who 
find life in the classroom 
difficult because they don’t 
have the skills to keep up. 

“They stay in their 
school and yet it (the 
centre) can provide extra 
help” to get the students 
caught up in a hurry,” 
Maloney says. 

The centres also have a 
half-day learning program 
and a one-month summer 


school program. 
“The kids —s make 
redible gains - Six 


months worth of curriculum 
in One month. The students 
get 40 to 60 lessons ina 
language arts program that 
would normally take them a 


semester at school,” he 


says. 
Despite having to spend a 
portion of their summer at 
the Learning Centre, 
Maloney says he feels the 
students don’t seem to 
mind. “Initially kids are 
encouraged by their parents, 
but in most cases once they 
begin to be successful they 
don’t mind coming - even 
in the summer,” he says. 
Although all four centres 
are experiencing droughts 
that come with the slow 


season the first few 
months of school, Maloney 
is content. 


“Even now during our 
quiet period we have about 
20 kids in each of the 
centres, and that will 
probably double in a few 


months when report cards 
come out,” he said. 

The growth potential of 
the other centres excites 
Maloney, since 
Peterborough, Kingston and 
Oshawa are larger cities 
than Belleville. “They 
probably have more upside 
growth potenual,” he says. 

At the moment Belleville 
is the most popular centre. 
“In Belleville we are well 
known, but with the other 
centres it is going to take a 
year to a year-and-a-half 
before we are known 

The centres use a unique 
brand of software Maloney 
developed after he saw a 
need for educating students 
with computers. He says his 


software is among the 


leading line of software in 
North Amenca. 

Maloney intends to halt 
his development of software 
until his centres are “better 
known and until the 
software returns the 
investment we made in it,” 
he says. 

As for the learning 
centres, Maloney says they 
will keep growing, possibly 
adding staff over the next 
six months

Last week, I received a letter from Betesh telli 
that he was writing a book and wanted to see moe ae 
vided I would send him a copy of my published article. It 
seemed to me that Betesh’s demands had diminished 
appreciably. I dashed off a letter advising him that I 
would visit with him on Tuesday, Sept. 26. 

There was no doubt in m mind that Saul Betesh was a 
user of people. What did he want from me? What ploy 
would he use to better himself in some way, no matter 
how infinitesimal? 

Over his years in prison, Betesh has embarked on a 
hunger strike, requested nomination papers so that he 
could run in a municipal election in Kingston and 
requested a special diet. He writes to newspapers when 
he can gain an advantage, obtain an edge. 

Twelve years have passed since his incarceration. 
Recently, Humane Society officials accused a Russian cir- 
cus of maintaining their bears in undersize cages. Surely, 
I had to give this man Betesh a voice so that bcinesle of 
thousands of readers would hear his plaintive plea from 
his cage. Who knows, am I idealistic enough to think that 
by interviewing Betesh and publicizing Fis Situation, I 
might in some small way contribute to having someone, 
somewhere, stop and think before taking the life of 
another human being? 

According to testimony at his 
trial, Saul Betesh actually dis- 
cussed choices available to him 
that night in the apartment above 
Charlie’s Angels Body Rub Parlor. 
Later, an officer accompanying 
Betesh asked him, “Why did you 
kill him?’" Betesh replied, “Our 
backs were against the wall. We 
just couldn't see any other way 
out.”’ 

The officer went on, “Well, do 
you think it would have made any 
difference if you knew you were going to die for 
killing him?” 

Betesh replied, “I guess we would have given it more 
thought. Maybe we would not have killed him. There was 
not much sense to it Feally 5 

Even in the sewer with his own kind, Betesh was 
laways looking for an edge. It was Betesh who walked 
into a police station and informed on his three partners in 
crime. They were intercepted on a transcontinental train 
at Sioux Lookout. 

During his time in prison, Betesh has been attacked by 
his old partner, Wood, with a kitchen knife. Wood slashed 
Betesh’s throat and received an additional four years for

Then, I passed through one last 
door into a waiting room. 

I waited for Saul Betesh. The correctional officer 
informed me that Betesh wasn’t accepting visitors and, in 
fact, had never heard of me. I explained there must be 
some mistake. I was on the prisoner's visiting list and 
had received a letter from him only a week earlier. The 
officer agreed that something must be wrong. He would 
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place another call to the appropriate area. He received 
the same response. According to the inmate, I was 
unknown to him. 

I retraced my steps to the clean, fresh air outside. The 
edge which Betesh perceived last week must no longer 
exist. The cry from the cage would take another 
approach, another attempt to gain that elusive edge which 
Saul Betesh so desperately craves. 

And to think he almost won his macabre game. As I 
made my way into Kingston Penitentiary, my mind had 
turned to the Russian bears in their undersized cages. 
This was no way for a human being to live. How many 
years is long enough? 

The grey windswept walls hold no comfort. The tower 
guards behind glass hold no hope. Electronic doors that 
buzz for some, but stand closed and strong against 
others, hold no promise for the incarcerated. 

Saul Betesh had almost won, but he didn’t show. I can't 
be conned into publicizing his plaintive cry. I can’t be a 

party to the elusive edge he so cunningly tries to achieve 
behind the huge walls of Kingston Penitentiary. 

The air is crisp and the day is bright. Under 
God's good earth lies a 12-year-old boy. He shined 
shoes to earn extra money for his family. He was 
full of the joy of life, a pleasure to his friends and 
family. He sought no shortcuts, he sought no edge. 

Maybe some greater power than Saul Betesh has 
brought me to Kingston. Maybe it is time to for- 
get the animal in the cage. Maybe Saul Betesh, who 
won't be eligible for parole until 2003, should be 
allowed to fade away, his pleas from behind the 
grey walls allowed to go unanswered. 

Instead, we should remember a little shoeshine 
boy who would now be 24 years of age if wild ani- 
mals hadn't decided to deprive him of life 

The air is crisp and the day is bright; but not for 
Emanuel Jaques or the caged man behind the grey walls 
of Kingston Penitentiary. 

EPILOGUE: 

Three days after writing the above article I have 
received another missive from Saul Betesh. This time he 
inexplicably berated me in no uncertain terms for stand- 
ing him up after promising to meet with him. He Says, 
“That was a very funny joke. I waited all morning on the 
range after cancelling my morning yard.” 

After receiving this latest letter I contacted Kingston 
Penitentiary. The correctional officer who made the two 
calls to his colleague advising Betesh that I was his visi- 
tor assures me that Betesh was told of my visit. His 
refusal to visit with me was logged in the routine man- 


ner.

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The easies 


Last week I talked about the decision to cultivate house 
plants that fit my living style rather than cultivate plants 
that demand I fit to their cultural needs. For no particular 
reason, I began with the Chinese evergreen OF Aglaonema. 
If I were listing in order of preference I would have started 
with one of the most common of the foliage plants, one of 
the world’s easiest house plants to propagate - the Jade. 

A wise grandmother, more years ago than I care to 
remember, gave me a Jade cutting. I carried it home with 
fear and trepidation, certain it was going to die at any 
moment, followed he propagational instructions to the 
letter and was no less than astounded that it worked. Your 
fist plant propagation expenence is like your first date. You 
never forget it. 

Today I realize that the Jade is so easy to propagate that 
even a fallen leaf will often root on the medium’s surface. 
Mine is about 36 inches high and would probably be 
double that height had I not taken a few hundred cutting 
over the years. 

Whenever a young person expresses a desire to get 
started in plants, I always start them with a Jade because it 
is as easy LO cultivate as il is to propagate as long as you 
have a full-sun window and the will to leave it alone. 

Fat, shiny green ovate leaves produced in profusion on 
sturdy, tan leathery stems. Both store water, which is why 
overwatering is the Jade’s prime enemy.

Let the plant go bone dry between waterings, then soak. 
As long as it is putting on growth, feed with a 20-20-20- 
fertilizer once a month, diluted half-strength. Other than 
that, leave it alone. 

If you wish to try something different, there are varieties 
of jade around today with colourful leaves in various 
shades of green-grey, yellow and pink. However, they are 
not prolific growers so be content to cultivate them as a 
smaller plant without ever expecting the awesome 
proportions that the regular Jade can attain. 

If I were to choose a foliage plant that causes the most 
comment it would have to be one called Euphorbia 
Acroensis Variegata, that looks for all the world like a giant

cactus, but isn’t What is hard to believe is that one of its 
closest relatives is the Christmas Poinsettia. 

Seven-feet all with candelabra-like side arms, smooth 
grey-green skin mottled in blue-green, with trunk and arms 
ridged and armed with wicked spines. When it’s putting on 
new growth, long-ovate leaves appear in emerald-green 
and buttercup yellow which promptly fall when the growth 
period ends. The only way to keep it under control is to 
trim the top of each stem, which in turn forces additional 
side branching. new plants are easy to propagate from these 
emerging stems. 

When you cut them away have a wet kleenex handy to 
staunch the flow of milky sap. Let the cutting sit from 24 to 
36 hours, plant in damp, soiless mix and set in a bright 
window. And have patience. Rooting takes four to six 
months. 

If you can’t find this variety of euphorbia there are lots of 
attractive varieties around. The most common, Euphorbia 
Lactea (dark-green with a faint, white milky stripe) ora 
variety (unnamed) dark green and dusky red. 

Like the Jade the Euphorbia comes from a harsh climate. 
Treat it exactly like the Jade and it will prosper. 

At Christmas time set a Christmas Euphorbia (Poinsettia) 
beside it and then try and persuade people they are in the 
same family. Good luck!.

but probably a service club 
could handle it. 

Twenty years ago the 
Belleville Firefighters 
began delivering to about 
450 families in Belleville. 
They now go to 2,200 
throughout the Quinte area, 
leaving gifts for children 
from newborn to 13 years 
of age. Family lists are 
supplied by various social 
service agencies and 
churches. 

Delivered boxes used to 
contain about one third new 
and two thirds used items 
and toys. Now the figures 
are reversed, two thirds of 
everything being new. 

There’s still a big need for 
good, used articles, 
however, and Boomhower 
urges all Quinte residents to 
get into their basements and 
closets now for items no 
longer in use, so that he and 
his volunteers won't be 
inundated with last minute 
donations.

Baker opposes raise

“should be decreased before 
the next term of office in 
December 1991 starts, 
regardless of who is elected 
at this time.” 

Baker said he called

time job, yet Belleville’s 
city clerk, Bill Moreton 
called the mayor’s position 
a full-time job.

In an interview Friday, 
Moreton said “the mayor 
works around the clock.

Ellis stressed the 
committee was formed to 
look at the structure of city 
government in Belleville 
and to make recommen- 
dations, not to review a rise 
in pay for council.

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Feds ducking 
responsibility 


One of the most troubling aspects of the 
government's proposed abortion law is the way it is 
deliberately trying to avoid taking its own 
responsibility. In fact, the government 1S trying to 
shove this responsibility onto the medical profession 
without offering any guidance to doctors on how they 
ought to treat the issue. And to top it all off, doctors 
face the possibility of criminal charges if there is any 
question about their decisions. ") 

The government sets out the conditions under 
which abortion are to be performed: “...unless the 
abortion is induced by or under the direction of the 
medical practitioner who is of the opinion that, if the 
abortion were not induced, the health or life of the 
female person would be likely threatened.” 

Sounds straightforward — but is it? 

Two questions arise: first, what does the 
govemment mean when it talks about a threat to the 
the health or life of a woman, and second, what does 
it mean when it says the decision should be based on 
the doctor’s opinion? 

Although the proposed legislation goes on [0 say 
that health includes physical, mental and 
psychological health, it does not offer any definition 
of health or what it means when it talks about a 
situation in which health is endangered. 

That’s up to the individual doctor, which brings us 
to the second point. 

Which is why the burden falls Squarely on the 
doctors to make the decision. Everything hinges on 
the opinion of the doctor. 

The definition of a “correct” opinion is an “opinion 
formed using general accepted standards of the 
medical profession.” But what are the generally 
accepted standards of the medical profession? 

Are the decisions made by Dr. Morgentaler based 
on the generally accepted standards of the medical 
profession? Are the decisions of a pro-life doctor 
based on the generally accepted standards of the 
medical profession? 

We don’t know. Maybe doctors do. 

This is where life starts to get tough for doctors. 
They are offered no guidelines for determining when 
4 woman's health or life is threatened — but they are 
told they will face criminal charges if they make the 
wrong decision. 

The plain fact is that the govemment is ducking its 
responsibility. It wants to wash its hands like Pilate of 
the whole affair and place the responsibility 
elsewhere. It doesn’t want to have to define health. It 
doesn’t want to say what the generally accepted 
standards of the medical profession are. It doesn’t 
want to have to make a decision on abortions. It 
wants to load the full responsibility onto the shoulders 
of a doctor and then say: “if you're wrong, we’ll nail 
you. 


_ That’s a lousy way to make a law, especially on an 
'ssue as Contentious as abortion.

If grown in bright light these leaves will remain a soft 
green with a irregular dark-green patch. But if grown in 
full sun, the soft green is replaced with a light pink edged

Its growth pattern is rather erratic but for me that adds to 
its charm. Stems may range from a foot to 18 inches in a 
random upright pattern and it is not unusual for a stem or 
two to take off at a 45 degree angle, which is fine, because 
these are the stems you utilize to propagate new plants. 

Simply snip these errant stems off at their base and cut 
them into three or four-inch sections making each cut just 
below a joint. Let sit on a counter for 24 hours and after 
stripping all leaves, simply insert the bottom of each stem 
into a pot of moistened soiless mix, set in a bright window 
and wait. After two or three weeks, give each stem a light 
pull and if they resist - good. Theat means they have started 
to root. 

Please note I said insert the “bottom” of the stem in the 
pot. Once they are stripped of leaves it is difficult to tell the 
bottom from the top, so keep them lined up so that the 
bottom is always facing you. Also since there is no need to 
transplant the new cuttings, the pot you choose will be their 
home for a long time to come, so pick the size of the pot 
according to the number of stems. Three to four Stems, a 
four-inch pot. Five to six stems, a five or six-inch pot, and 
so on. 

As far as care goes, it couldn’t care less about humidity 
or warm air from a heat vent but it doesn’t like the cold so 
keep it away from a drafty window. Since it is a succulent, 
storing water in its stems, watering is infrequent with the 
medium allowed to go dry before a thorough soaking. Feed 
with a 20-20-20 fertilizer diluted half-strength from March 
to October only. 

There are those that vote the Aspidistra as the world’s 
toughest house plant. That means they haven’t grown either 
version of the Beaucarnea - the Elephant’s Foot or the Pony 
Tail. While there is some variation in appearance, the main 
difference in varieties is size. I have seen ten to twelve-foot 
Elephant’s Foot palms in solariums but the Pony Tail 
seldom exceeds three feet. But one thing is sure. Each will 
take a life-time to reach those heights. 

For anyone old enough to remember Sabu movies or 
have seen a travelogue on India, will remember those huge 
trees with a massive swollen base. Those are elephant foot 
palms. Both varieties have a large, fat, leathery base 
tapering into a long neck mounted with a voluminous 
cascade of long, rough-edged, ribbon-like leaves. 

I have seen the claim that they will go without watering 
for a year. Certainly they will go all winter without a drop. 
From April to September, a once-a-month soaking is fine. 
In winter, one or two waterings is plenty. Feed only once a 
year, in April or May with a 20-20-20- fertilizer, full- 
Strength. 

Grow it in full sun but bright light will suffice, and above 
all be patient. Both varieties are known as “perpetuals” and 
could be around for a hundred years or so and in one year 
may add only an inch or two.

Each family has their own 
traditions they follow 
during the Christmas 
season,-whether they centre 
on family gatherings at 
home or at church. One 
thing that remains common, 
however, is that many 
traditions have been 
adapted from the ones 
commonly followed 
throughout North American 
society. But what about the 
rest of the world. 

The custom of the 
Christmas tree stems from 
pre-Christian times in 
Germany where the tree 
was adapted by Christians 
to symbolize the Garden of 
Eden. A theory on how the 
custom expanded from 
continental Europe to 
England is that Prince 
Albert brought it after his 
marriage to Queen Victoria 
in 1840. A picture in an 
1848 edition of the 
Illustrated London News of 
such a tree and his family 


spread the custom 
throughout the entire 
country. 


By the early 19th century, 
the custom had already 
become popular in the 
United States, brought over 
from continental Europe 
and adapted by the new 
colonists. Today, there's 
hardly a house without such 
a tree in a livingroom or 
den of a North American 
home, 

In 1851, New York City 
entrepreneur Mark Carr is 
believed to be the first 
person to cut Christmas 


trees and sell them. 
Christmas trees displayed 
for the public also 


originated in the United 
States. In 1909, a lighted 
tree was placed on top of 
Mount Wilson in Pasadena, 
California. The practice of 
having a decorated tree at 
the White House began in 


1923 under President 
Calvin Coolidge. 
Kissing under the 


mistletoe started with the 
British Druids and the 
Romans, While the Druids 
considered the mistletoe 
sacred and thought it had 


travelled through Spain on 
their way to Bethlehem. 

In Mexico, children play 
a game with a pinata, a 
hollow clay donkey or other 
animal. When blindolded, 
the children try to break it 
with a bat, spilling candy 
and gifts hidden inside it 
onto the floor. The child 
who succeeds in this is 
considered the hero of the 
festival.

Remember all the 
complaining when the antlerless tag draw was first 
initiated? We are now reaping the benefits with an 
abundance of whitetails and also a liberal number of tags 
being allotted to those who apply. 

Wild game, such as moose and deer, can be tenderized by 
marinating in milk for six hours or more before cooking. 
This works especially well with less tender cuts such as 
blade steaks, club and outside round. 

Another quick and simple recipe is to first brown the 
meat in a lightly greased pan. Set meat aside, and in the 
same pan, saute some fresh garlic, onions and mushrooms. 
Return meat to pan and add one can of chopped or pureed 
tomatoes and season with salt, pepper and basil. Cook over 
low heat for an hour or more until meat is done. The meat 
will be fork-tender and the sauce can be spooned over 
spaghetti or any other pasta. Bon Apetit!

Near-fatal accident changed her life

onnie Burns has 


had to make 
adjustments in 
her life since 
that near-fatal 
night, the night of “the 
accident” in 1987, 

But Burns, now a 
quadriplegic confined to a 
wheelchair, downplays 
notions that a strong will

Instead she points to her 
family and various 
organizations in the Quinte 
area. 

“No question about it, my 
family has been the main 
Support both before and 
Since the accident,” Burns 
says. “I've had a lot of help 


from people in the Quinte 
Chapter of the Canadian 
Paraplegic Association.” 
When Burns headed to 
Toronto on Nov.17 to 
receive a Community 
Action Award for her 
contributions to the 
community, and in 
particular, her contributions 
to the disabled community, 
her family wanted to be at 


her side. But only three 
members of her family were 
invited. Burns says she 
didn’t want to choose, she 
wanted everyone there, so 
in typical Burns’ fashion, 
the soft-spoken but 
determined woman made 
some phone calls, wrote 
some letters and arranged 
for all her family to attend 
She says the other award 


recipients, 12 in all, were 
then allowed to bring their 
families as well. 

It was, and still is, Burns’ 
hard work and desire to 
make it easier for the 
disabled that won her the 
award. She has always been 
acuive in the community, , 
and didn’t want the accident 
to change that

‘Sidney is Ontario's oldest municipality

TUCKER’S CORNERS 
— Throughout 1990 Sidney 
Township will celebrate 200 
years of local government, 
and the Bicentennial 
Committee, chaired by 
Councillor Allison Kuglin, 
is already working hard on 
plans and promotions to 
make the festivities 
Quinte’s most important 
‘ongoing tourist attraction 
for the year. 

Pioneer settlers gathered 
to elect their first 


Moderator, Captain John W. 
Meyers, May 15, 1790. 
That meeting was only the 
second such held anywhere 
in the province of Ontario, 
but the first was in Grimsby 
Township, which no longer 
exists as a distinct political 
entity. 

Sidney, therefore, is the 
Ontario Township with the 
longest history of local 
government. 

Celebrations begin with 
the New Year’s Day Levee 
at municipal offices, 


Tucker’s Corners, and 
include a Bicentennial Ball 
at CFB Trenton with 
Lieutenant Governor 
Lincoln Alexander the guest 
of honor, Apr. 28, and a 
Westminister United ecu- 
menical service May 6, Roy 
Bonisteel directing the 
homily. 

For May 15, a historical 
re-enactment is planned of 
the inaugural meeting of 
1790, at Tucker’s Corners. 

Sidney Township will be 
highlighted in 1990 at the 


annual Bay of Quinte 
Sportsman Show and the 
Quinte International Air 
Show. Plans are also afoot 
for a huge Canada Day 
garden party. 

A historical Research 
Subcommittee under the 
direction of Belleville 
historian Gerald E. Boyce is 
currently poring over the 
200 years of local 
government preserved in 
minutes filed at the 
township offices, for the 
purpose of producing a 


commemorative booklet. 
Boyce says the committee 
is appealing for old pictures 
to illustrate. the text. He is 
especially looking for shots 
of the original township hall 
on Wallbridge Road, local 
militia members, longtime 
clerk F.B. Prior, The 
Frankford covered bridge, 
The Miller Brothers plant at 
Glen Miller before the 1893

Canada Post is not our favountte crown corporation, 
as most readers know. We sympathize, however, with 
the good people who work there because they re beat 
before they start by a corporation that doesn’t know 
the meaning of the word “service”. 

A case in point. 

The post pfice tells us exactly how to bundle the 
newspaper and bag it for delivery to specific rural 
routes. That’s important to some of our customers 
who want to target certain rural routes and not others. 

We follow instructions to the letter. 

So what does the post office do with them? They 
dump all the newspapers together and divvy them up 
between all the rural routes. The newspapers that 
were supposed to go to one route and one route only 
wind up being scattered everywhere. When we 
complain, we get nowhere. Naturally. Our advice to 
advertisers now is to buy all the rural routes — or 
none. 

Another case in point. 

The post office is closed on Monday for 
Remembrance Day. On Thursday, a reader in one 
rural route calls to complain that she hasn’t gotten her 
paper yet. The post office explains that it hasn’t gone 
Out yet in some areas because they have been flooded 
with flyers and other newspapers and are behind 
because of the holiday. But because we complained, 
those newspapers will go out that Thursday. If we 
hadn't, who knows when they might have gone? 

Nor are we alone. All the newspapers that come by 
mail to our office are several days late that week. 

And the post office wants a price increase in 
January? They've gotta be kidding! 

We're willing to bet that most Canadians would be 
willing to pay higher rates — if they thought their 
mail would be delivered more quickly and more 
efficiently. But when the post office wants more 
money for less service, they get mad. And so do we.

own in Sidney Township. I 
was advised today (Nov. 
17) that when this request 
comes before Council on 
Monday, Nov. 20th 1989, 


that it will be denied! 
Why is it to be turned 
down? Because _ the 


Province of Ontario says 
the offical plan has 
approved this land as 
agricultural! Who gave the 
right to Sidney Township or 
to the Province of Ontario 
to rezone my land? 

Let me give you the 
history of this situation. 

In 1975, I purchased, 
through a real estate agent, 
this parcel of land from a 
Fred 


'-' °(firefighter). I purchased ‘a 


residential building lot of 
9.66 acres. Upon the 
completion of the sale, I 
hired a builder and acquired 
a residential building permit 
and my home was built. 
The property was 
transformed from a field of 
weeds to a _ pleasant 
homestead, whereby we had 
nice trees on the property. I 
am very confident in saying 
that we have indeed 
“improved the property”. 

In 1979, I applied to the 
Hastings County Land 
Severence Committee to 
sever a one acre lot! I was 
refused on the grounds that 
this was deemed 
agricultural land, even 
though the offical plan had 
not been passed! 

Subsequently, I appealed 
to the OMB for this 
severence and was again 
refused on the same 
grounds. Once again, the 
offical plan was not in 
place. 

How could the property 
in question be zoned 
agricultural when it was a 
residential lot by evidence 
of our home on it. This I 
could not figure out — and

the offical plan was not in 
place! By whose authority 
was this land deemed 
agricultural? I was never 
notified of it, and I never 
gave consent to it! 

Moving along a little 
further, in 1980 I’m told, 
the current offical plan is 
approved! Once again I am 
not notified of any change 
of classification to my land 
and still receive a 
residential tax billing. 

I was recently told by 
Sidney Township that I was 
‘advised’ of the office plan, 
in that a public meeting was 
held. I asked if I was 
notified of this public 
meeting and was told that it 
was published in the 
newspaper. Well, con- 
sidering I have demanding 
employment and was 
raising a family, I was lucky 
if I got to read the 
newspaper most evenings. 
Consequently, I had no 
knowledge of what this 
“official plan” was doing. 

A couple of months ago, I 
telephone the township 
offices and asked that a 
severance form be sent to 
me, and this was done. I 
then telephoned the 
township offices again to 
enquire about frontages and 
etc., and I was told that I 
could not sever this 
property without changing 
the offical plan. I then went 
to the township offices to 
find out how this plan 
involved my property and 
‘was amazed to discover that 
someone, presumably the 
township, had drawn a 
square around my house, 
ruling that to be residential 
and could be done, and 
passed by law, without my 
knowledge or consent, and I 
consider this to be an 
infringement of my rights! 
This is my property, paid 
for by my husband and 
myself, and it does not 
belong to Sidney Township 
or the Province of Ontario, 
and as such, property 
without my knowledge and 
consent! 

When I visited the 
township offices to see 
what this offical plan had 
done and to submit my 
request to council, I 
expressed my dismay that 
this could be done... but not 
at any time was I advised 
that the lot to be severed, 
but instead to include the 
whole of the property on the 
request. The fact that this 
information was withheld is 
not in the best interests of 
this taxpayer. 

So, we come to the

am not a big promoter of basket-grown house 

plants because most of them are not that easy to 

care for. First of all they are grown in mid-air 

where few plants, with the exception of some 

orchids, were meant to thrive, mainly because the 

air in the home at those levels is warmer and 

dryer than is preferred by most plants. Secondly, 

because they require a hole to be drilled in a window frame 

or ceiling. And thirdly, because they can be messy in terms 

of water and leaf loss. But there is one that defies all these 
problems and that is the Grape Ivy. 

Most cascading plants grow naturally at ground level but

The next plant on my easy-to-care for list makes a rather 
ho-hum hanging basket — the Peperomia.

But it’s not the regular Peperomia I want to 
talk about. Instead, look for a variety called Sunset. 

It grows upright with leaves are about six inches long 
and two inches wide and its colouration is nothing short of 
spectacular.

“On the night Sarah died I felt no sense of 
remorse or guilt so hurry up and catch me. I won't 
give myself up for incarceration because that would 

estroy me as I have a great longing for life.’’ 

Had this letter not been written, it is doubtful if 
the killer of Sarah Gibson would ever have been 
identified. Fingerprints on the letter were checked 
with prints on file with Scotland Yard. The prints 
matched those of 25-year-old David Charles Richard 
Frooms, a ne’er-do-well who had served several 
terms in prison for theft, robbery and indecently 
assaulting a 13-year-old girl. 

Frooms was located and taken into custody. He 
was asked to write a few words on paper. Handwrit- 
ing experts compared these words to the handwrit- 
ing on the letter sent to Superintendent Neville. 
There was no doubt about it — both had been writ- 
ten by Frooms. 

When confronted by this overwhelming evidence, 
Frooms blurted out, ‘‘I am glad you have got me. I 
killed her, strangled her with something she was 
wearing.” 

When asked if he had had sexual intercourse with 
his victim, he replied, “‘She was dead then.”’ 

In December 1972, Frooms was tried for murder 
in London’s famed Old Bailey. He pleaded not 

uilty, claiming he had no Fecolhection of the killing 
itself, although he remembered climbing through an 
open window and making his way up to the fifth 
floor looking for something to steal. He saw a 
bedroom door ajar and walked quietly into the 
room. Sarah was asleep on the bed. He took what- 
ever appeared to be valuable. 

When Sarah stirred, he stuffed something in her 
mouth and tied her hands and feet with her under- 
clothing. He claimed to remember having his hands 
around her throat, but nothing more. He further 
claimed that he had no recollection of intending 
or wanting to kill the girl. In addition, he had no 
memory of having written the incriminating letter 
to police. 

Despite his lawyer’s insinuation of diminished 
responsibility, it took the English jury only half an 
hour to bring in a guilty verdict. David Frooms was 
sentenced to life imprisonment.

Skills Quinte predicts 
900 new jobs here 


By Jeff McIntosh 

Employers in the Quinte 
area expect to hire over 
1500 workers in the next 12 
months, says a report put 
out by Skills Quinte, 
creating a growing demand 


for job training and 
retraining. 

_ “There is a clear 
indication that future 


requirements in_ this 
community ... are such that 
over 1500 people need to be 
hired in the next 12 
months,” said Terry Cassidy 
of Critical Issues, the local 
consulting firm that 
conducted the report. 

Some of the hirings will 
be the result of growth. 
According to Cassidy, 924 
of the hirings will be for 
new jobs while 581 will be 
to replace existing 
employees due to staff 
tumovers. 

Although the area is 
growing, Cassidy warned: 
“it’s not a one way street.” 

Although growth is 
expected to create new jobs, 
other area companies are 
laying off workers oF 
closing down. 

Training and re-training 
will be required, Cassidy 
said, because many of the 
new jobs will require new 
skills due to the use of new 
and changing technologies 
in the workplace. Shortages 


of staff to do the training 
and the need for existing 
staff to keep up with the 
changing face of technology 
were cited as major factors 
in the need for training. 

He added that the existing 
supply of _ training 
resources, Loyalist College, 
Ontario Skills Development 
Office, Canada Employ- 
ment Centre and the 
Apprenticeship Branch of 
the Ministry of Skills 
Development are drawn to 
their fullest and will have to 
expand to meet the needs of 
the community. 

Before high tech skills are 
upgraded, however, some 
workers will have to learn 
or upgrade basic skills. 
Over half the employers 
surveyed were concerned 
that their employees lacked 
the basic reading, math and 
communication skills that 
are necessary to remain 
competitive in the 
workforce, Cassidy re- 
ported. 

Employers voiced 
concern for high school and 
college grads, who lacked 
the basic skills and had poor 
work habits. Skills viewed 
most important for the high 
school grads were basic 
reading, math and comm- 
unication. The same was 
said of the college grads, 
and employers re- 


commended more practical 
experience as opposed to 
theory. 

Over three quarters of the 
employers were willing to 
participate in partnership 
with the Board of Education 
to train students part-time 
while they attend school, 
Cassidy stated. 

A large number of those 
surveyed also expressed a 
willingness to train and hire 
women to fill the vacancies 
in their companies and felt 
that women are just as 
capable if not more so than 
men. 

Fully 91.7 percent said 
they would like to have 
further relations with Skills 
Quinte as a result of this 
survey, said Cassidy. 

Skills Quinte is a training 
resource centre’ for 
businesses in the Quinte 
region and is jointly funded 
through the Canada-Ontario 
Training Agreement that 
includes the Ministry of 
Skills Development and the 
Canada Employment and 
Immigration Commission. 

Skills Quinte comm- 
issioned the report of 351 
area businesses in the 
manufacturing, construction 

and related sectors to 
establish trends happening 
as a result of changes 
occurring in the Quinte 
area.

Switching Center (RSC) 
would be placed in the 
existing structure in Picton, 
just off Main Street, and 
would use the Belleville 
switching center as a host 
computer at an estimated 
cost of $1 and $2 million.

The Belleville and 
District Chamber of 
Commerce strongly urges 
VIA Rail and the Ministry 
of Transportation “to re- 
evaluate and restructure” 
the new rail service planned 
for Belleville as of Jan. 15, 
1990. 

The Chamber has 
obtained what it says 
appears to be the final 
revised VIA Rail schedule, 
and notes Belleville faces 
four cuts in Toronto-bound 
trains, one addition and a 
schedule with only four 
trains a day heading for 
Toronto, Montreal, or 
Ottawa. 

The earliest train for 
Toronto will arrive in Union 
Station at 12:00 noon (3:55 
p.m. Sundays), and the last 
train out of Toronto for 
Belleville will leave Union 
Station daily at 4:50 p.m. 

As a result, same-day 
service by VIA Rail to and 
from Toronto will mean a 
person can only be in that 
city from noon till 4:50 p.m. 
on weekdays. 

The result is that “VIA 
Rail service is useless” to 
Belleville and district 
business people, the 
chamber states. 

Four trains a day each 
way may be enough for 
Belleville, according to the 
Chamber, but no con- 
sideration is being given to 
the efficiency and optimum 
use of the system. Con- 
sequently, for Belleville 
business people, it con- 


cludes, “VIA Rail is now an — 


impractical means of 
transportation.” 

Among the planned 
Belleville cuts are the 
popular 7:46 a.m. commuter 
to Toronto, returning at 
11:00 p.m., and the 
Overnight sleeper trains, to 
Montreal at 2:27 a.m. and to 
Toronto at 4:52 a.m.

Co-op education program 
Introduces students 
to the world of work 


By Jennifer Bardy 

Andrea Beeton is sharing 
her classroom with cats and 
dogs — if you can call the 
Belleville Animal Hospital 
a Classroom. 

A Grade 12 student at 
Moira Secondary, Andrea is 
learning about veterinary 
medicine the practical way 
through a co-operative 
education program. 

Although she has regular 
classes in the afternoon, she 
spends her mornings 
working with animals at the 
hospital, getting. practical 
hands-on experience in the 
field. 

Although she says the 
work is different from what 


she expected, she is 
enjoying herself. 
Her duties’ include 


cleaning and sterilizing 
needles and dishes, bathing 
cats and dogs and generally 
helping with the care and 
grooming of pets brought 
into the hospital. 

Although she has liked 
working with the animals, 
she still isn’t sure if she 
wants to be a full time 
veterinarian assistant, but at 
least she now knows what is 
required. 

According to Mrs. Bonnie 
Steel, one of four co-op 
education teachers at Moira 
Secondary, that is the 
purpose of the program. 

Co-op education gives 
students a “real idea of what 
the world of work is like,” 
she says. “It gives a good 


idea whether this is in fact 
the area they (the students) 
want to work in after 
graduation.” 

Students work at jobs that 
are treated as a learning 
experience. They are not 
given any payment and they 
are not required to work on 
school holidays. Part-time 
students work an average of 
three hours a day while full- 
time students work roughly 
seven hours a day. The 
students must be able to 
link a course they have 
already taken or are taking 
now with their work 
placement. 

Students in the co-op 
program also spend some 
time in the classroom, 
summarizing for the other 
students what they have 
done and learned at their 
placement. They also learn 
interviewing techniques and 
how to prepare a resume. 

Some of the students 
from Moira Secondary 
School have made 
interesting placement 
choices. In addition to 
Andrea Beeton’s placement 
as a veterinary assistant, 
students are working as 
teacher’s aides in the public 
schools,health care aides in 
retirement centers and 
computer operators in 
government offices. Others 
have chosen to be 
architectural draftsmen, 
pharmaceutical assistants 
and dental assistants. 

All of the students 


interviewed had 


the students are doing. 


Kim MacDonald, who 


works at the Bridge St. 
Dental Clinic, is chair-side 


assisting for practical work. 


She also helps by 
developing x-rays and ‘by 


doing many other jobs that 


save time for the full-time 
staff. 

She says the work was 
harder than she _ had 
expected, but she feels that 
if it was necessary, she 
could do most of the work 
of a full-time staff member. 
She is not sure if she would 
like to do this as a career, 
but she is enjoying herself 
and gets along well with the 
rest of Dr. McWhirter’s 
staff. 

She has been offered the 
chance to work while Dr. 
McWhirter is on Christmas 
vacation and she will get 
paid for working in the 
holiday time. 

Karen Dehaan is working 
as a _ pharmaceutical 
assistant at the Belleville 
General Hospital as a full- 
time student. She starts 
work at eight in the 
morning and is finished at 
four in the afternoon. She 
likes all the staff in the 
pharmacy and says she is 
learning something new

They’re at homicides, break and enters, hit and runs, 
sexual assaults and every other crime scene you can think 
of. They are the men who make up the Ident 
(Identification) Unit of District 9 Ontario Provincial 
Police. 

Six men cover Frontenac, Lennox and Addington, Prince 
Edward and Hastings counties. Three are based in 
Belleville, three based in Kingston. They do everything 
from collecting physical evidence to bomb disposal. 

The main task of the unit is collecting evidence from 
crime scenes and that can be anything from hair, blood, 
finger prints, finger nails, paint chips or anything else that 
can be identified either by the human eye or by scientific 
means. 

Before any evidence can be collected from a scene it has 
to be photographed to preserve the scene as it was found 
and to show the location of the evidence that was collected. 
Not only do these men have to be experts at photography, 
lighting and developing they also have to be experts at 
presenting that evidence in court. 

Every hour at the scene results in at least five hours in 
the office, said Jim Eadie an OPP officer for 15 years. 

After all the evidence has been gathered the process of 
elimination begins. All the finger prints collected are 
compared with those of the people who should be at the 
scene and the ones left are those of the ‘bad guy.’ 

When everything has been sorted out and the clues have 
been found, the puzzle takes shape. Putting together the 
pieces and searching out their source can take weeks, says 
Eadie. 

After the analysis has been completed, it must be made 
presentable to the court, which means making scale

The medical examiner stated that the woman had 
been strangled. Detectives theorized that the killer 
was not domiciled in the city. Every citizen of Ven- 
ice knew that anything thrown in the lagoon would 
wash in and out with the tide for days. From the 
condition of the body, it was ascertained that it had 
been placed in the water on the same day it was 
recovered from ‘the canal. 

The nails were of a common variety sold all over 
Italy and proved to be untraceable. The two dolls 
posed a puzzle; never before had anyone heard of 
packing dolls with a corpse. They were expen- 
sive dolls in mint condition. The blue plastic, which 
had been used to wrap the body, was traced to the 
small resort town of Vipiteno, located about 125 
miles north of Venice. 

Detectives checked with Vipiteno police to see if 
any woman matching the description of the body in 
the trunk had been reported missing. Sure enough, 
Emma Giraldo had vanished on Dec. 1. Emma 
was a 36-year-old waitress, who lived in a room 
above the Alta Post Tavern, where she was 
employed. When she didn’t show up for her shift, 
the tavern owner entered her room, found all her 
clothing intact and her room undisturbed. Since it 
wasn't like Emma to miss work, he immedia- 
tely reported her absence to police. Fingerprints 
taken from the corpse matched those of Emma 
Giraldo

Since the town was ill 
equipped to handle a murder case, Venice detec- 
tives were dispatched to the resort area to con- 
tinue their investigation. 

More was learned about the dead woman. Emma 
was the daughter of a successful businessman. Her 

rents had opposed her choice of a husband, caus- 
ing a deep rift between her and her parents. 
Emma’s marriage hadn't lasted. Since her mar- 
riage break-up six years previously, she had been a 
hard working conscientious waitress at the Alta 
Post, where she had been treated like a member of 
the tavern owner’s family. 

Emma had loved dolls and had longed to live in 
Venice. The two dolls found in the trunk were her 
favorites from a small collection she kept in her 
room. She had often expressed her desire to live 
and die in beautiful Venice.

TRENTON — In a polled 
vote at their regular meeting 
Monday, Nov. 28, 
councillors voted unani- 
mously to support a recent 
City of Orillia resolution 
condemning the provincial 
French Languages Service 
Act (Bill 8) and to ask the 
government of Ontario to 
repeal the act. 

The Orillia resolution 
States jobs are being lost by 
non-Francophones in 
Ontario, despite Premier 
Peterson’s promise this 
would not happen, because 
bilingualism is becoming a 
qualification for an 
increasing number of 
provincial government jobs 
in particular, even in 
“undesignated areas.” 

It’s questionable whether 
Bill 8 is constitutional,

according to Orillia, since it 
forces English people to 
learn a second language to 
qualify for government 
jobs. 

Finally, the resolution 
claims the heavy costs of 
implementing French 
language services will result 
in an increased general tax 
burden, and higher school 
board taxes in many areas. 

Mayor Neil Robertson 
wondered if there was any 
value in asking for a repeal 
since all three major 
political parties at both the 
provincial and federal levels 
support bilingualism. 

He pointed out, however, 
that for some time Trenton 
City Hall has already been 
using a form letter signed 
by him and addressed “To 
Whom It May Concern.” 
This letter is attached to all

French, and returned to the 
sender. 

It reads as follows: 

“We do not have any 
persons on staff who do not 
speak, read, write and 
understand English.

A lot 
of anglers will cut off the first few feet of line after each 
outing as nicks and abrasions occur regularly when ice 
fishing. 

Hook honers are widely available at sporting goods 
stores and a sharp hook is imperative for angling hard- 
mouthed walleye. There is a new battery-operated honer 
available, which, although pricey, leaves the hook 
extremely sharp. It’s well worth the price tag for those who

Christmas list? 

Spoons and jigs that became tamished from last year can 
be given a spanking new finish with a variety of products 
such as New-R-Dull- Silvo or rubbing compound. Adding 
a split ring to the top of the lure will give it better action 
and may also prevent break-offs as some lures are not very 
well filed where the line is tied. 

Plastic fin-shaped tails can be added to the hook end of 
the lure for appearance, They come in various sizes and in 
colours of red, yellow and chartreuse. 

With the price of lures escalating each year the frugal 
angler may want to Calry some prism tape and scissors 
instead of purchasing each colour of lure. Keep the tape 
dry as dampness causes the backing to peel off and the 
Sticky underside of the tape will dry out and become 
useless. 

Chartreuse, orange and red are the choice of Quinte 
anglers although one may want to experiment with yellow 
this season as it has optimum visibility at 12 to 15 foot 
depths where the walleye reside. 

Choice of lures is becoming a little more difficult each 
year with numerous new models on the market. While the 
Mr. Champ and Swedish jigs were once the mainstay 
during the Bay’s winter season, products such as Lucky 
Strike Rockets, Jig-A-Whopper, Cleo’s and Williams 
Wobblers accounted for a lot of walleye here last season.

Sanctions needed to halt apartheid 


banned South African says

Teiko Masinga is a black 
University of Toronto 
student living under 
banishment from his native 
South Africa as a member 
of the outlawed African 
National Congress. He’s a 
veteran of imprisonment 
and torture at the hands of 
the South African police. 

While he was in prison, 
he claims,” They came by 
the tens to torture me and 
do all sorts of things.” 

And while dealing with 
him this way, they 
explained to him, “We 
know you will win some 
day, but before you do we 
will torture and kill as many 
of you as we can.” 

Last Tuesday, Nov. 28, 
Masinga addressed a mixed 
audience ranging from teens 
to seniors gathered at St. 
Paul’s High School. His 
presentation was co- 
sponsored by The Trenton 
Knights and Ladies of 
Columbus, The Catholic 
Women's League and the 
Quinte Area Development 
and Peace Group. 

St. Paul teacher, John 
Brisbois, a Development 
and Peace member himself, 
was chief organizer. 

Masinga’s message is that 
total sanctions against 
South Africa will bring 
about peace between the 
warring races there, because 
without Commonwealth 
and superpower support, the 


white minority will no 
longer be able to maintain 
and operate the police and 
military machinery used to 
suppress the blacks. 

Total sanctions, he 
argues, will force the whites 
to peaceful reconciliation 
with opposing groups. 

“If you don’t impose 
sanctions,” he says, “we 
will ultimately be faced 


with a _ confrontation 
between blacks and 
whites.” 


Masinga dismisses white 
claims that anti- 
apartheidism is communist- 
inspired as a stance that is 
becoming increasingly 
difficult to rationalize in the 
face of changes currently

Masinga feels that 
Canada may be reluctant to

committee to continue the 
study of a 911 system and 
its possible future 
implementation. 

Sgt. Maurille Roy, of the 
Belleville Police Force, 
says it’s to be an open 
meeting, Starting at 7:30 
p.m., with press and the 
public invited. 

While the Belleville 
Police are initiating and 
currently serving as host 
agency for the explorations, 
once a 911 system is 
established it could well 


serve the region with one 
common number for 
€veryone to call for any 
emergency response: police, 
fire, ambulance, family 
Crises intervention, child 
abuse Or spouse battery 
crises, etc. 

Roy says, “With 911, you 
don’t have to remember a 
whole lot of different 
numbers, a separate one for 
each kind of emergency.” 
Calls to a 911 operator 
would automatically be 
transferred, without the 
caller having to redial to the 
proper agency. 

There are two types of 
Systems according to Roy: 
basic 911 and enhanced 
911. The basic system 
requires an operator to ask 
for the number and or the 
location of the caller. The 
more expensive enhanced 
system instantly records the 
number of all callers, whose 
locations can then be traced.

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are rarely turned on at night and the temperatures, 
particularly night temperatures, are down in the sixties. 
Waiter infrequently and don’t feed. 

When the tiny buds start to appear, the tendency is to 
bring it out and put it on display. Don’t At least not until 
the buds have fully developed and about 10% of the 
flowers are in bloom. Changing the light intensity and light 
source before that time can result in bud drop. 

By the way, with fluorescent lights you can foo) the 
Schumbergia into blooming three times a year. Simply 
bring it into full light, water and feed regularly with a 10- 
52-10 water-soluble fertilizer diluted quarter strength for 
about a month. Then start the flowering process all over 
again. 

Don’t be too quick to repot. The Schlumberia does ‘its 
best flowering when it is grown tightly. Only when the pot 
is jammed with stéms should you repot and then make sure 
you only go up one pot size.

More easy plants

Not all trailing plants need to be grown in a basket, such 
as the practical trailing plant I am going to lead off with 
this week - the Columnea. 

A member of the African Violet family, the Columnea 
flowers in waves or continuously according to variety, 
producing winged tubular flowers in orange, scarlet or 
yellow with some two-tones. And one of thier beauties is 
they flower mostly in winter when. most flowering plants 
tend to pack it in. 

From late fall to late winter they can be grown ina sunny 
south or east window. From spring through late summer, 
set them to one side of the window. 

Care is easy. Let go moderately dry, (soil surface dry to 
the touch), then soak. Feed twice monthly from spring until 








cinch to care for with much the same light, watering and 
feeding requirements as the Columnea. 

Bringing it into flower is easier than you think. The 
flower buds respond to a 50-50 photoperiad, which simply 
means equal periods of light and dark, which explains why 
they bloom naturally around Christmas and Easter. 

To bring a Schumbergia into bloom, along about the 
middle of October, the middle of February, (or both), set it 
in an area out of direct window light in a room where lights 


Wells wants an 'equal' Canada

Nothing has changed 
since Clyde Wells stuck a 
thorn in Prime Minister 
Brian Mulroney’s side 
during the First Ministers’ 

~ Conference last month. 

Indeed Wells continued 
his angry ways in a speech 
here last week, knocking 
the Meech Lake Accord 
before 200 eager ears at the 
Prince Edward-Hastings 
Liberal © Association’s 
annual Red Leaf Dinner 
Friday at the Royal 
Canadian Legion. 

“There are things in the 
Meech Lake Accord that 
cannot possibly stand. We 


have to look at the contents 
of the Meech Lake Accord 
and ask: ‘is this what 
Canada wants for the next 
10 to 20 years?” 

“If we don’t, now is the 
time to say no,” continued 
the constitutional lawyer 
and premier of New- 
foundland since 1987. 

Topping Wells’s list of 
changes is senate reform, so 
citizens can live in an equal 
Canada, he said. The senate 
must have equal 
representation from each 
province — not represen- 


tation based on the 
population of each 
province, he said. 


He calculated that in 25 
years Ontario would be 
responsible for half of 
Canada’s population. Is it 
right for Ontario to make 
decisions for the rest of 
Canada? he asked. 

He pointed to the set-up 
in the United States, where 
a state has only one vote, 
saying the U.S route is the 
direction Canada’s senate 
ought to be heading. 

Wells also told onlookers 
at the $125 a plate dinner 
that the Meech Lake 
Accord can’t give in to 
Quebec or allow the 
province any special status. 

“If you give special status 


to one province, no longer 
are the rest of the provinces 
on equal footing. One has 
special legislative status 
that the others don’t and 
that won’t do in an equal 
Canada,” Wells said. 

The accord has to be firm 
with Quebec. It can’t go on 
bowing to Quebec at the 
expense of the other 
provinces, he said. 

At an earlier press con- 
ference Wells dispelled the 
myth that he is a saviour in 
the fight against bilingual- 
ism. He has been touted as a 
champion by some English 
right activists after his 
opposition to the accord. 


“I am in fact a strong 
proponent of bilingualism 
in every province,” he said. 
“French culture and French 
language is a treasure in 
Canada — it’s what sets us 
apart from other nations,” 
he said. 

“I don’t want a Canada 
without Quebec,” he said, 
but suggested that Quebec 
be given an ultimatum. 

Wells said he is not happy 
with Mulroney — no secret 
since the two clashed 
during the First Ministers’ 
Conference. 

“He has yet to discuss the 
real issues of Meech Lake,” 
Wells said, adding that the 


Prime Minister turns Wells’ 
Statements into personal 
attacks. All it means to 
Wells is that the Prime 
Minister doesn’t have 
confidence in his position 
of the issues to defend 
Meech Lake on its merits, 
Wells said. 

He said the Prime 
Minister’s threats — that 
without special provisions 
in the accord, Quebec could 
separate from Canada — 
are false. They only work to 
poison the minds of 
Canadians and divide the 
French and _ English 


speaking people of Canada, 
Wells said.

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bodies, but spirits can 
survive. 

And cancer support 
groups can help conquer the 
fear, the frustration and the 
torment caused by “the 
horror of cancer,” according 
to Flora Riley, chair of the 
Quinte Cancer Support 
Group. 

“You don’t know how 
many people out there are 
really hurting until you start 
something like this,” Riley, 
a Trenton resident, says. 
“The group has only been 
formed for about a week 
and already I’ve had six to 
eight calls by people — 
some desperate for help, 
some just needing to talk 
about their own lives and 
their cancer so they know 
they’re not alone.” 

Riley says cancer can 
destroy families and turn 
away friends. “That’s where 
the support group comes 
in,” she says. 

“We laugh, we cry, we 
hold hands and say prayers 
— we do it all,” Riley, who 
founded a similar support 
group in Greenwood, N.S. 
last year, says. 

“It’s amazing how easy it 
is for a cancer patient°or 
one who has lost someone 
to cancer to open up (at 
group meetings). They’re 
not afraid because everyone 
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there has gone through it. 

“I honestly believe there 
is not one (educational) 
degree in the world — 
nothing — to take the place 
of somebody that has gone 
through it and seen the pain 
and known how it feels to 
have had cancer or to have 
lost someone to cancer,” 
Riley, who has lost three 
relatives to the disease, 
says. 

Last year, Bob Adams, a 
Bayside resident, lost his 
daughter, Suzanne, to 
leukemia. Although, 
through his commitment to 
the Suzanne Adams 
Leukemia Foundation, 
Adams has talked to 
thousands of people about 
the disease, he hasn't 
“really talked to a lot of 
people who have 
experienced it. You listen 
more to a person when you 
know they’ve been through 
it.” 

Adams’ leukemia 
foundation has joined forces 
with the Quinte support 
group and Adams, who will 
handle public relations for 
the organization, says he 
will use his experience to 
help other members of the 
group cope with cancer. 

And he hopes that the 
support group — the first of 
its kind in the area — will 
help him to finally deal with 
the loss of his daughter. 

Quoting Terry Fox, who’s 
1980 Marathon of Hope 
became a source of 
inspiration for cancer 
patients world-wide, Riley 
says: “Somewhere the 
hurting must stop.” 

She notes the positive 
impact the new group will

Some cash donations 
come Gleaners’ way too, 
but Anne and Clay esumate 
that for every dollar 
received, they get about five 
in goods. The food bank is 
reasonably stocked right 
now for this time of the 
year.

fall with fresh vegetable. 

But Anne expresses 
some concern: “There's 
been a noticeable increase 
in the numbers of needy 
over the past two weeks. 
Winter is always rough on 
us with higher heat, hydro 
and clothing bills.” 

Lately, she estimates 
Gleaners has been helping 
about 50 families a week. 
And then there are the 
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layoffs. She says, “Some 
people don’t qualify for 
UIC relief, and for those 
who do, there’s often a long 
wait. Meanwhile, they have 


to eat.” 
The food bank takes its 
name from the Old 


Testament gleaners of 
Exodus. They were the poor 
for whom strips of land 
were planted but not 
harvested, left to be gleaned 





by the poor. The story of 
Ruth, the most famous 
gleaner, had a happy 
ending. She married Boaz 
the wealthy landowner. 

In theory, no one owned 
land. It was the gift of God, 
and those who benefited by 
it were expected to share 
their harvest with others 
less fortunate. 

In reality of course, then 
and now, the circumstances 





of the needy seldom have 
happy endings. Perhaps we 
distrust those who claim 
they need help, and hence 
Anne’s need to be “tough.” 

“On the other hand,” she 
says, “it takes courage to 
come in here and ask for 
help. I see people with two 
children going hungry 
because they’re too proud 
to accept charity even when 
it’s available.”

This week’s column is directed at only half of the 
population. Women should move on and read elsewhere. 
This column is for men only. 

There are times when I am ashamed to be a man. 

Last week was one of those times. “MASSACRE” 
shouted the headline in The Toronto Star. “15 shot, killed at 
Montreal university.” 

It seems a man burst 
into a classroom, lined the 
women up against the 
wall and started shooting. 

‘According to witnesses 
quoted in the paper, he 
apparently shouted 
something about “you’re 
all a bunch of feminists,” 
if that’s any kind of 
explanation. 

He was the only man to die in the massacre. He killed 
himself after killing 14 women. 

A nut, you say. A weirdo. You can’t be ashamed about

And you’re right. An actual massacre such as this is just 
‘an isolated incident, thank God. 
But it’s part of a pattern of men abusing women. 
What are the figures? Something like one in six women 
have been abused at some time in their life? 
And don’t think that it’s any different here just because 
we live in a small community that isn’t as violent as the big 








have on the area. 
“Somebody out there is not 
going to hurt anymore 
(because) they have a 
number to call and they 
know there’s somebody out 
there hoping and praying 
for them.” 

Through the Greenwood 
group, Riley recalls meeting 
one man who, like her idol, 
Fox, brought hope into the 
bleak world of cancer 
victims. 

“He used to come and 
talk about the positive 
aspects about cancer — he 
inspired those around him. 
He was supposed to die 
three times, but he said: 
‘I’m not ready.’...Today 
he’s in remission.” 

At the group meetings, 
the man “wouldn’t let 
anybody talk negative. 
(Members) even said that 
after listening to him they 
weren't afraid to die 


anymore,” Riley says. 

The harsh reality of the 
disease, however, is that 
people — young and old — 
do die. 

“T still don’t know what it 
is to face death...I saw it 
through my daughter’s 
eyes. But it can nip a family 
apart, especially when it’s 
someone young,” Adams 
says. 

Riley, whose strong 
commitment to helping 
people touched by cancer 


partly evolved from 
watching the disease take 
the life of a six-year-old 
boy in Greenwood, says: “It 
hurts when you see an adult 
suffer, but it tears your heart 
out when you see children 
suffer.” 

The boy — who, because 
of Riley, realized his dream 
of meeting Fox’s mother, 
Betty — died before the 
Greenwood support group 
was established. 

“We've had deaths (in the 


Greenwood group) and I’ve 
found how I could help the 
family was to be the strong 
one that they could get help 
from,” Riley says. 

Although Riley admits 
that the deaths hurt her, she 
says that for the sake of the 
family and other group 
members “you can’t let it 
destroy you.” 

“You have to give them 
your strength,” she says 
Strength that allows spirits 
to Survive. 


Response called 'overwhelming'

Local cancer patients, 
their family and friends 
have united to form the 
Quinte Cancer Support 
Group. 

Flora Riley, chair of the 
organization, says she was 
“overwhelmed by the 
response” at the group’s 
introductory meeting Nov. 


I 
know for a fact it is,” Riley, 
who started a similar group 
in Greenwood, N.S. last 
year, Says. 

Thirty-six people 
attended the first meeting, 
which Riley says was more 
“formal because of the 
guest panel” than what the 
group gatherings will be. 


have guest speakers for the 
first few meetings, Riley, a 
Trenton resident, says: “I 
hope that it will tum around 
and the members 
themselves will just want to 
talk and be guest speakers 
“The meetings will be 
casual, relaxed. We'll all 
just sit around a table and 
talk.” 
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city. I’ve heard that reported incidences of abuse run higher 
as a proportion of the population in Prince Edward County 
than anywhere else in Canada. True? Maybe not, but it runs 
as high here as anywhere else. 

And the frightening thing is that these are the males in 
their lives, the males who are close to them. Not rapes on 
the street by. some unknown assailant, but beatings, 
assaults, sexual abuse by husbands, lovers, fathers, uncles, 
brothers, sons. 

And you say you don’t sometimes feel ashamed? 

We don’t live in a bad neighbourhood. In fact, compared 
to the city in which I grew up, Belleville has no bad 
neighbourhoods. 

But my wife doesn’t like to walk home alone after dark. 
And I don’t blame her. I don’t want her to walk home 
alone. But I can’t understand it. I have never hesitated to 
walk home in the dark. It doesn’t occur to me to wonder 
what might happen, to be afraid of dark streets. Fear is not 
something I have to live with. 

She is afraid to be alone at home at night. She locks the 
doors and checks all the windows. 

I don’t. Why should I? I’m not afraid of anything 
happening — but then, I don’t have to be afraid, do I. I'ma 
man. She’s a woman. And she knows as every woman must 
know that men can be dangerous. 

Sure, men who assault young children or women are a 
minority. Maybe even a small minority. But it’s men who 
are responsible for most assaults against women. It’s men 
who are responsible for most sexual abuse among small. 


Although she plans to Cont. on Page 28 






children. And it’s almost always the men who these women 
and children should be able to most trust 

And you say you're never ashamed to be a man. 

What is it about men? Why are men violent? Is there a 
streak of irredeemable violence running through men that 
doesn’t run through women? Is it because men have always 
been trained to be aggressive, from the early days of hunter 
societies to the present-day corporate rat race? Is it because 
men are usually bigger and stronger so they just naturally 
throw their weight around? 

Maybe that’s why chivalry arose, to put fences around 
men. To stop them from doing what seems to come 
naturally to them. No, let’s get personal. To stop us from 
doing what seems to come naturally to us. 

I have never hit a woman. I don’t think I have ever hit a 
man, either, outside of a fight or two growing up in grade 
school. I hope I never will. But I wonder.... Might I do it 
without thinking some day just because I’m a man? Is there 
a thread of violence inside just because of chromozones or 
society or whatever? 

I'd like to think that violence is not just a male trait, and 
probably I’m right. Women guards at Nazi concentration 
camps could hold their own with the men. We've seen it on 
other occasions. 

But the fact remains that men are more likely to hit 
women than the other way around. The fact remains that 
the men closest to a woman are most likely to hit her. And | 
for one am ashamed of that.

Our local community 
hospitals may soon be 
heading the way of the 
African elephant - into 
extinction - if the provincial 
health ministry continues 
with its policy — of 
centralizing our health care 
System: Whether it be 
Whitby or Etobicoke, 
Windsor or Kitchener, 
community hospitals are 
Struggling to survive in 
David Peterson’s Ontario. 

Let’s look at the situation. 

Last year, over 900 babies 
were born to residents of 
Whitby, a growing com- 
munity of some 55,000 
people just east of Toronto. 
What’s astounding, and | 
believe, appalling, is while 
Whitby General has a 
maternity ward, non of 
those babies were born in 
their home town! Why not? 
Because unfortunately, 
Ontario’s Ministry of 
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Health won’t provide the 
hospital with the funds they 
need to keep the ward in 
operation. 

Geography works against 
Whitby. The city of 
Oshawa, a much larger 
community with a much 
larger hospital, is only a 20- 
minute drive away. This, in 
essence, is the logic behind 
the argument for a cen- 
tralized system of health 
care delivery. And I admit, 
from a purely theoretical 
standpoint, it makes sense 
to centralize our instj- 
tutions. By doing so, we can 
avoid duplication of 
Services, 

But in practice, it doesn’t 
work that way. The reason 
defies the black-and-white- 
logic that administrators 
and government like to deal 
in. On the Surface, the case 
for community hospitals 
appears to be an emotional 
one, having to do more with 
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community spirit and pride 
than economics. 

By definition, a com- 
munity hospital is a part of 
the community, as’ much a 
part as the town hall or the 
local library. We don’t need 
more proof than the many 
successful fundraising 
drives, like the $5 million 
one recently held at the 
Whitby General or the $6 
million raised for Orillia’s 
Soldier Memorial Hospital, 
to show that a community is 
more than willing to put its 
money behind its local 
hospital 100 per cent. 

But there is an economic 
reason as well. Yes, by 
centralizing hospital 
Services we can avoid 
duplication, but the 
downside is that doing so 
will put a much heavier 
Strain on the central 
institution. Community 
hospitals, like our local 
Schools, alleviate pressure

In a letter to W. H. Morin, 
executive vice-president 
and chief operating officer 
of Via Rail Canada Inc., the 
chamber says it is not 
acceptable to eliminate 
local service “because we 
are classified as a commuter 
market.” 


In addition the letter says 
that VIA and the Ministry 
of Transport have failed in 
their obligation to solve 
Canada’s transportation 
problems. The chamber 
cites the creation of an 
“unworkable schedule” and 
the elimination rather than 
modernization of outdated 
equipment. 

“The Kingston-Toronto 
run was eliminated because 
it was a short haul and an 
old rail diesel car,” 
Broadbridge says. He 
estimates it would cost 
about $1 million per unit to 
repair and update the trains. 

Although Newell says he 
has had feedback from 
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supported by just about 
every church in Belleville, 
and she says she’s going to 
“get after” those that have 
begun to slip lately. 

Her assistant, Clay 
Boucher, is a member of 
Holy Rosary parish. He’s a 
retired air force man and 
has stocked and unloaded 
Gleaners shelves since the 
day it moved into St. 
Michael’s. 

He says, “My wife, 
Monica, volunteers for this ‘ 
kind of work and I came 
along one day. Then | 
decided, hey, this is OK, but 
some times the lifting gets a 
bit much for an old guy like 
me. 

While Gleaners admin- 
isters to needs, it has some 
of its own: volunteers like 
him. 

“We need people with 
Strong backs, of course,” 
says Clay, “but don’t print 
that. It may frighten them 
off.” 

And Anne adds, “We 
need drivers too — drivers 
to pick goods up from drop 
boxes and stores, and 


various people supporting 
the chamber’s objection to 
the cutbacks, Broadbridge 
admits: “There has been no 
great hue and cry.” 

“What we're dealing with 
is down the road. I suspect 
that once they have to live 
with it they might get used 
tO it ... or they might find it 
very disturbing,” Broad- 
bridge says. 

“Their whole approach to 
cutting back in train service 
is going to have a negative 
effect towards VIA.... It'll 
discourage their riders if 
anything,” Newell says. 

And, according to 
Graham, it has discouraged 
VIA employees as well. 
“Tt’s rather blue around the 
VIA offices. A lot of the 
management has left VIA.” 

Graham says that about 
one in three VIA employees 
will lose their job because 
of the cutbacks. 

“They seem to be setting 
it up for the big fall,” 
Broadbridge says.

Monte Alyea has always had a

Each of the bird 
feathers are hand carved. It took Alyea a whopping 4! 
hours just to paint it. 

“There is a difference between a working decoy and a 
duck carving,” he explains. “If I thought someone wa 
going to take a decoy of mine and put it in the water I'd be 
a litte upset. It’s something you have to take your time 
with, that’s why it takes so long to do a carving.”

Bayside resident Bob 
Adams, founder of the 
Suzanne Adams Leukemia 
Foundation, announced at 
the meeting that he will join 
forces with the support 
group. 

“This sort of thing has 
been needed for years,” he 
Says. “We have to start 
facing cancer.” 

Statistics show that about 
one in three Canadians will 
get some form of cancer. 

Riley says she and Adams 
are interested in speaking at 
area schools to dispel the 
i i cancer and to 
“tell kids about the support 
groups and what they have 
to offer.” 

According to Dr. 
Elizabeth Scott, president of 
the Belleville chapter of the 
Canadian Cancer Society: 

The medical 
community...doesn’t use 
Support groups nearly 
enough. Some feel that a 
patient needs all of the 
support they can get, some 
don’t as much as they 
should.” 

Although not affiliated 
with the Quinte Cancer 
Support Group, the Cancer 
Society runs three support 


groups: Living with Cancer, 
group therapy similar to the 
Quinte group, Reach to 
Recovery, one-on-one 
therapy for women who 
have had a masectomy, and 
Cansurmount, one-on-one 
therapy for any other type 
of cancer.

called STEP, which was 
introduced Oct. 1. It’s a 
provincial income support 
program that allows benefit 
recipients to start earning 
some income on their own 
' without facing immediate, 
harsh deductions from their 
benefits. 

Hence the program’s 
name. It helps singles, sole 
parents, and the disabled on 
social assistance of any 
kind to step gradually back 
into the full or part time 
work force. 

People on assistance can 
now declare a basic extra 
income of $160 to $185 a 
month, depending on their 
eligibility category, without 
any deductions from their 
benefits. Further income 


made is reduced by costs 
like income tax, UIC 
premiums, Canada Pension 
contributions, and child 
care or other eligible 
employment costs before 
deductions are determined. 

Beyond the basic, 20 per 
cent of the net can also be 
kept without penalty. 

Income Maintenance 
Supervisor Bill Waugh, of 
the ministry office in 
Belleville, gave the Quinte 
Weekly the following 
example of a single 
disabled client, collecting 
benefits of $556 a month, 
who suddenly _ Starts 
eaming $800 a month on a 
part time job. That might 
leave him with a take home 
pay after income tax, UIC, 
and Canada Pension of 
about $750.

A free trade deal? 


Bank of Canada Govemor John Crow seems to 
have his heart set on.a recession as he keeps applying 
the interest rate screws to the economy. He says he's 
keeping the screws on because he is determined to 
defeat inflation. 

We wonder. ; 

For the record, although the annual inflation rate 1s 
just over five per cent, the inflation rate over the past 
four months has been in the neighbourhood of two 
per cent. To us, it sounds like the Bank of Canada has 
won or is winning the war against inflation. 

So why does Crow still refuse to loosen up interest 
rales? x 

Frankly, we can't help wondering if politics are at 
work here. 

Remember the member of the U.S. free trade 
negotiation team who said there would be no free 
trade agreement unless the Canadian dollar rose 
closer in value to the American dollar? 

Well, the free trade agreement was signed and guess 
what has happened since then. Right, the Canadian 
dollar has steadily risen against the American dollar, 
thanks mostly to the fact the the Bank of Canada has 
steadfastly ignored calls to cut interest rates. 

Is John Crow fighting inflation? Maybe. But 
maybe, just maybe, he is making good on a promise 
made behind the scenes to secure the free trade deal. 

Far fetched? 

It explains the Bank of Canada governor's otherwise 
inexplicable behaviour. 


Ontario is marketing the Great Lakes in Europe as 
"The Fresh Cost”. 

Asked about the campaign in light of a recent study 
that found a possible link between Great Lakes water 
and cancer and birth defects, Premier David Peterson 
admitted "there are certain problems at certain 
beaches,” but lamely concluded that outside of 
Toronto "there's a wonderful body of water." 

Well, yes and no. 

Yes, the Great Lakes are certainly better than the 
Mediterranean, which sounds like a cesspool in many 
reports. But no, the Great Lakes are not "a wonderful 
body of water.” 

The Great Lakes that Premier Peterson calls 
“wonderful” are in trouble. More than 1,000 
chemicals linked to cancer and birth defects are found 
in the Great Lakes; 250 of them are considered highly 
tOXxIC. 

No, all is not wonderful in the Great Lakes once 
you get past the clever marketing. 

But the clever marketing underlines the importance 
of restoring the health of the Great Lakes. If 
politicians are unwilling to put a value on human 
health and well-being, then let them consider tourist 
dollars. Obviously clean, fresh water is marketable if 
Ontario and eight U.S. states around the Great Lakes 
are willing to spend $6 million on a "Fresh Coast" 
campaign. 

So let's make sure we have clean, fresh walter. 

As we've said before, it's time for action.

Last week it was a definite “yes” for the Amaryllis and 
this week, a “yes”, two “no’s” and a “maybe”, beginning 
with the... 

AZALEA - A keeper as long as you appreciate it is a 
rhododendron, and realize it needs lots of moisture, lots of 
sun and cool nights. Water almost daily. Sitting the plant on 
a half-inch of aquarium gravel in a plant saucer watered 
daily is a good idea. Nip the flower stems after flowering 
and grow it in a full-sun window away from heat vents. As 
long as it is growing, feed it once a month with an acid- 
type fertilizer half-strength. Set it out in summer (after 
transferring it to a clay pot) in dappled shade and leave it 
out until just before the first predicted frost. Then back into 
the sunny window and it should be in bloom by Christmas. 
(YES) 

BOUGAINVILLEA - “Yes” if you have a full-sun bay 
window, plant room or green house. “no” if you don’t. 

A fast-growing woody, tropical vine with colourful, 
papery bracts that arrive in spring and may last for months 
but the plant just won’t tolerate the winter conditions of the 
average home. If you insist, then pick up a good plant book 
and read about the Bougainvillea’s care requirements. That 
might change your mind. (NO) 

CYCLAMEN - It can be resurrected but those who have 
tried report that for the few feeble blooms that were 
generated are not worth the efforts. 

It likes sun but must have cool temperatures, no higher 
that 65 degrees during the day and to degrees or lower at 
night. Keep humidity high with a plant saucer, gravel and 
water. 

To maximize its brief period of bloom remove blossoms, 
stem and all as soon as they fade. Water from the bottom 
every 4 or 5 days by setting in a bowl of tepid water. (It 
grows from a tuber and top watering can rot it). (NO) 

GARDENIA - The constant query about the Gardenia is, 
“.. how do I stop the buds from falling off”. And the 
answer is - with difficulty. 

While the buds are forming (this occurs naturally during 
spring and summer but they are forced for Christmas sale) 
you must maintain constant temperatures of 62 to 63 
degrees F., otherwise bud drop. If you think you can clear 
this hurdle, then grown your Gardenia on in bright light 
(never sunshine), use the same gravel/plant saucer routine 
as with the Azalea, let dry down between waterings, and 
feed once a month with an acid-type fertilizer, 1/4 strength 
from April through October. (MAYBE)

Little girls of nine are 

frequently accomplished 
Highland dancers, but 
rarely can one play the 
bagpipes too. Allison 
Williams, now 11, first 
paraded with the Army, 
Navy and Airforce Pipe 
Band at Cape Vincent, New 
York, in July of 1987. 

Today, she can 
competently pipe all the 
tunes the band regularly 
plays and then some. 

Her mother, 
guesses that about 
students are registered with 
the three Highland dance 
schools in Belleville alone, 
and when she takes Allison 
to the big Highland Games 
at Fergus or Maxville, she 
says There may be 400 or 
more dancers there. 

“At the same games,” she 
continues, “I’ve seen young 
boys of eight or nine 
playing pipes, but not girls, 
not at that age.” 

About six years ago 
Linda thought all little girls 
should learn how to dance 

“So,” she says, “we took 
her to ballet and she didn’t 
like that. We took her to 
tap, and she didn’t like that. 
Then showed her 
Highland dancing, and she 
couldn’t wait to start.” 

In Lynn  Haddrall’s 
Highland dancing classes at 
the Quinte Living Centre, 
she formed a bond with 
another student, Laurie 
Mackie, then about 11 
herself and just starting to 
play the pipes. The 
bagpiping seed was 
planted. 

“At first I tried to fight it, 
and I managed to hold her 
off for a year,” says Linda. 
‘She was skating then too, 
taking lessons three times a 
week. It was just going to

But children usually 
know how to get what they 
want, and sometimes it's 
not through subtlety. 
Shortly after her eighth 
birthday Allison took it 
upon herself to inform 
Mom, “Even if I have to 
walk down there myself, 
I'll learn to play the pipes.” 

At ANAF band practices 
Tuesday nights, Laurie 
Mackie became _ her 
instructor on the practice 
chanter. It took over a year 
of fingering exercises and 
basic tunes before she was 
ready to go onto the pipes. 

Practice chanters are 
God's gift to people who 
hate bagpipes. They permit 
beginners to learn 
rudiments and even 
accomplished pipers to 
learn new tunes on 
something that won't carry 
for 15 miles, the distance 
the skirls of the Scottish 
war pipes are said to be 
able to travel on a good 

day. 

Anyone who’s seen a 
Shriners’ parade and heard 
the snake-charming Onent- 
al chanters they blow will 
appreciate the approximate 
sound of the practice 
chanter, though the latter is 
quieter. 

Determination is a 
prerequisite to mastering 
the bagpipes. Most pipers 
spend about a year learning 
the rudiments and their first 
few tunes before pro- 
gressing to the instrument 
itself. About one in five 
who start hangs in long 
enough to make it. A 
quitter can’t be a piper. 

Although Allison did quit 
her skating classes last year, 
she continues to dance, now 
as an open class competitor. 
At that, she’s won 
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numerous medals and two 
trophies. 

To the age of 18, open 
class competition in

crack at a championship yet 
and isn’t sure she wants to. 
“Too much pressure to keep 
up,” she shrugs. 

“The competition is 
incredible at any age,” 
explains Linda. She speaks 









of a cousin to Laurie 
Mackie who was Canadian 
Open Champion at the age 
of 12. “She practiced four 
hours a day.” 

Linda feels that pressure 
on children to achieve like 


best of them 


that more often than not 
breaks them. “They're into 
it for fun. When they fee 
they have to win, they can 
lose interest completely,” 

Pressure is something 
Allison doesn’t feel as a 
piper yet, though it has 
already been suggested by 
one area Pipe Major that 
she should Seriously 
consider competition Piping 
too. She and her mother 
both agree she doesn’t 
practice daily. “It goes in 
streaks.” 

But despite all her 
interests, Or perhaps 
because of them, she’s stil] 
an A _ student at the 
comfortable Grade 6 level] 
in Harmony Public School. 
When the young get caught 
up in competition of any 
kind, they usually find as 
the momentum increases, 
so do the pressures of 
school work at the 
secondary and college or 
university levels. 

Contrary to popular 
opinion, piping is not a 
Strain on the lungs, 
although the young 
certainly feel that more 
than grownups. Like all 
pipers, Allison feels the 
strain on her fingers, neck, 
lip and mouth muscles long 
before her breath starts 
giving out. 

The effort, though, is 
worth it. 

“Pipers are always a 
novelty” “says Linda, 
“especially when they’re 
young girls. Allison gets 


«lots of attenGon. “And ‘what 


practice she does make 
time for is enough that she 
can keep up and even 
progresses some. It’s an 
activity she’ll always 
have.”

Youth development Key 
to pipe band's growth 


The Army, Navy and 
Airforce Pipe Band has its 
share of grizzled old vets 
with bony knees, but Pipe 
Major Randy Reynolds and 
Band Manager Murray 
Martin point out that youth 
development has always 
been a key to the cont- 
inuing success of their 
group, one of the oldest 
pipe bands in Ontario.

PROPERTY ASSESSMENT

Notice to Business Partnerships 
and to Publicly Traded Corporations

Starting in 1990, the rules by which business partnerships and 
publicly traded corporations and their subsidiaries direct their school 
tax support will change.

and agree to do so. 


The property assessment of publicly traded corporations and their 


subsidiaries will be shared between Public and Separate School 
Boards in the same area, and in Ottawa-Carleton by the Public, 


Separate and French-language School Boards, in proportion to eacti 
board’s residential and farm assessment. Until now, a corporation s 
support for a Separate School Board, or the French-language

School Board in Ottawa-Carleton, could not exceed the prc 
of shares held by Roman Catholics or Francophones 





In order to implement this initiative, the Ministry of Revenue must 
amend its records to identify those business partnerships that wish to 
split their school tax support, and to identify all publicly traded cor- 
porations and their subsidiaries. 

Information about the new school support rules will be sent to you in 
the near future, along with a Notice of Property Valuation. Please 
review the new rules, and then check your Notice to verify that the 
Ministry of Revenue has correctly identified your school support If 
it’s not right, please tell us. A reply form will be included with the 
Notice. 

Your cooperation will ensure the proper allocation of your school 
taxes to the School Boards in your area.

A Sidney Township 
family is lucky to be alive 
after fire swept through 
their 6094 Chatterton 
Valley home Dec. 18 
causing an_ estimated 
$40,000 in fire and smoke 
damage. 

Home owner Howard 
VanValkenburg, his wife 
and three children received 
no injuries from the blaze 
that originated in a 
basement bedroom at 
approximately 4;30 a.m. 

The fire was apparently 
Started, says Sidney 
Township Fire Chief Frank 
Moran, when bedding came 
in contact with an open coil 
heater. 

“Tt appears the fire started 
from an electric heater and 
some bedding,” says 


Moran. “It looks like some 
bedding got too close to the 
heater. The fire started in 


released July 20, 1989, 
made two specific 
recommendations favorable 
to Trenton: 

* that “Municipal uulities 
be allowed to sell 
electricity to Ontario Hydro 
on the same basis as private 
generators and be eligible 
for all incentives made 
available to private 
generators.” 

* and that “Hydro change 
the name of its Non-Utility 
Generation Division, as it 
implies that Hydro does not 
wish to foster Municipal 
utility generation.” 

Currently Ontario Hydro 
feeds privately-produced 
electricity into its grid 
paying about three times 
more than what it pays for 
electricity generated by a 
municipality. 

Manlow estimates that if 
Trenton were paid the same 
for its parallel generation as 
private firms are, the city 
could make an annual profit 
of $400,000 to $500,000.

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19, and 21 to 24 were 
consistently higher than the 
average.

“You don’t get to say 
good-bye. It’s hard to get 
over the fact that that you 
don’t get to say good-bye.” 

Glynis Thompson knows 
hurt, and Glynis Thompson 
knows pain. She’s been 
feeling both since April 30, 
1988, the night her 17-year- 
old daughter was killed in 
an alcohol-related car 
crash. 

The death of her daughter 
has changed Thompson’s 
life. 

“As time passes it does 
get... well ... easier. It 
(easier) is not the right 
word I guess, but you live 
with it. Your life is never 
the same, but you live with 
it,” she says. 

Living with “it” has its 
ups and downs — and 
around Christmas time, it’s 
mostly down, Thompson 
says. 

“Christmas is the hardest 
time because it is for the 
family, but,” she adds, “we 
made it through last 
Christmas.” 

“We”, for Thompson, 
includes her husband 
Marshall and their 14-year- 
old daughter, Shannon. 


Although Christine is not 
around to share Christmas 
with herfamily, the 


Thompsons don’t leave her 
out of celebrations. On 
Christmas Eve they visit 
Christine’s grave marker 
and keep her memories 
alive. 


But there are other 
“downs” apart from 
Christmas; just knowing 
you’ve lost your child can 
be the worst, Thompson 
says. 

“There really is nothing 
worse than losing your 
child,” She explains, 
holding back her tears. 
“When you lose your child 
it goes against the nature of 
things. The child buries the

lose a child, Thompson 
says. It’s tough for a parent 
to accept words form 
someone who hasn’t gone 
through the loss. 

“You just feel like 
screaming: ‘You don’t 
know how I feel. You’ve 
got your kids and you don’t 
know how I feel,’” she 
says. 

“There has to be some 
kind of a support group,” 
she says. “It’s going to 
happen again and again. 
Someone is going to lose 
their child in this area. You 
don’t think it is going to 
happen to you it’s going to 
happen to to someone else, 
but not you.” 


Thompson doesn’t know 
when she can start the 
Support group because she 
isn’t sure she’s recovered 
from her daughter’s death 
yet. “You can’t help others 
if you are still too

People can’t handle their 
child’s death, Thompson 
Says, and they usually do 
one of two things. “Either 
theyll put the child on a 
pedestal and make a shrine 
out of the child’s room, or 
they'll go to the opposite 
end and try to block it right 
out,” she says. 

But Thompson says, Rev.

At one to two drinks 
flushing of the skin occurs, 
the heart rate speeds up and 
people become very 
talkative.

‘1. Serve snack foods 
early in the evening.

“kick” than others, stick to 
the recipe.

BUT you are 
going to reach the same 
level of impairment with 
either. A certain amount of 
alcohol, no matter what 
kind of beverage takes it to 
your stomach, produces the 
same effect. And different 
people reach different 
impairment levels with the 
same amount of alcohol. 13. 
Plan some activity such as 
dancing or games. This 
usually tends to cut down 
of the amount of alcohol 
consumed. 

4. Always respect the 
wishes of any guest who 
says “No, thanks” to the 
offer of a final drink or who 
says “T’ll just have coffee.” 
Never press alcoholic 
beverages on a guest who is 
going to drive. 

Remember that it takes 
TIME to eliminate alcohol 
from your body system. 

5. Make it part of your 
entertainment to close the 


bar an hour or so before 
guests are expected to 
leave. This can be done 
casually by serving coffee 
and food. Your guests will 
realize that this is the way 
things are done in your 
house. 

6. Have non-alcoholic 
beverages — coffee, tea, 
soft drinks, or fruit punch 
available for the final “one 
for the road”. Remember 
coffee does nothing to 
sober your guest. But it will 
give his body time to 
eliminate some alcohol. 

7. If worst comes to pass 
and you realize, too late, 
that someone has had too 
much to drink, turn on the 
diplomatic charm. Suggest 
tactfully a car pool with 
another guest, or arrange 
transportation by taxi. 
Don’t expect that this will 


- be easy. The person least 


able to operate a car safely 
usually is the one who is 
most convinced that he is in 
brilliant shape for driving. 

Persuasion is possible. 

And you don’t want to 
see him in court, or hear 
him listed as a statistic the 
next morning on the radio. 

Either as a guest or host, 
you have a responsibility to 
yourself and _ others 
including other people on 
the road.

Bars and pubs throughout 
the city have been forced to 
respond to a changing 


environment as public 
attitudes concerning 
drinking and driving 
continue to put pressure on 
the servers as well as the 
drunks. 

Smithrim, for example, is 
a graduate of the Server 
Intervention Program (SIP) 
offered through the Alcohol 
Research Foundation in 
Toronto. It’s a course meant 
to train Owners, managers 
and servers in matters like 
law and liability, preventing 
intoxication, managing 
intoxicated patrons and 
setting house policies. 

The courses began in 
1986, and by the following 
year, at least one insurance 
company, PAVCO, was 
refusing to cover drinking 
establishments with 
liability insurance unless 
employees were SIP 
trained, In return, the 
company pays half the cost 
of the fees for the courses. 

Other insurance 
companies have since 
followed suit, some 
offering reduced premiums 
for liability insurance to 
those establishments with 
SIP trained employees. 

SIP may well be a part of 
future training and 
licencing procedures for all 
servers of alcoholic 
beverages, perhaps even 
becoming law in Ontario 
not too far down the road.

blood, but gave up. He then called his mother’s boyfriend, 
Stu Honeck, who in turn called police Pere 

Police officers were quickly at the scene. Christine had 
been shot through the heart with a .38 calibre weapon. 
Her ex-husband Fred was on duty that night When 
informed of Christine’s death, he immediately phoned 
Lawrencia, who was asleep in their apartment about lwo 
miles from the Schultz home. The time of his call was 
2:45 a.m., 25 minutes after the murder ' 

The two youngsters, who had seen the killer, pave 
surprisingly good descriptions. Sean said the intruder was 
wearing an army jacket, had wide shoulders and long 
red-brown hair. Shannon said the fleeing man was loting 
a silver pearl handled gun. / 

A police officer was immediately dispatched to 
Lawrencia and Fred’s apartment to confiscate Fred's off 
duty revolver. He was greeted by Lawrencia, who turned 
over the weapon without hesitation. It was a Smith & 
Wesson five shot snub nosed number, fully loaded. The 
officer smelled the weapon, noted dust on the cylinder 
and concluded that it had not been recently fired. He 


returned it to Fred. 
At the morgue 


Lawrencia and Fred calmly identified Christine's body 
at the morgue. There matters stood until June 18 On that 
date, Fred, accompanied by another officer, picked up his 
off duty revolver. This time, it was turned over to the 
state crime lab for testing. 

Wouldn't you just know it; the lab boys stated irrevoca- 
bly that Fred’s off duty revolver was the weapon which 
had taken Christine's life. How could this be? The weapon 
had been checked scant hours after the killing. 
Unfortunately, the officer who had noted the dust and 
smelled the weapon had not noted the serial number. Was 
it possible that there were two similar revolvers 
involved? 

Police theorized that Lawrencia had entered the Schultz 
home attempting to frighten Christine into moving, so that 
she and Fred would get rid of their financial problems. 
Instead, something had gone wrong. 

Maybe one of the children heard the intruder. Maybe 
the child was about to get up and alert his mother. Quite 
possibly, Christine had awakened and had to be killed so

that she could not identify her attacker. 

Lawrencia was charged with murder as the most 
logical suspect. The prosecution’s case was totally 
circumstantial. No one had actually seen Lawrencia 
outside her apartment on the night before or the early 
hours of the morning of the killing. She swore she had 
stayed in her apartment all night and knew absolutely 
nothing about the murder. ; 

However, prosecution attorneys did have an arsenal of 
damaging circumstantial evidence to present. Lawrencia 
had-access to Fred’s off duty revolver, as well as the 
keys to the Schultz home. A reddish brown wig was found 
in her apartment. Fibers from the wig were similar to 
fibers found adhering to Christine's leg. 

Finally, a friend of Lawrencia's, one Judy Zess, 
testified that Lawrencia had once told her, after having a 
few drinks at a party, “It would pay to have Christine 
blown away.” 


The prosecution had problems with the murder weapon. 
The gun examined a few hours after the murder could not 
possibly have been the same weapon which was examined 
weeks after the murder. 

Had someone switched guns, disposed of Fred’s off duty 
revolver and substituted the murder weapon, knowing full 
well that sooner or later it would undergo ballistic tests? 
In other words, was Lawrencia being set-up to take the 
rap for a murder she had not committed? 

Stout-hearted Fred was given immunity from prosecu-

Hibiscus has 
glorious 
flowers 


In this series on the adaptability of the Christmas plants 
to the home environment, you have undoubtedly noticed 
among their requirements are things such as: bright light to 
full sun, good humidity and cool night temperatures. In 
some cases, these demands are critical such as with one of 
the plants we will be discussing today - the Oleander. In 
other cases you do have some flexibility such as two of 
today’s choices - the Phalenopsis Orchid and the ... 













HIBISCUS - One of the most glorious of the flowering 
house plants that can be kept in continual bloom with one 
provision, it must be grown in a full-sun south or east 
window, preferably ceiling to floor. Also essential, let it dry 
down to the point where the leaves start to droop then soak. 
Feed monthly as long as it is putting on new growth, 
alternating a 10-52-10 and a 20-20-20 quarter-strength. 
Prune branches back by half every three to four years and

keep an eye open for the webs of spider mites by misting 
the tips of the branches once every two weeks. (A” 
resounding YES). 

OLEANDER - Must be grown in the same type of 
window as the Hibiscus since it produces flowers (summer

Speaking of branches, recognize that it is a wood 
that normally grows to 20 feet and so must be prune “ each 
fall. Also, you must allow for a mid-winter rest period of 5 
to 6 weeks when temperatures must be maintained betv 
45 and 60 degrees. Feed in the same way as the Hibi 
When watering, allow the top two inches of the medium t 
dry out, except during the rest period when it should t 
watered only once. By the way, every part of this plant 
extremely poisonous.

Before we make any comment on the U.S. invasion 


of Panama, let's get one thing straight -- we agree 


with Prime Minister Brian Mulroney's description of 


Panama President Noriega as a drug runner and a 

thug. 

But we don't agree with his approval of the 
invasion. And Noriega's unsavoury reputation still 
does not excuse military intervention in the affairs of 
an independent country in blatant violation of 
intemational law and the United Nations Charter. 

Not that the invasion comes as a complete surprise. 
Since the early 1800s, the U.S. has regarded Latin 
Amenca as its own sphere of influence, in much the 
same way as the Soviet Union has tended to regard 
Easter Europe. It has rarely hesitated to meddle -- 
and to wam others to refrain from meddling -- in what 
it regards as its own backyard. 

And Noriega is a good example of that meddling. 

Granted, Noriega is a thug and a drug runner. He is 
not the sort of person you would want your daughter 
to date, let alone to run a country. 

But the U.S. is in the curious position of deposing 
their own thug. They funded him, after all, through 
the CIA a few years ago. Now they have invaded his 
country, chased him from office and put a bounty on 
his head. But he is still the thug and drug runner they 
brought to power in the first place. 

And the U.S. military invasion is a stark contrast 
with the Soviet Union's response to events in Eastem 
Europe, an area they have always regarded as their 
backyard and where they have never hesitated to use 
force to impose their will. Witness Czechoslovakia in 
1968 or Hungary in 1956. 

Al one time it would have been axiomatic that the 
Soviets would have intervened militarily when 
revolution threatened. Last week in Romania, 
however, the Soviets actually endorsed the revolution. 

And they refused to intervene militarily despite the 
request of the revolutionaries. 

Frankly, the U.S. continues to look like the last 
dinosaur from the cold war, stil] acting as if it can do 
whatever it wants, whenever it wants, wherever it 
wants. And it's looking increasingly out of Step with 
the rest of the world. Ironic, isn't it?

All of the 15 municipal 
governments participating 
in the Centre and South 
Hastings Waste Manage- 
ment Master Plan Steering 
Committee now have or 
should soon have a 
Soilsaver household com- 
poster for publicity and 
display in their municipal 
Offices. 

Robert Argue of Sidney 
Township, as the comm- 
ittee’s waste management 
and recycling co-ordinator, 
is promoting the com- 
posters. 

“Orders will be taken at 
the municipal offices 
throughout the winter, and 
deliveries will be made 
some time in March or 


April,” he says. 
Fed with combinations of 
kitchen scraps, grass 


clippings, weeds, leaves 
and small amounts of soil, 
household composters 
produce free _ natural 
nutrients for flower beds 
and vegetable gardens, and 
at the same time reduce 
waste to be picked up with 
garbage and dumped in 
land fill sites. 

Sidney Township coun- 
cillors agreed at their last 
regular meeting, Dec. 4, to 
purchase 1,000 of the units. 
The committee’s purchas- 
ing power on behalf of so 
many communities, com- 
bined with government 
subsidies, will-mean each 
unit can be bought for $25 
and sold to ratepayers for 
$30 to cover expenses and 
promotion. 

Retailed individually, a 
Soilsaver would cost more 
than $100. 

Under the leadership of 
Ald. Eldon Weiss, Trenton 
was the first Quinte 
community to buy the units, 
hitch-hiking with a 
Peterborough order for 
1000 of them on 
speculation earlier this fall. 
Only about 120 of them are 
yet to be sold, and interest 
is beginning to grow in 
composters as Christmas 
presents. 

Belleville, Thurlow 
Township, and Tyendinaga 
Township are also among 
the ° 15 communities 
represented on the waste 
management committee. 
Argue expects publicity in 
these centres to start 
generating orders soon,

“Glass has the ability to pierce the 
heart,” she contends. “ It is a visual 
experience that commun-icates directly 
with emotions. There is a sense of life 
in it ... colour has a lot to do with 
piercing the heart. It is a very healing 
element to be around.” 

Close examination of Belanger- 


 Taylor’s works will reveal an undying 


love for colour, prevalent in the 
majority of her soda-lime endeavours. 
“The results you achieve from color 
make the piece look like it is going to 
move,” she says. 

Belanger-Taylor’s commitment to 
impress-ionistic tones in her art stems 
from her desire to be challenged, she 
says. 

“Glass is a very big challenge for 
me. I have found out why I have 
selected glass as my medium — 
because I like things with a certain 
degree of difficulty,” notes Belanger- 
Taylor. “Glass is a very difficult 
medium to master, both mentally and 
technically. Everything I do is out of 
interest for this one medium.”

Jim underwent a personality change. We now know 
the voices had taken over completely.

A hazy brief marriage of six months’ duration ended 
when Jim’s unreasonable paranoid behavior was con 
stantly directed toward his wife. Around 1977, Jim had 
difficulty playing his beloved drums.

Producers shunned the 
ae they had once sought. Jim retreated within him 

He had only the voices now and, for some unfathom 
able reason, they turned him against his mother. Jim 
phoned his mother often, begging her to stop torment- 
ing him. Mrs. Gordon had no idea what her son was 
referring to, but she did realize something was drasti 
cally wrong. She suggested he seek help 


Jim listened to his mother. He admiited himself into 
the Van Nuys Psychiatric Hospital. His mother visited 
Mother and son embraced. The voices stopped. Jim 
went home on weekend visits. Two months later, he 
was discharged from hospital, but the voices started 
again. His mother’s voice continued to torment him, 
wouldn't leave him alone. For six years, Jim was in 
and out of hospital a total of 15 times. Once, he 
attempted suicide. Mammoth drinking bouts were 
sandwiched between hospital visits. 

By 1980, Jim no longer played the drums Money 
wasn't a problem. Shrewd investments initiated by his 
late father, coupled with royalties, kept him relatively 
well supplied with cash.

The hated voice became the dominating factor of 
Jim's life. On June 3, 1983, the voice told him what he 
must do— he had to kill his mother. Following the 
voice’s instructions, he placed a hammer and a knife 
in his briefcase and drove to his mother’s apartment 
around 11:30 p.m. Marie Gordon, 72, answered her 
son's knock. She screamed as the hammer was held 
over her head. In all, Jim swung four times. He then 
stabbed his mother in the chest, leaving the knife pro 
truding from her body 


in an institution 


Next morning, when police contacted Jim to inform 
him of his mother’s murder, they found him sobbing 
uncontrollably on the living room floor 
apartment. He confessed immediately 
“She wanted me to kill her.” 

Jim stood trial for murder in Los Angeles Although 
judged to be an acute paranoid schizophrenic by five 
psychiatrists testifying for the defense, he was deemed 
to be legally sane. Jim was found guilty of 
second-degree murder and sentenced to 16 years to life 
imprisonment. Initially, he was confined to the Califor 
nia Men’s Colony in San Luis Obispo. He has since 
been transferred to the Atascadero Stale Hospital, an 
institution which houses the correctional facility's men 
tally ill inmates

In calls for applications 
for radio broadcasting 
licences, the CRTC looks 
for evidence that clearly 
demonstrates the demand 
and market for stations and 
service. Concern for a 
broadcaster already trans- 
mitting in a geographical 
area Clearly shows in the 
scope of _ hearings 
conducted. 

Without limiting that 
scope, the issues to be 
addressed include the 
following seven in 
particular: 

Q The contribution that 
the new service will make 
to the achievement of the 
objectives ' of the 
Broadcasting Act, particu- 
larly in the development of 
locally oriented programs.
